As we leave the turbulent past behind, 
it is evident that the 1970’s will present 
the greatest challenges in the life of our 
City. The oportunity for new acomplish- 
ments, establishment of new goals, assump- 
tion of greater individual citizen responsi- 
bility and the dedication by everyone to 
principle for the betterment of Lansing, 
will be omni-present. 
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We cannot, however, enter the future 
without reflecting on our heritage. Lansing 
was named by early settlers from Lansing, 
New York, and became the Capitol City 
by an act of the Michigan Legislature in 
1847, just ten years after Michigan entered 
the Union. 


Our City, as originally laid out. was com- 
prised of slightly over 4,000 acres of land, 
and when officially incorporated in 1859, 
had a population of 3085, acording to the 
1860 census. From this very modest begin- 
ning, we have grown into a thriving metro- 
politan community of 38.27 square miles 
in area, with a corporate population of 
135,000. The City’s assessed valuation by 
1919 was $50,671,935., by 1949 it tripled— 
presently it stands at $444,995,825. This 
alone signifies the tremendous growth of 
our fine community. Amidst this expansion, 
the City has a Triple A Credit Rating, and 
is only one of several in the whole Mid- 
West to be so fortunate. 


A review of some municipal statistics 
reveals that we now have 457 miles of 
streets and 625 miles of sewers to maintain. 
There are 601 miles of sidewalks and 16 
miles of alleys. 


Truly, Lansing is different from any 
other City in Michigan. It is different be- 
eause it is the Capitol City. Sometimes 
referred to as the “Heartland of Michigan,” 
Lansing is served by an excellent system 
of highways which bring more than 90 per- 
cent of the State’s population to within 90 
minutes of our corporate limits. For mar- 
ket purposes, it must be noted, that more 
than 30 million persons in the Mid:West 
reside within 500 miles of our industries. 


The Greater Lansing Area is rated as a 
Billion Dollar Income Market ($1,108,410,- 
000.) It ranks third in outstate Michigan, 
and only slightly behind Grand Rapids and 
Flint. However, household income has soar- 
ed from $6,889 in 1960 to $10,627 and per 
capita income went from $2,028 to $3,099, 
according to SALES MANAGEMENT — 
JUNE 10, 1969, and is higher than either 
Grand Rapids or Flint. 


We are fortunate to have a four-pronged 
economy of manufacturing, commercial en- 
terprises, State government and two major 
institutions of higher learning. 


Lansing has a projected growth in the 
next twenty years of more than 40,000 
people. Excellent planning, fore-thought, 
zeal and common sense will be required. 
A sense of responsibility must be in our 
possession at all times. If the immediate 
past is evidence of our interest in the fu- 
ture, I am confident Lansing will continue 
to be an excellent community in which to 
live and work. 


The Board of Water and Light, the City’s 
owned utility, has experienced a succesful 
year in the production and sale of electrici- 
ty, water and steam. It has continued to 
expand and modernize services and facili- 
ties to keep pace with the ever increasing 
demand of our customer-owners whom it 
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is our privilege to serve. The Board ex- 
perienced a healthy period of growth with 
our utility plant assets increasing by over 
$11.2 million. 


During 1969, our electricity sales were 
some 1.5 billion kilowatt hours, an increase 
of 9.8% over 1968. A new all-time one hour 
peak electric demand of 283,358 kilowatts 
was recorded. This is an increase of 4.25% 
over the peak established in 1968. Total 
water pumpage was over 8.8 billion gallons. 
A new record 24-hour water delivery of 
87,110,000 gallons occurred during 1969, 
an increase of 3% over 1968. Also during 
1969, a 15-minute record water demand for 
the system occurred with a water pumpage 
rate of 50,249,000 gallons per day, exceed- 
ing the peak established in 1968. Steam 
sales exceeded 2.2 billion pounds during 
the year. It added 2,100 new electric cus- 
tomers, over 540 new water customers and 
26 new steam customers during 1969. A 
total of 810,000 tons of coal were required 
for electric and steam generators. 


The Board of Water and Light is con- 
tinuing to expand its facilities to meet 
growth requirements. A new 80,000 kilo- 
watt electric generating unit, almost com- 
pleted at the Eckert Station, is scheduled 
to be in service in March, 1970. This is at 
a cost of $11 million. Construction of the 
new Delta Station was started in 1969 with 
the first 160,000 kilowatt generating unit 
scheduled for operation in the Fall of 1972. 
The total cost of the initial facility will 
be over $32 million. Construction of a new 
138,000 volt transmission network is in 
progress with the first three (3) miles to be 
in service in May, 1970. The 138,000 volt 
transmission network will be extended to 
the Delta Station by 1972 and to other 
areas to provide better service and continue 
to meet the requirements of our customers. 
The cost of the 188 KV system including 
substations is $6.6 million. New programs 
were initiated for improving the appearance 
of overhead electric distribution lines and 
for encouraging underground electric ser- 
vice in new residential subdivisions. Three 
new electric distribution substations (Wood 
Street, Jolly Road and Miller Road) were 
placed in service. During the year, 11.6 
miles of high voltage underground lines 
and 36.6 miles of high voltage overhead 
lines were added to the electric system. A 
total of 617 new, modern street lights were 
installed in various areas of the City in 
1969. In 1970, the Board, in addition to a 
continuation of upgrading street lighting 
on arterial highways, is accelerating its 
residential street lighting program—it will 
install over 1,000 new lights in residential 
areas, covering approximately 27 miles in 
the City that are uncurbed and unguttered. 


In order to provide for increased water 
consumption, the Board authorized in 1969, 
the development of nine additional wells 
and associated transmission mains. Seven 
wells have been completed and will be 
placed in operation early in 1970, and the 
remaining two wells will be completed by 
June, 1970. These nine wells will increase 
the Board’s well capability by some five 
million gallons per day. Eleven miles of 
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water distribution mains were installed 
together with 2.3 miles of water transmis- 
sion mains and 98 fire hydrants. A water 
rate increase was authorized, effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1970, to eliminate the annual oper- 
ating deficit in the Water Division and to 
provide adequate funds to finance needed 
capital improvements during the next ten 
years, 


Practically all electric billing is now com- 
puterized and water billing with the com- 
puter is planned in the near future. 


PLANNING TO KEEP PACE IN PRO- 
VIDING THE EVER GROWING COMMU- 
NITY WITH THE FINEST UTILITY SER- 
VICES POSSIBLE IS THE TARGET OF 
OUR BOARD OF WATER AND LGHT. 


Public fire protection is assured by an 
efficiently operated Fire Department con- 
sisting of 266 well trained men, 10 stations, 
46 pieces of motorized equipment and a 
good communications network. 


Now in the process of being completed 
is the new training site on Alpha Street, 
which will provide sufficient training area 
for operation and use of fire apparatus and 
equipment. Incorporated in the site are a 
training tower, both static and hydrant 
water supplies, a hard surface diving area, 
together with special roof evolution train- 
ing devices. 


In 1969, a new Uiesel powered squad fire- 
fighting truck and two new diesel powered 
engines have been placed into service to 
replace obsolete equipment. The two new 
diesel engines are the most powerful pump- 
ers ever had in service in this City. A 
specially designed and equipped ‘‘mini-fire 
fighting rig” is also in service to provide 
parking ramp protection, 


Testimony to the Department’s outstand- 
ing performance in the area of fire preven- 
tion came in the form of national recogni- 
tion by the National Safety Council for 
having the third best record in Michigan. 
The Department, also, won third place in 
Michigan and a National Honorable Men- 
tion in National Waste Control Competi- 
tion sponsored by the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Annually, the City has expended substan- 
tial tax dollars for equipment and man- 
power to protect the many buildings of the 
State of Michigan. This has been without 
financial remuneration, at a time when the 
University of Michigan pays 18 percent of 
the Ann Arbor City Fire Budget, or, $290,- 
000 for fiscal 1969-70, on a contractural 
basis, And, at a time when Michigan State 
University pays the City of East Lansing 
$237,000. 


IT IS RECOMMENDED, THEREFORE, 
THAT THE CITY OF LANSING ENTER 
INTO A CONTRACTURAL AGREEMENT 
WITH THE STATE OF MICHIGAN, AC- 
CORDING TO CITY CHARTER PROVI- 
SIONS, FOR FIRE PROTECTION IN THE 
ESTIMATED AMOUNT OF $300,000 AN- 
NUALLY. 
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Always present to protect person and 
property is our Police Department. The 
Department received authorization to hire 
40 additional men in 1969, which brought 
the authorized sworn personnel strength of 
the Department to 238 members. This man- 
power increase was due, in part, to a study 
which indicated that the increasing crime 
and delinquency problems, in this City, as 
in others, necessitated more police officers 
if services were to be maintained at a high 
level. Most of the new patrolmen positions 
have been filled with excellent recruits and 
the new men have undergone training. 
Presently, six minority group persons are 
members of the Department, with two va- 
eancies still being held in abeyance. 


In 1969, the Chilef of Police initiated a 
Police-Community Relations Training Pro- 
gram, involving a laboratory confrontation 
between police officers and minority group 
members of the Lansing community. The 
program, supported by the City’s Human 
Relations Committee, was designed to make 
the police participants and minority group 
members of the community more aware of 
each other’s problems and needs, thereby 
contributing to the improvement of rela- 
tions with the City’s black and Spanish- 
speaking communities and the Lansing 
Police Department. 


A total of 40 police and 40 community 
representatives, the majority black, took 
part in daily groups of 10 policemen and 
10 community persons for a four week 
period. The Captain of the Central Records 
Division was in charge of the sessions. 


This program was financed by a local 
trust fund in the amount of $10,000. This 
money was needed to cover the daily ex- 
penses of the civilian participants and the 
expenses of Dr. Irving Goldaber, a New 
York City psychologist, who developed the 
program and conducted the Lansing ex- 
periment. Continuation of the program is 
anticipated. 


A Senior Cadet Program was also insti- 
tuted in 1969. Five applicants were chosen 
from several candidates for this program. 
The purpose of this program is to enable 
the Lansing Police Department to recruit 
men at a younger age, expose future pa- 
trolmen to on-the-job experience and at the 
same time, aid in the formal education of 
the police applicant. It is anticipated that 
eadets will apply for full time positions of 
patrolmen when they reach 21 years of age. 


Senior Cadet on-the-job training includes 
assignments in all divisions with the ex- 
ception of the Investigation Division. In 
some instances, the police cadet can per- 
form routine tasks ordinarily assigned to a 
police officer—releasing full time officers for 
other duties. 


To qualify for this program, the appli- 
cant must be enrolled at Lansing Communi- 
ty College in the Law Enforcement Cur- 
riculum maintaining a scholastic grade of 
at least a “C’” (a score of 2.00) or better. 
The applicant must be between the ages of 
17% and 20% years, meet predetermined 
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physical standards, be of good character 
(no criminal record, good driving record, 
etc.) be a citizen of the United States, pass 
a general apptitude test, and pass a medical 
examination. 


Cadets work a total of 20 hours a week 
(Monday thru Friday) and are paid at the 
rate of $2.00 per hour. Work hours are 
coordinated with school schedules by the 
Division Commander for whom they work 
and by the Personnel and Training Divi- 
sion. Other major benefits of the Cadet 
Program are; paid tuition at Lansing Com- 
munity College and generally, the fringe 
benefits that other City employees enjoy. 


Cadets are periodically evaluated on work 
performance through the use of evaluation 
standards set for patrolmen. The present 
group rated within the rating limits es- 
tablished as average. Ome cadet, who 
reached 21 years of age during the sum- 
mer, applied for (and was accepted) a posi- 
tion as a full time patrolman. 


A new functional unit, the Quartermaster 
Section was created during the past year. 
Two officers, aided by Senior Police Cadets, 
have been assigned to this unit, which was 
formed to centralize activities of a like na- 
ture that had previously. been dispersed 
throughout the Department. General duties 
of this unit include the responsibility for 
the storage and disposition of evidence, 
found property and the issuance of depart- 
mental supplies and equipment (uniforms, 
weapons, office suplies, etc.) 


The Department has been outfitted with 
various pieces of new equipment. For ex- 
ample; the original rescue unit has been 
replaced with a new one that is larger, 
more adaptable to the purpose, better 
equipped and allows easier access to neces- 
sary equipment. Too, a new seventeen foot 
fiberglass boat, complete with trailer and 
equiped with a new 40 horsepower motor, is 
on hand. Department personnel custom 
fitted the boat to meet the Underwater Re- 
covery Team equipment needs. This new 
equipment is expected to enable the Under- 
water Recovery Team to prepare for and 
begin operations in less time than was 
previously the case. 


Safety at all levels is a constant require- 
ment. The loss of limb, life and property 
from storms, traffic, crime and fire will 
never end.in total. But, improvement in 
individual home life and education will cut 
losses substantially, as will direct action by 
governmental bodies. Lansing is taking the 
necessary steps. 


Our City’s Civil Defense Storm Warning 
System is a model not only for other 
cities in Michigan, but for the Nation as 
well. Civil Defense again made outstand- 
ing progress during the year. A Commu- 
nity Shelter Plan was completed, being the 
first of its type in the United States; like- 
wise, our communications during disasters 
was improved, and more than 20,000 people, 
including City and State employees, re- 
ceived Civil Defense training of one sort 
or another. 
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IN THE COMING YEAR, OUR TRAIN- 
ING OF PERSONNEL, UP-DATING OF 
DISASTER PLANS, AND INCREASED 
READINESS FOR ANY EVENTUALITY, 
WHETHER NATURAL OR MAN-MADE, 
WILL CONTINUE. 


In the area of traffic and pedestrian safe- 
ty, considerable progress was made by the 
Police Department, the Traffic Department 
and the Mayor’s Committee on Traffic 
Safety. 


In 1969, the Police Department applied 
for two grants—Pedestrian Safety and 
Traffic Training—under the Federal High- 
way Safety Act of 1966. The Pedestrian 
Safety grant application was drafted with 
the cooperation of officials of the Lansing 
School District, the Safety Council of 
Greater Lansing and members of the De- 
partment, An excerpt from the City Coun- 
cil Proceedings of April 29, 1969 (pp 482) 
generally states the purpose of the project, 
staffing and method of financing in a con- 
cise manner; this excerpt is included for 
your convenience. 


“The subject grant is for use in attempt- 
ing to reduce the pedestrian accident in- 
cidence in a target group of children, ages 
0-10. This target group accounts for 57.7% 
of all pedestrian traffic injuries in the City 
of Lansing according to 1968 statistics. 
The grant would make it possible for the 
City of Lansing to expand activities in the 
Police Department School Safety Program, 
initiate new safety projects, and bring por- 
tions of the School Safety Program into 
high schools. Under the proposed project, 
the present two man staff of the School 
Safety Bureau (1 Lieutenant and 1 patrol- 
man) would be increased to six to carry out 
the program. The total complement would 
then be: 1 Lieutenant, 1 Sergeant, and 4 
patrolman. The increase in staff required 
by the project would be for the grant 
period only. It is understood that if the 
project is terminated at the end of the 
first funding year, (the project is designed 
for a three year period) that the additional 
staff so added would have to be either 
absorbed into the Department or termi- 
nated.” 


“The project will be financed 50% Fed- 
eral and 50% local. The application states 
in Part 1, 7, C, that the non-federal share 
will be provided from the City’s General 
Fund. While this is true, these funds rep- 
resent money either presently budgeted or 
well within the next fiscal budget. In other 
words, the City’s 50% matching share of 
the project would be fully paid in-kind in 
the form of already funded existing person- 
nel in the Pedestrian Traffic Safety Pro- 
gram. There will be no additional funds 
requested for the City’s share of the cost 
of the Project.” 


The second grant aproved was for the 
purpose of Police Traffic Training with 
the stated goals of the project being: 


1. To broaden, intensify and deepen the 
traffic training existing within this or- 
ganization ; 
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2. To introduce teaching methods new to 
the Department through the use of mod- 
ern educational equipment ; 


8. To effect the Roll Call Training method 
throughout the Uniform Division ; 


4, To achieve compliance with the program 
safety standard of insuring efficient and 
effective police services in enforcing 
traffic laws; preventing acidents; giving 
aid to the injured; documenting the par- 
ticulars of individual accidents; super- 
vision of accident clean-up; and the 
restoration of safe and orderly traffic 
movement. 


The method of financing is similar to that 
described for the first grant. 


Both grant applications were approved 
by the National Highway Safety Bureau, 
the agency responsible for approving the 
grant awards. The grant periods began 
July 1, 1969, and will end on June 30, 1970. 


A Federal funding commitment of $87,- 
300. was made for the Pedestrian Safety 
project, with an aditional commitment of 
$22,550, for the Traffic Training Project. 
The total of Federal funds involved could 
result in the return of up to $109,850. to 
the City. 


I RECOMMEND THAT TENTATIVE 
APPROVAL BE GIVEN TO THE POLICE 
BOARD TO SEEK MEANS OF CONTINU- 
ING THESE GRANTS SO THE PRO- 
GRAMS CAN BE CONTINUED AFTER 
JUNE 30, 1970. 


In 1969, the Department received the 
First Annual Traffic Safety Award from 
the Traffic Committee of the Michigan As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police. Our Traffic 
Safety Program is outstanding—this is 
evidenced by the fact that the City has 
received many grant awards in the past. 


OUR OBJECTIVE IS TO IMPROVE 
THE PRESENT PROGRAM. 


In early August, the Traffic Department 
completed marking center lines and lane 
lines on City streets to facilitate traffic 
movement and safety. Approximately 12,- 
000 gallons of white and 600 gallons of 
yellow paint were used—this was a special- 
ly formulated, fast-dry paint, heated to 150 
degrees, applied at that temperature and 
dried to a track free condition in less than 
two minutes. In adition, approximately 
50,000 feet of two types of thermo-plastic 
pavement marking materia] was installed. 
This was done primarily in the Central 
Business District and it is hoped that it 
will last three or more years, thereby, elim- 
inating annual repainting. Crosswalks and 
stop lines were put down with a powder, 
which was liquified by a flame just before 
it hit the pavement; the advantage being 
that the liquid solidified immediately and 
created no delay to vehicles. 


Traffic signals were erected at Jolly Road 
and Ora Street for Gardner Junior High

School; at Miller Road and Pennsylvania 
and at Grand River Avenue and the Capitol 
City Blvd. Pedestrian Signals were erected 
at Logan and Saginaw Streets, Capitol Ave- 
nue and Saginaw, and at Oakland and 
Pennsylvania. Overhead Direction Signs, 
for turning movements, were erected on 
Capitol Avenue at Michigan, on Capitol 
Avenue at Allegan, on Grand at Michigan, 
on Grand at Saginaw and on Michigan at 
Grand, 


The median on Pennsylvania was removed 
between the South entrance and exit to the 
Board of Water and Light yard and Hazel, 
thereby setting up a left turn Jane which 
was badly needed in this area, The median 
was narrowed on Pennsylvania between 
Hickory and Kalamazoo to provide a left 
turn lane for Northbound vehicles to use 
when turning left into Kalamazoo to go 
West. Both of these changes provided for 
a safer and more efficient movement of 
traffic. 


The United States Congress, in 1968, 
found it to be in the national interest for 
each state to have a continuing program, 
within the designated boundaries of Fed- 
eral-aid Urban Areas, which will be de- 
signed to reduce traffic congestion and to 
facilitate the flow of traffic. Limited funds 
have been provided for this program, “Ur- 
ban Traffic Operations Program to Increase 
Capacity and Safety,’’ henceforth referred 
to as TOPICS, by Section 10 of the Fed- 
eral-aid Highway Act of 1968. 


TOPICS consists of making traffic opera- 
tions improvements on a systematic basis 
in accordance with an area-wide plan for a 
network of arterial and other major streets 
in an urban area. TOPICS does not now 
provide for major construction or recon- 
struction, but is intended to maximize the 
efficiency of the existing street system. 


The Michigan Department of State High- 
ways is responsible for the administration 
of the TOPICS program, Lansing is listed 
as one of eleven major urbanized areas in 
the State to receive top priority—prelimin- 
ary work by the:City commenced approxi- 
mately six months ago. This is commend- 
able and the efforts can result in an allo- 
cation of $274,000 during the next two 
years. The fact is, however, that TOPICS 
is not funded sufficiently to meet the needs 
of the nation’s Urban Areas. I RECOM- 
MEND THAT A_ RESOLUTION BE 
ADOPTED AND FORWARDED TO THE 
UNITED STATES CONGRESS REQUEST- 
ING ADDITIONAL FUNDING FOR TOP- 
IcS, INCLUDING MONIES FOR THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF RAILROAD GRADE 
SEPARATONS ON THE CONGESTED 
STREETS OF THIS CITY. 


In the interest of safety for children, 
this City provided 17 overpasses or sky- 
walks up to mid-1969. It is interesting to 
note that during the fiscal years, 1969-72, 
twenty-one additional structures are con- 
templated, as follows:

Construction difficulties will undoubtedly 
result, However, dedication to the projects 
must be of prime importance to assure that 
no life of a school youngster will be lost. 


In a move designed to keep Lansing in 
the forefront for safety among the Nation’s 
cities, I re-established the Mayor’s Commit- 
tee on Traffic Safety, in August. The Com- 
mittee embraces all of Ingham County in 
its scope of activity. The main purpose is 
to have all officials working together to 
cordinate education, enforcement and en- 
gineering for traffic safety. 


SAFETY IS A WAY OF LIFE. IT IS 
THE CITY’S SINCERE HOPE THAT 
SAFETY PRACTICES AND METHODS 
WILL BECOME A REALITY IN EVERY- 
ONE’S HOME, PLACE OF EMPLOY- 
MENT AND: VEHICLE. 


The question of District Courts has been 
before the cities of this State for many 
months. It must be resolved. There are 
many reasons why a District Court would 
benefit Lansing. Among these are the 
financial considerations involved. The State 
of Michigan would pay a minimum salary 
of $18,000 for four judges amounting to 
$72,000. The State would also pay for cer- 
tain necessary operating equipment and 
monies collected from ordinance violations 
would continue to be deposited in the City’s 
general fund under the new set up. An- 
other important factor is that the City 
Council would provide and preserve an im- 
portant system of checks and balances in 
that it would control all supplements to 
judges salary. 


The people of Lansing and Ingham Coun- 
ty would also realize a savings in that the 
District Court has jurisdiction in criminal 
matters where the penalty is one year or 
$1,000. This would eliminate the prelimin- 
ary examination in such cases thus cutting 
costs and freeing the time of court and 
prosecutor personnel for other legal pur- 
poses. In addition, the form of appeal from 
the court to the Circuit Court would result 
in more available court time. 


Other important considerations are that 
the District Court statute and rules are well 
defined and logically constructed, a sharp 
contrast to the archaic, often confusing 
and varied statutes under which our Mu- 
nicipal Court must now attempt to operate. 
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This new system would also provide an 
efficient and effective method of securing 
jurors. 


While some areas of the State had diffi- 
culties in establishing a District, this is 
not anticipated in Lansing, because we al- 
ready have a solid basic court operation, 
which can be used to form the necessary 
foundation. 


The City of Kalamazoo has had a favor- 
able financial experience in adopting the 
District Court system. In 1968 the Court 
budget was $119,000. and $302,000. was 
turned over to the City showing a net gain 
of $183,000. For 1969 the budget for the 
City was $183,000. and the Court turned 
over to the City $388,000 for a net gain of 
$205.000. It is apparent, therefore, that the 
City of Kalamazoo derived a financial gain 
going to the District Court System. 


The State Legislature has passed House 
Bill No. 3204 providing an oportunity for 
Lansing to have a District Court, which 
will become effective in Lansing on January 
1, 1971, unless the City Council elects by 
January 19, 1970 not to have such a court. 


IN VIEW OF THE FOREGOING FACTS 
AND INFORMATION, I RECOMMEND 
THAT THE LANSING CITY COUNCIL 
NOT ELECT TO OPPOSE THE CREA- 
peel OF A DISTRICT COURT FOR THE 


An understanding of Urban Economics is 
essential today, if orderly progression in 
Lansing is to be achieved. This will depend 
largely on our ability to develop systema- 
tized organizational flexibility and adopt 
new programming concepts. Economics 
growth of our metropolitan area must be 
encouraged simultaneously with the elimi- 
nation of City stagnation. 


Lansing’s Urban Redevelopment Depart- 
ment was able to accelerate its operation 
after the April, 1969 election when the 
Mayor and the City Council unanimously 
approved development plans for Urban Re- 
newal Projects No. 2 and 3, followed im- 
mediately by the submission of Lansing’s 
Neighborhood Development Program (ND- 
P) application. 


The City’s Urban Renewal Project No. 1 
continues to move ahead with acquisitions 
95% completed; 105 parcels out of a total 
of 111 have been acquired at a cost of 
$6,554,000. Current appraisals are being 
obtained for purposes of negotiations and 
for condemnation under Michigan law on 
the remaining unacquired parcels. Reloca- 
tion of families is now 100% complete and 
relocation of individuals 99% completed. 
Demolition is 80% completed with 85 struc- 
tures out of a total of 106 having been de- 
molished. Lands have been sold to Lansing 
Community College and construction com- 
pleted for a three story Communications, 
Arts and Science classroom building to ac- 
commodate 3,000 students. Additional sales 
have been made to Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company, Leonard Wholesale Distributing, 
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Michigan Dental Association and the Com- 
munity Chest, amounting to 218,544 square 
feet for a total of $564,764.00 representing 
an estimated total capital investment of 
$14,800,000. It is interesting to note here, 
that these structures are scheduled to be 
completed during the 1970’s. 


Eight more commitments have been ob- 
tained totaling 421,726 square feet in the 
amount of 1,076,785 with an _ estimated 
capital investment of $24,151,000. 


The multi - million dollar development 
planned for the anchor block of Project 
No. 1, as bounded by Michigan Avenue, 
North Washington, Ottawa Street and 
Grand Avenue, basically remains at a 
stand-still. At issue is the acquisition of 
the Broadway Lunch property. This mat- 
ter has been in-and-out of court for an 
extended period. This property must be ac- 
quired if this project is to be successful. 
However, I am concerned to see that the 
property in question is assessed by the City 
Assessor for tax purposes on a value basis 
of $54,000, while it is valued at only $44,000 
for acquisition purposes by the Urban Re- 
development Department. 


IT IS RECOMMENDED, THEREFORE 
THAT A RE-APPRAISAL BE DONE OF 
THE PROPERTY SO THAT THE LARGE 
DIFFERENCE IN VALUE HELD BY THE 
DEPARTMENTS INVOLVED WILL BE 
ELIMINATED. 


I have insisted since assuming the office 
of Mayor of the City that major effort 
and emphasis be placed on successfully con- 
cluding Urban Renewal Project Number 3, 
as it involves 280 families, 330 buildings, 
75 individuals, 20 businesses, and the Dia- 
mond Reo Division of the White Motor 
Company. Not only am I deply concerned 
over the welfare of the families, individuals 
and businesses involved, it must be rec- 
ognized that the retention of the Diamond 
Reo facility is of vital importance to the 
economic base of the City. This company 
is our fourth largest employer and tax- 
payer, providing jobs for approximately 
2,000 people and an annual payroll in ex- 
cess of two million dollars annually. 


In original meetings with officials of the 
United States Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, our City was advised 
that the applied for NDP, involving Dia- 
mond Reo, could not be acted upon until 
the long proceedings involving the Jolly- 
Cedar Housing rezoning case was settled. 
On October 28, a panel of three judges of 
the Federal Court of Appeals in Cincinnati, 
overturned an earlier District Court ruling 
that the petitions in question were racially 
motivated—page four of the latest decision 
reads, “It must have been a ‘shock’ to the 
City for plaintiffs to claim, and for the Dis- 
trict Court to hold, ‘that the conducting of 
this referendum makes the City, a partner 
in discrimination in violation of the Con- 
stitution’... ” The Court of Appeals re- 
versed the District Court and sent the case 
back to the District Court ordering it to 
dismiss the complaint, 
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Surprisingly, no Federal official has con- 
tacted the City to date to inform us of the 
approval of Project No. 3. As a result 
of pursuit by the City, however, several 
significant things have taken place after 
meetings between officials of HUD, Diamond 
Reo and White Motor Company and the 
City in Washington, Cleveland, Chicago and 
Lansing. Agreements were reached on ap- 
praisal procedures to be followed and $33,- 
000. has been approved by HUD for ap- 
praisals of the important Diamond Reo 
plant . . . this is a national first. Cur- 
rently, two appraisals are underway and 
are scheduled for completion on January 
26, and the original agreements between 
the City and Diamond Reo concerning site 
locations, land options and other tentative 
matters have been extended to February 1, 
1970. 


I RECOMMEND THAT THE CITY OF 
LANSING MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO 
AGAIN EXTEND ITS PRESENT AGREE- 
MENT WITH THE DIAMOND REO DI- 
VISION OF WHITE MOTOR CORPORA- 
TION FOR THE RELOCATION OF ITS 
NEW PLANT WITHIN THE CITY OF 
LANSNG: AND THE LANSING CITY 
COUNCIL ADOPT AND FORWARD TO 
HUD A RESOLUTION AGAIN URGING 
IMMEDIATE APPROVAL OF THE 
CITY’S NDP APPLICATION INVOLV- 
ING URBAN RENEWAL PROJECT NO. 
3. 


As you know, the Lansing Housing Com- 
mission was created in 1965 through the 
enabling legislation of the States’ Public 
Act 18, and Resolution 108 of the Lansing 
City Council. The first housing provided 
by the Commission was in the form of In- 
stant Housing commonly known as Leased 
Housing. In this program, the Lansing 
Board Rental Corporation was formed for 
the purpose of buying and renovating 
homes taken from private housing stock for 
the purpose of leasing to the Lansing Hous- 
ing Commission. The first units were leased 
in 1966. Bert L. Smokler Company through 
the Turnkey method of construction began 
building 100 townhouse units on Reo Road 
in 1967 and completed the same in 1968. 
The following report notes the subsequent 
housing development of the Lansing Hous- 
ing Commission: 


LaROY FROH PROJECT (Mich. 58-7) 


' This project consists of one-hundred (100 
townhouse units) on a site of approximately 
10 acres, with a density of 10 units per 
acre. Construction began in August of 
1967 and was completed in August of 1968 
at a cost of $1,600,000. 


SCATTERED SITES Mich, 58-8) 


This. project consists of 100 individual 
houses located on individual lots throughout 
the City. There are seventy (70) one- 
story, three bedroom units and thirty (30) 
two-story four bedroom units, at a cost 
of $1,711,000, Ts. f 
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HILDEBRANDT PARK (Mich. 58-3) 


This project consists of one-hundred (100) 
townhouse units on a site of approximately 
8.5 acres, with a density of 11.8 units per 
acre, Construction began in March, 1968 
and was completed in January, 1969, at a 
cost of $1,705,000. 


WAVERLY-GRAND RIVER (Mich. 58-2) 


This project consists of one-hundred-forty 
(140) townhouse units on a site of 18.22 
acres with a density of 10.6 units per acre, 
located at the intersection of Waverly Road 
and Grand River. Construction began in 
April, 1969 and should be completed by 
June, 1970 at a cost of $2,437,760. 


SOUTH WASHINGTON ELDERLY 


This project designed specifically for oc- 
cupancy by elderly tenants, consists of one- 
hundred eighty-eight (188) units in a five 
story building on 4.32 acres with a density 
of 43.5 units per acre, located in the 3100 
block of South Washington. Construction 
began in March, 1969, and should be com- 
pleted in March of 1970 at a cost of 
$2,772,300, 


ACQUISITION PROGRAM (Mich. 58-4) 


This project consists of fifteen (15) indi- 
vidual houses on individual lots located 
throughout the City. There are five (5) 
four-bedroom units and ten (10) five-bed- 
room units. This project is in the develop- 
ment-construction stage and seven units 
have been purchased. The total price is 
$288,500. 


PROPOSED IONIA-SEYMOUR ELDERLY 
(Mich. 58-6) 


This project consists of approximately 
one-hundred (100) units designed for oc- 
cupancy by the elderly. Because it is lo- 
cated in Urban Renewal Project No. 1, the 
Housing Commission is attempting to work 
closely with the Urban Redevelopment 
Board in planning this project. Estimated 
cost—$1,496,330. or more. 


Because of legal problems and for other 
reasons the City of Lansing has presently 
257 units to be constructed or what can be 
termed “unused reservations.” Also, the 
City of Lansing has applied to the United 
States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for an additional 300 reser- 
vations. 


To get a comparison of the money spent 
on projects in relation to the total amount 
expended, please note the following break- 
down:

From the aforementioned, one can see 
that much has been accomplished in the 
field of housing, which has necessitated ex- 
penditures of almost 12 million dollars. 
Too, Lansing has been waiting for six 
months, for the U. S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development to approve its 
application for 300 additional housing res- 
ervations. I RECOMMEND THAT THE 
COUNCIL ADOPT AND FORWARD A 
RESOLUTION TO HUD URGING IMME- 
DIATE APPROVAL OF THIS CITY’S 
APPLICATION. 


Housing is a national problem. Inflation, 
high building costs, and the so-called “tight 
money” makes building practically imposs- 
ible at present. However, despite this, some 
housing is being constructed. IT IS REC- 
OMMENDED THAT THE CITY APPLY 
FOR ADDITIONAL RESERVATIONS TO 
MOVE FORWARD WHEN THESE OB- 
STACLES ARE RESOLVED. 


Michigan and Kentucky are the only two 
states in the Union which restrict housing 
commissions or authorities to the limits of 
cities and townships. Housing needs are 
regional in scope. I RECOMMEND THAT 
THE COUNCIL ADOPT AND FORWARD 
TO GOVERNOR WILLIAM G. MILLIKEN 
AND MEMBERS OF THE MICHIGAN 
LEGISLATURE A RESOLULTION RE- 
QUESTING AN AMENDMENT TO PUB- 
LIC ACT 18 TO ALLOW A HOUSING 
AUTHORITY TO BE FORMED WHICH 
WOULD COVER A GREATER GOVERN- 
MENTAL AREA, ON THE BASIS THAT 
SUCH LEGISLALTION WILL ALLOW A 
MORE EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC DIS- 
TRIBUTION OF HOUSING FOR LOW 
AND MODERATE INCOME FAMILIES. 


Housing needs cannot be resolved by 
governmental units alone. Private sources 
must be encouraged to assist and build. I 
commend the St. Vincent DePaul Society 
and the Methodist Church for their efforts. 
Too, plaudits are given to the National 
Grange for constructing 100 units of elderly 
housing in our area. These steps are wor- 
thy of imitation by others including 
labor, manufacturers, realtors, NAACP, the 
League of Women Voters and those groups 
aware of the gigantic national housing 
problem, 
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I RECOMMEND THAT A_ SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE OF CITY OFFICIALS BE 
ESTABLISHED TO EDUCATIONALLY 
ASSIST ANY PRIVATE GROUP WILL- 
ING TO INCORPORATE FOR THE PUR- 
POSE OF CONSTRUCTING LOW OR 
MODERATE INCOME HOUSING. 


The Capitol Area Development Program 
has been, and will continue to be of special 
concern to me, primarily due to the intra- 
metropolitan and intergovernmental dimen- 
sions involved which affect the lives and 
welfare of the families and individuals who 
are being relocated. During the past few 
months, several meetings have been held 
with various individuals in responsible 
State administrative positions and they have 
agreed that relocation in this area will pro- 
ceed in an orderly fashion as I originally 
proposed, and that warranted extensions 
would be granted as deemed necessary. 


As a result, out of the original 87 fami- 
lies and individuals that were under City 
management, 56 have now been relocated 
from the Capitol Complex area, three fami- 
lies and individuals are in the process of 
moving, 9 families have been assigned to 
Mt. Vernon Townhouses, 3 families have 
applied for FHA 235 low-income home own- 
ership and 2 individuals are moving on 
their own initiative. This means that a 
total of 73 families and individuals have 
been successfully relocated leaving a balance 
of 14 families and individuals. Of these 
five low-income families have refused as- 
signments in public housing projects be- 
cause of their preference for individual 
housing; 1 family has been shown housing 
on two occasions and may be difficult to 
relocate because of their demands, however, 
I am confident these matters will be re- 
solved; two are senior citizens who have 
indicated their desire to be relocated in the 
Washington Park Project for elderly and 
six families have been referred to several 
real estate agencies because they are classi- 
fid as high-income families. 


I RECOMMEND THAT THE POLICY 
OF ORDERLY RELOCATION BE CON- 
TINUED AND THAT THE STATE OF 
MICHIGAN ASSUME ITS FAIR SHARE 
OF ALL RELOCATION COSTS TO THE 
CITY OF LANSING. 


The total present workload reported by 
the Lansing Housing Relocation Division 
of the Urban Redevelopment Department 
consists of 530 families presently on file. 
There are 271 families who qualify for 
Public Housing and 159 families and indi- 
viduals who do not qualify for Public Hous- 
ing for reasons of income and therefore will 
continue to need assistance in the open mar- 
ket. During the past year, 317 families and 
individuals applied for relocation assistance 
and 325 families received assistance. This 
includes persons in the Capitol Complex 
Area, and referrals to other agencies such 
as Family Helper Service, Ingham County 
Welfare Department and On-the-Job Train- 
ing Programs. 


Other activities of this office include in- 
volvement in the planning stage of the 
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Model Cities Program as staff support to 
the Relocation Task Force Group, the Home 
Improvement Michigan State Volunteer 
Program, Lansing Community College Vol- 
unteer Relocation Program, and Project 
Aid. 


IN AS MUCH AS THE FUNCTIONS 
OF THIS OFFICE ARE INEXTRICABLY 
RELATED TO HOUSING AND NOT UR- 
BAN RENEWAL, I RECOMMEND THAT 
IT BE TRANSFERRED UNDER THE 
ees DEPARTMENT IN THE FU- 


The Property Management Division has, 
during the year 1969, effectively managed 
the entire Capitol Complex Area. This pro- 
gram, conceived during the Spring of 1966, 
has housed approximately 350 families who 
would have otherwise been hardpressed to 
locate housing. 


Property Management is also currently 
handling in a business-like manner the leas- 
ing of City-owned property, for the first 
time in the history of Lansing City Govern- 
ment. I RECOMMEND RENEWAL, RE- 
VISION, OR UP-DATING OF ALL 
LEASES HELD BY THE CITY CLERK’S 
OFFICE PERIODIC INSPECTION OF 
ALL BUILDINGS LEASED, AND THE 
MANAGEMENT OF THE CITY HALL 
ANNEX BY PROPERTY MANAGEMENT 
PERSONNEL. 


TOO, I RECOMMEND THAT SERIOUS 
CONSIDERATION BE GIVEN TO HAV- 
ING THE PROPERTY MANAGEMENT 
DIVISION HANDLE PREVENTIVE 
MAINTENANCE OF ALL FIRE STA- 
TIONS AND MANAGEMENT OF THE 
CITY HALL BUILDING, INCLUDING 
RECOMMENDATION FOR SPACE AS- 
SIGNMENTS AND OFFCE PLANNNG. 


The City Ordinance provides many facets 
of responsibilities and directives for the 
Human Relations Committee in order to 
“foster mutual understanding and respect 
among all racial and nationality groups in 
the City of Lansing.” 


The Committee is charged with the exam- 
ination of complaints of discrimination and 
“to insure protection of any and all per- 
sons and groups from discrimination be- 
eause of race, color, creed, national origin 
and ancestry.” This committee has received 
36 formal and 74 informal complaints of 
discrimination during the year of 1969, 
which have been investigated, reviewed, and 
positive action has been initiated which re- 
sulted in reconciliation between the com- 
plainant and the respondent, 


In order to serve better the rising number 
of Spanish-speaking minorities in our com- 
munity, a position of Supervisor V was 
established by the Mayor and City Council. 
A new addition to the present staff is a 
person of Mexican-American ancestry. The 
committee has developed a Spanish transla- 
tion of the Human Relations brochure. 


Many request for employment have been 
honored by assisting in the recruitment of

minority persons. Many persons have been 
referred to suitable employment after being 
discouraged by some employers. 


The program for Field Representatives 
was expanded this year to add Field Repre- 
sentative Aids. These individuals were of 
a younger age to assist the older group in 
establishing better rapport in the “genera- 
tion gap.”’ The duties of the Field Repre- 
sentativs were definitely increased due to 
their success and demand: From roving the 
streets in the “hot summer,” to the patrol- 
ling of voting polls; from riding school 
buses, to supervising the Recreation De- 
partments “Battle of the Bands,” and su- 
pervising professional promotions at the 
Civic Center; and from crowd control at 
local football and basketball games, to 
checking areas of false fire alarm viola- 
tions, these individuals have not only as- 
sisted in job referrals for some of the dis- 
sident persons, but some have achieved re- 
sponsible work positions for themselves, 


This program has provided the City with 
a service that cannot be assessed in mone- 
tary contributions. 


During calendar 1969, the City Personnel 
Department concentrated its efforts upon 
an accelerated recruiting campaign in at- 
tempts to provide the number of qualified 
applicants necessary to meet the demands 
of the municipal service in the face of an 
unusually tight labor market, The restrict- 
ing effects of an average favorable area 
unemployment rate of 2.8% of the Lansing 
labor pool were somewhat eased by the 
City’s own low turnover rate of 5.1% of 
its work force. As of December 1, 1969, 
unfilled municipal job openings were, ex- 
cepting for a few highly technical positions, 
at an all] time low. 


In the past eleven months, the Depart- 
ment accepted 9,482 applications for em- 
ployment; conducted formal written exami- 
nations covering 487 applicants ; and placed 
977 persons in regular and temporary mu- 
nicipal positions. Some 221 municipal per- 
sonnel achieved promotions and 1232 merit 
increases in salaries and wages were grant- 
ed during this period. 


During 1969, a program involving super- 
visory management training processes was 
undertaken. Through research and semi- 
nars and the utilization of pamphlets, bro- 
echures and other training aids, this pro- 
gram is rapidly assuming the dimensions of 
a full-time endeavor by the Department. 
The unstinted coperation and interest of 
the City’s supervisory staff has been of 
great assistance in the employee relations 
area, All grievances have been reconciled 
through formal procedures in an orderly 
manner with a zero backlog in existence at 
the present time. Representatives of the De- 
partment appeared before the State Labor 
Mediation Board on three occasions during 
the year with arbitration favorable to the 
City’s position resulting in each case. 


Reflecting the results-of a continuing em- 
ployee safety program, the Safety Council 
of Greater Lansing recently presented the 
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City with a Fleet Award earned through 
our vehicle accident reduction record over 
the previous year. 


The initial phases of a municipal area 
security clearance system were completed 
during the year with 2127 photographic 
security passes processed and issued by the 
Personnel Department. This total includes 
senior citizen bus passes and area identifi- 
cation passes covering all necessary person- 
nel of municipal government including the 
Board of Water and Light. 


During the year, the Department partici- 
pated in a variety of work-study programs 
aimed at providing meaningful employment 
experience for disadvantaged young people 
of the area. 


For the City Clerk, the year of 1969 
started with preparing for the City Pri- 
mary election, which was held February 
17, 1969. This was for Mayor, Councilman 
from Second ward, Councilman from Fouth 
ward. Also, for sale of property at 922 
William Street to General Motors Corpora- 
tion and Bonds for Pedestrian Overpasses. 


On April 7, 1969 the general Spring elec- 
tion was held and elected was Mayor, City 
Clerk, Associated Municipal Judge, two 
Councilmen-at-Large, Councilman Second 
Ward, Councilman Fourth Ward, members 
of the Board of Education, three for six- 
year terms, one for four year term, and 
one for two year term, 


That office issued approximately 2,000 
licenses, which were renewable May 1st of 
each year, being about 30 various City li- 
censes. Also, 7820 evopies of birth and 
death records were made. 


On June 9, 1969, an election was held 
for the election for Lansing Community 
College Board of Trustees of which two (2) 
persons were elected. Also on the ballot 
was the proposition to increase the Ingham 
Intermediate Board of Education Special 
Edueation millage rate and another proposi- 
tion asking for additional operating millage 
for the Lansing School District. 


On November 4, 1969 a special election 
was called by the Ingham County Board of 
Supervisors for new heating and laundry 
facilities at the Ingham County Extended 
Care Facility. 


Attention should be noted that in con- 
nection with all elections, there is the ad- 
vertising, preparation of voting machines, 
inspection of voting machines, appointment 
of precinct inspectors and schools of in- 
struction for the precinct inspectors and 
the Board of Canvassers following the 
election. 


During the month of December in each 
year, the Clerk is required to examine the 
registration records and shall suspend the 
registration for all electors who have not 
voted, continued their registration, rein- 
stated their registration or recorded a 
change of address on their registration 
within a period of two (2) years. Each such 
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elector is sent a notice through the mail. 
After the expiration of thirty (30) days, the 
Clerk shall cancel the registrations of all 
electors thus notified, who have not applied 
for continuations. A proper entry shall be 
made on the registration card of each 
elector. This is in accordance with State 
election law. 


At present, the City is revising some of 
the precincts in the first, second, third and 
fourth wards. This is necessary because 
of the growth in some areas and the de- 
cline in other areas. This necessitated the 
passing of an ordinance and the mailing 
to each qualified and registered elector af- 
fected by such change, a notice by first 
class letter postage advising the location 
of his new polling place. The City Clerk 
is in the process of this now and will mail 
out approximately 6500 notices. 


Truly, the Office of City Clerk results in 
a betterment of our community. 


Through this past calendar year, the 
Lansing Board of Zoning Appeals consid- 
ered 79 petitions. This is about 20% less 
than in 1968, and no doubt reflects the 
lower number of new housing starts and 
residential remodelings as a result of the 
tight money market. 


The Lansing Planning Board has made 
major strides toward the maturation of the 
planning function in the City. The last 
major revision of Lansing’s Master Plan 
was made in 1959. Substantial progress 
toward the updating of that Master Plan 
has been accomplished by the completion 
of the Forest View Revision and the North 
East Street Revision. These plans have also 
obtained a significant involvement of the 
citizens of these communities in the func- 
tions of government and in the determina- 
tion of the future of their community. In 
order to help guide the rebuilding of the 
older inner city, a Ten Year Community 
Renewal Program has been completed. This 
program surveys the extent of existing ob- 
solescence and blight, reviews available re- 
sources, and outlines a program for re- 
building of the City’s obsolete areas, 


Revisions in Lansing’s major street plan 
have been completed by the analysis and 
report on the extension of Pleasant Grove 
Road south, and a new East-West major 
street in the South part of the City. 


Members of the Department and Board 
met with members of the City Council and 
representatives from the Land Development 
Industry during the early part of the year 
to review the subdivision and land develop- 
ment procedures of the City. The final re- 
port of this special Council committee was 
prepared and forwarded to the City Council. 


Shortly after taking office, I recommended 
the hiring of a consultant to make recom- 
mendations regarding obvious flaws in the 
City-owned parking ramps. I congratulate 
the City Council for the approach taken at 
that time. I am aware of repairs and cor- 
rections still needed in the facilities, which 
seem to be construction or design related— 
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I trust those will be completed prior to final 
acceptance of these structures and at no 
expense to the City. 


Generally speaking, this has been a year 
of consolidation and streamlining of the 
Parking System with emphasis necessary 
on reducing the cost of operation. 


To further illustrate the growth our City 
is experiencing, our Public Service Depart- 
ment operated Waste water and Garbage 
Treatment Plant treated 9,412 million gal- 
lons of sewage over the past year, a 461 
million gallon increase in volume. The 
plant also ground out 4,313 tons of green 
garbage. While this is a decrease of 1,491 
tons in the past year, it is probably attrib- 
utable to the numerous private garbage 
grinders and incinerators that have been 
installed throughout the City. Other major 
projects completed in 1969 were the Delta 
River Drive and Moores River Drive widen- 
ings. Re-surfacing of three miles of local 
and two miles of major streets was accom- 
plished and City forces, contractors and 
sub-contractors constructed 5.3 miles of new 
eurb and gutter. 


Contracts were let for the installation of 
6.5 miles of new blacktop streets. The De- 
partment of Public Service designed and 
supervised the installation of 12 miles of 
new storm and sanitary sewers. 


One existing pedestrian overpass was 
painted and contracts were let for five new 
ones in various locations throughout the 
Ctiy. The City accepted eight new plats 
during the year, which will become part of 
the City street system. 


The Department participated in a Rat 
Control Project in one of the Model Cities 
areas in conjunction with the Health De- 
partment and the Vector Control. 


A new compactor was added to the equip- 
ment at the Sanitary Landfill which is ex- 
pected to add two to three years to the 
life of the Landfill through more efficient 
compaction and operation. 


The Building Division issued 1606 build- 
ing permits during the past year for an es- 
timated construction cost of forty-two mil- 
lion,, six hundred and seventy-four thou- 
sand dollars. Housing inspectors checked 
6,448 structures and 10,072 living units 
during the period and 1,235 zoning inspec- 
tions were made. The Division received and 
investigated 2,132 complaints concerning 
weeds, trash and garbage in addition to 
removing 580 abandoned cars from vacant 
lots. Licenses were issued for 435 living 
units that were completed and inspected 
1,620 units that were being readied for 
occupancy. 


The electric, plumbing, heating and build- 
ing inspectors were kept busy with 2,123 
inspections during the past year. 


I would like to take advantage of this 
oportunity to commend the Public Service 
Department for establishing its priority 
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system for City snow removal and salting, 
thus taking it out of the area of politics. 
It is a proven system that hopefully will 
be continued. 


1969 has been another good year for the 
Civic Center with approximately one-half 
million persons attending various events 
in the build. Following are some of the 
larger events and the approximate atten- 
dance: Golden Gloves—15,000; Home Show 
—12,000 ; Hospitaler Circus— 30,000; Sport 
and Boat Show—22,000; High School Bas- 
ketball—11,000; Grand Ole Opry (7)— 
25,000; Ice Show—20,000. 


Other events drawing larger numbers of 
people during this year were Antique Shows 
(2); Youth Talent Show; Michigan Educa- 
tion; Michigan Safety Conference; Michi- 
gan Welfare League; Michigan Farm Bu- 
reau; Western Michigan Bridge Tourna- 
ment; Rod and Custom Car Show; Michi- 
gan Vegetable Council; Michigan Cattle 
Feeders Association ; Dog Shows (2) ; Mich- 
igan Council of Churches ; Lions State Con- 
vention and the VFW Convention. 


There are six Benefit Bridge Parties each 
year with attendance from 400 to 1600. The 
Michigan Department of Licensing and 
Regulation schedules approximately 35 days 
a year for registration examinations for 
their various Boards. There are several 
political fund raising events each year, 
usually dinners ranging from 400 to 1,000 
in attendance. 


The Oldsmobile new car announcement 
shows bring approximately 23,000 people 
to the building each Fall. High School 
Graduations in June of each year has an 
attendance of approximately 12,000 for the 
three night period. 


There are several large trade shows using 
the entire Exhibit Hall area each year as 
well as numerous smal] shows utilizing the 
various smaller rooms. The Fine Arts Fes- 
tival, which has become a yearly fall event, 
is attracting an ever increasing attendance. 
Another event which promises to become a 
yearly attraction is the Dollar Pop Concert 
by the Lansing Symphony Association and 
jointly sponsored by the State Journal. 


In adition to the many large functions 
there are also many social dances, parties, 
receptions and banquets ranging from 200 
to 2500 people using the various facilities. 
The small Parlor rooms are in constant de- 
mand, each room accommodting up to 60 
people. 


Requests for rental of various facilities 
for future dates are received daily, assur- 
ing the continued use of the Civic Center. 
Many bookings for annual events have been 
booked through 1974. 


One of the major improvements made 
during this year was the acquisition of 
new chairs for the Main auditorium which 
should add greatly to the comfort of those 
attending the many public events in the 
Auditorium. 
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The Civic Center Building was made pos- 
sible by taxpayers. Under the present sys- 
tem, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Red Feather, 
Lansing Symphony, Lansing Civic Players 
and other charitable groups pay the same 
rental fees as profit making organizations. 
I RECOMMEND THAT THE CIVIC CEN- 
TER BOARD BE INSTRUCTED TO IN- 
STITUTE A STUDY TO DETERMINE IF 
IT IS FEASIBLE TO RENT LIMITED 
FACILTIES TO NON-PROFIT ORGANI- 
ZATIONS AT A LESSER FEE THAN 
THAT PAID BY PROFIT MAKING OR- 
GANIZATIONS. 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
continues to provide the land and facilities 
for public recreation. This year has seen 
the development of Gier Park, Attwood 
Park, Michigan Park Ski Slope, Averill 
Park and Woodcreek Park. In addition, the 
purchase of a six-acre tract in the South- 
west part of the City was made at Hillborn 
and Brighton. Extensive improvements 
have been made at Groesbeck and Red 
Cedar Golf Courses. It is interesting to 
note that there were 95,184 rounds of golf 
played on our four City operated golf 
courses which produced a gross dollar vol- 
ume of $142,612. In this connection various 
renovations on all golf course water sys- 
tems, tees, greens and drainage have helped 
to keep our public courses among the finest 
in the State. 


Other improvements made this year in- 
cluded the lighting of the Sycamore Park- 
ball field, permanent bleachers were added 
at Muncipal Park, and installed at Elm, 
Westside and Marshall Parks. New tennis 
courts were constructed at Raney and St, 
Joseph Parks and concrete basketball courts 
were installed at Pleasant View, Oak Park 
and Scott Woods, 


The Department Showmobile with its 
stage, sound and lighting equipment pro- 
vided the necessary background for such 
important City-wide events as our Fouth 
of July fireworks program, which was en- 
joyed by over 35,000 people in attendance. 
It was also effectively utilized for the 
Memorial Day Parade, and the annual 
Christmas Tree Lighting ceremony. In all, 
it was set up 26 times for recreation pro- 
grams, band concerts and parades. 


The Recreation Division reported total 
annual participation of 1,252,312 or an in- 
crease of 65,000 over the previous years. 
Those programs that primarily accounted 
for this increase were swimming, soft ball, 
baseball, performing acts and drop-in 
centers. 


Our Parks Department continued its close 
working relationship with the Human Rela- 
tions Department in the operation of our 
three drop-in centers where over 59,000 
young peaople were provided with a vari- 
ety; of informal programs and entertain- 
ment this year. 


In general, our Parks and Recreation 
programs appear to be growing in keeping 
with the needs of our community. 
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The responsibility of the Finance and 
Controller’s Department in 1969 expanded 
to a large extent. To insure that all new 
services would be provided efficiently and 
without undue delay, the Department was 
reorganized into three main areas: Intern- 
al Accounting; External Accounting; and 
Management Services. Each of these areas 
assumed new duties over the past year, and 
those of greatest significance are as fol- 
lows; Internal—with the advent of the 
new accounting year, Internal Accounting 
stressed better internal control. The City 
Chart of Accounts was revised so that a 
more precise division of expenditures might 
be made where heterogeneous expenditures 
were found, and more meaningful group- 
ings were established where expenditures 
were similar. This type of internal control 
structure significantly aids those admini- 
strators who are charged with the already 
difficult task of preparing the City’s Annual 
Budget. 


During the year, more machine account- 
ing was instituted in the Internal Account 
function. A second semi-automatic account- 
ing machine was installed to allow expand- 
ing applications in this vital day after day 
operation.—External, one of the most de- 
manding tasks the Controller’s Department 
has been called upon to complete is that 
of “Accounting for Federal Programs.” 
At present, the External Accounting Sec- 
tion is managing records for the planning 
stages of Lansing’s Model Cities Program, 
the Federal Police Safety Grant, and the 
Federal Police Training Grant. Recently, 
the accounting for the Federal Law En- 
forcement Grant was completed by this 
Department. 


A second important step forward taken 
by this group was that of aiding Lansing 
Community College convert the City’s pay- 
roll for a “card oriented system,” to a 
“magnetic tape oriented system.” 


Management Services—the main concern 
of the Management Services Section has 
been to insitute the second state of data 
processing development for the City of 
Lansing. This year, the Keypunch Depart- 
ment was establihsed and is now function- 
ing on the mezzanine of the City Annex 
Building. 


A second area of activity has been that 
of establishing the plausibility of a central 
microfilm service. The City is hoping to 
save tax dollars by conserving and utilizing 
existing space in present facilities by mi- 
crofilming large record files. 


In this area of systems, work is pro- 
gressing in the step by step conversion of 
City procedures to Data Processing. This 
past year has been spent mainly with the 
Income Tax adaptation. High priority is 
also being given to putting voter registra- 
tions and real property data on tapes within 
the coming year. 


The past calendar year, 1969, was the 
first full calendar year of operation for 
the Income Tax Division, functioning as a 
division of the Finance Department. Hence, 
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it was the first full year in which annual 
returns were required from individuals, 
corporations and other businesses. Due to 
the extensive use of all forms of news 
media and numerous personal appearances 
before groups of interested citizens peti- 
nent provisions of the City Income Tax Or- 
dinance were disseminated and the extent 
of compliance has been gratifying. 


A total of over 2700 employers have been 
registered and are withholding the tax 
from wages of employees subject to the 
tax. Tax withheld accounts for approxi- 
mately 70% of the total gross revenue 
which reached $4,414,261.69 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1969. A _ total of 
82,278 refunds amounting to $234,855.22 
were processed in 1969 with the first check 
being mailed January 23, 1969. 


The processing of refund returns and the 
issuance of refund checks was computer- 
ized. The data processing of returns in- 
volve a preliminary audit and provide a 
permanent record of the pertinent data. 
Billings for installment payments on Dec- 
laration of Estimated Tax were accomplish- 
ed by computerized process as well as the 
mailing of quarterly return forms for 
withholding by employers. The mailing 
of approximately 60,000 forms for 1969 an- 
nual returns are being made from a com- 
puterized label print-out. Payment regis- 
ters are produced at periodic intervals and 
programming of print-outs for administra- 
tive control has been initiated. Such print- 
outs disclose ‘“‘nonfilers’ and delinquent 
returns of tax withheld. Steps have been 
taken by Finance Department to set up a 
City-wide keypunch pool in the City Hall 
Annex for a interdepartmental data proc- 
essing system. Steps have been taken by 
this Division to acquire equipment neces- 
sary; to convert record keeping on to micro- 
film in order to conserve storage space. 


Investigative and auditing procedures 
have resulted in identifying individuals 
who have failed to file required returns and 
employers who have failed to withhold the 
tax. This has resulted in recovering con- 
siderable revenue due the City. 


The April General Election was followed 
by three promotions within the Office of 
City Treasurer, namely the Deputy Treas- 
urer to Treasurer; a Cashier to Deputy 
Treasurer; and a Clerk to Cashier, These 
promotions created an opening, and that 
coupled with one resignation in June, re- 
sulted in the hiring of two minority group 
employees to complement the staff. The 
office of City Treasurer has a long standing 
policy of promoting from within, and look- 
ing favorably upon the hiring of qualified 
minority people. The success of these poli- 
cies is attested to by the almost non-exist- 
ent turn-over in personnel and enables the 
retaining of qualified and satisfied em- 
ployees. 


The year 1969 saw completion of the first 
dog census taken since adoption of the 
City Dog Ordinance in 1963. A follow-up 
letter from this Office advising owners of 
unlicensed dogs to obtain licenses, produced 
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total revenue of $23,521.00 from 7,936 li- 
censes which was 132% increase from the 
$10,134.00 revenue from 4,193 licenses, 
issued in the prior year. 


During calendar 1969, $91,415,196.00 in 
revenue from all sources is expected to pass 
thru the office of City Treasurer. Of this 
amount $25,293,172. will be derived from 
Real and Personal property tax collections 
and $5,745,190. from the City Income Tax. 
These figures represent a 9.9% increase 
over 1968, which produced $83,114,841. in 
total revenue of which $24,515,892, came 
from Real and Personal property taxes and 
$1,124,995. was realized from the City In- 
come Tax, which became effective July 1, 
1968. 


The above revenues were received by five 
cashiers with a total shortage of $77.97, 
and while this represents a greater increase 
than seen in preceding years, it is still too 
small to be put forth in percentage form, 
and would be even less significant by de- 
ducting $30.00, which represents the loss 
from a cashed welfare check which carried 
a forged endorsement. 


Progress was made this year in the pur- 
suit of delinquent Personal Tax accounts. 
The outstanding on 1968 taxes is presently 
reduced to $18,252.12 or .0019% of the total 
1968 Personal Property Tax levy. July, 
1969 Personal Property taxes presently 
show an outstanding of $3,146.64 or .0016% 
of the July, 1969 Personal levy;. Uncol- 
lected delinquencies are now being for- 
warded to the City Attorney for court ac- 
tion, when they cannot be collected, and the 
personal property cannot be found. An- 
other year should determine the degree of 
success of this approach. 


Special assessment collections of $495,- 
791.80 in eleven months of 1969, from 119 
assessment rolls currently maintained in 
this office, represent a sizeable increase 
over preceding years, and reflect the im- 
pact of the installment payment options 
available to property owners since early in 
1964. 


In the field of assessing, I am not con- 
vinced that our system has at all times 
been totally in keeping with fairness to all 
taxpayers. Legislative changes, however, 
have created assessment tools that will nar- 
row the degree of variance in the appraisal 
of both rea] and personal property for tax- 
ation purposes. Accelerated schooling with 
the goal of certification has besen imple- 
mented. 


In the past, manual preparation of prop- 
erty tax rolls has created difficulty and 
delays in forwarding tax billings to tax- 
payers. Conversion from manual mechani- 
eal roll preparation to the use of computer, 
with the transfer of all real property rec- 
ords to data processing, is nearing com- 
pletion. 


Much has been said about the City’s prop- 
erty tax rate, The conversation results 
from the 24 percent increase in December, 
1969 taxes for school and county purpose. 
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It must be understood that most of this 
imcrease (4.85 mills) was approved by the 
voters at the polls on June 9. The City 
is required by State law to collect all prop- 
erty taxes for use by the City, Community 
College, Ingham County and the school 
system, and to account for and distribute 
such revenues. The distribution of tax dol- 
lars for the entire 1969 tax year (both 
Summer and Winter taxes) is as follows: 
Lansing Public Schools—63% ; City of Lan- 
sing—19% ; Ingham County—12% ; Ingham 
Intermediate School District —4%; and, 
Lansing Community College—2%. The fact 
is that the City of Lansing property tax 
rate alone—$13.50 per $1000 of assessed 
valuation—is the lowest it has been since 
1932!!! 


In recent days, I have met with repre- 
sentatives of the Citizens Research Council 
of Michigan. It is a private, non-profit 
corporation, which has served the people of 
Michigan for fifty years. Facts are the 
raw material of its trade. Recommenda- 
tions, conclusions and alternate solutions 
stemming from the facts are the end prod- 
uct. 


The aim is simple. It is to promote the 
choice of sound policies in the field of 
public affairs; their effective and economi- 
cal administration ; and responsive and re- 
sponsible governmental operations at all 
levels. 


Citizens Research Council of Michigan 
has repeatedly been hearalded for its con- 
tributions to the State. This group has 
done administrative surveys in numerous 
cities including Highland Park, Alpena, 
Bay City, and Wyandotte. Such a survey 
for Lansing would approximate $2,500 in 
cost, but would have a value of 30 to 40 
times that amount. I RECOMMEND THAT 
A CONFERENCE BETWEEN CITY REP- 
RESENTATIVES AND THAT ORGANI- 
ZATION BE HELD TO DETERMINE THE 
POSSIBILITY OF SUCH A SURVEY 
BEING UNDERTAKEN FOR OUR OWN 
COMMUNITY. 


The year 1969 has truly been one of 
people doing, contributing and achieveing 
for the betterment of their City. However, 
greater challenges are ahead, Every re- 
source will be a necessity. Let us now re- 
dedicate ourselves to responsible citizenship 
through a unity of purpose coupled with 
realism and courage. TOGETHER WE 
HAVE A JOB TO DO; TOGETHER WE 
CAN GET IT DONE.

Re: Merle Lemon vs. City of Lansing 
Gentlemen : 


We are in the process of defending, on 
behalf of the city, protracted litigation in- 
volving a claim by Merle Lemon for dam- 
ages resulting from an alleged injury re- 
ceived while he was in the employ of the 
City of Lansing on January 1, 1964. The 
city now has an opportunity to settle this 
matter for $3,000 plus out-of-pocket medi- 
cal expenses, which amounted to $187.40. 


I believe that this would be a fair settle- 
ment, from the city’s point of view. First, 
if we leave the matter to the discretion of 
the Workmen’s Compensation referee, we 
run the risk of suffering liability in excess 
of $11,000. This is the amount which Mr. 
Lemon claims to have lost in wages be- 
cause of the alleged injury. In adition, the 
city could be subjected to continuing and 
indefinite liability for the claimant’s future 
wage losses and medical expenses if prompt 
disposition of this matter is not made. 


For these reasons, J recommend that the 
Council give its approval to this settlement.

The Urban Redevelopment Board, at their 
meeting on December 28, 1969, recom- 
mended that the City Council, by resolution, 
exempt Project No. 1, Mich.

No change in District Boundaries would 
be required. 


(CDC No. 1—total of 11 members; 6 
reside in Project No. 2 area; 2 business 
men in Project No. 2 area; the remaining 
8 members are business men in District 
No. 1 area).

The Urban Redevelopment Board, at its 
meeting on December 23, 1969, received an 
indepth relocation report on the Capitol 
Complex from Mr. Cowan, Relocation Offi- 
cer for the City of Lansing. 


After considerable discussion, the Board 
determined that a considerable portion of 
the Capitol Complex relocation workload 
yet to be performed, in fact, is the re- 
sponsibility of the State of Michigan (all 
persons not falling under the property 
management contract between the City of 
Lansing and the State of Michigan). How- 
ever Relocation Services are available to 
all families and individuals irrespective of 
the relocation responsibility. Meanwhile, it 
is imperative that the City explore all pos- 
sible avenues to obtain equitable financial 
assistance from the State of Michigan for 
all persons in the Capitol Complex who are 
not under the property management con- 
tract between the City and the State. 


In view of the above, the Redevelopment

Presently, consideration is being given 
by the Board of Trustees and the admin- 
istrative heads of the Lansing Community 
College to change their site plan substanti- 
ally, which would increase the contact be- 
tween the City of Lansing and the Lansing 
Community College representatives. Here, 
too, close cooperation will be necessary. 


At one point in the past, 2 Cooperation 
Committee was appointed by the Lansing 
Community College and the City of Lansing. 
In function, this Cooperation Committee 
met as purely a technical staff committee 
—the members of various City departments 
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met with members of certain departments 
of the Lansing Community College and all 
members of the Committee periodically met 
as a Committee of The Whole. I recom- 
mend the establishment of the Cooperation 
Committee, and on the City’s part, the 
Committee consist of the Council president 
and those Councilmen serving as chairman 
of the Urban Redevelopment Committee and 
the Committee on Planning. In addition to 
those Councilmen, I recommend that four 
department heads serve on the Committee 
representing the Departments of Public 
Service, Parks and Recreation, Traffic and 
Planning. It is further recommended, that 
the Planning Director act as secretary to 
the members of the Committee. I am of 
the opinion that the Commitee be appointed 
with terms to expire in April, 1971.

Mr. Carlton Kessler, 928 West Jolly Road, 
spoke in behalf of the petition by Capital 
City Realty, Inc, to erect a proposed rear 
entrance which will reduce the required 
side yard from 6 feet to 3 feet, 4 inches, 
and to erect a garage in the rear yard 
which will exceed the allowable lot cover- 
age in the rear yard by 180 square feet, 
upon the premises known as 928 West Jolly 
Road. This is contrary to Sections 36-47.1 
(3) and 36-54 (2) e) of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance. Section 36-47.1 8) requires a side 
yard of 6 feet, and Section 36-54 2) (e) 
states that an accessory building may 
occupy not more than thirty (30) per cent 
of a required rear yard. 


The building in question is a duplex. Mr. 
Kesler resides in one of the units and 
Capital City Realty has its offices in the 
other. Mr. Kessler stated that he wished 
to cover the back porch and steps so that 
water will not leak into the lower level. 
This also would he used as a utility area. 


In response to questions from the Board, 
he replied that the porch would be two 


stories high, and covered, not just on 
stilts, 


Mr. Kessler also requests to build a two 
ear plus garage on the west lot line so 
that the back yard may be used as an 
area for his child to play. He stated that 
the proposed garage could be built with 
the proper setback, but this would leave 
no recreational space. It would not alter 
or effect the parking for the realty com- 
pany. 


Further questioning revealed that park- 
ing for the realty office is to the west of 
the building. The petitioner has made ar- 
rangements with the owner of an abutting 
lot to allow his clients to park there, 


Mr. Church, from the Building Depart- 
ment, estimated that the required park- 
ing for the building would be two spaces 
for the living unit and three accessible 
spaces for the office. These must be on- 
site parking spaces, 


The parking spaces that Capital City 
Realty has access to west of the building 
cannot be considered on-site parking. It 
was also brought out that this area is 
zoned residential, not “J’’ Parking, so 
business patrons parking there are doing 
so illegally. The garage and drive could 
provide five parking spaces, but these can 
only be for private use, as they are not 
accessible spaces. 


A motion was made by Wendrow, second- 
ed by Trierweiler, that the appeal be grant- 
ed under Section 36-12 (6) of the Zoning 
Code.

Enclosed is the 1971-1976 Capital Im- 
provements Program for your adoption. 
The program was recommended to the 
Planning Board by the Council’s Capital 
Improvements Technical Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee. 


The Planning Board has reviewed the six 
year Capital Improvements Program and 
recommends the program as submitted to 
City Council for approval with the excep- 
tions listed below. 


1. Public Service Bridge Projects No. 1 
and 2—Central City Bridge and Michi- 
gan Avenue Bridge Replacement. The 
Planning Board believes these projects 
should be combined and further sug- 
gests that these General Revenues be 
used to improve the Michigan Avenue 
Bridge Project for channeling traffic 
toward Ottawa Street. 


2, Public Service Storm Sewers Projects 
No. 10, 12 and 18—Walnut Street Re- 
lief, Lenawee Storm Relief and Kalama- 
zoo Street Relief. The Planning Board 
recommends that these three General 
Obligation Bond projects be moved to 
the 1972 funding year to alleviate in- 
flationary trends in proceeding with 
these projects since these bonds have 
been sold. 


Also, the 10 Year Community Renewal 
Program schedule to allow credit toward 
the local share in conduction the pro- 
gram is a consideration of shifting their 
priorities. Future bond issues could be 
defeated if the projects are not com- 
pleted relatively soon after funding. 
General Obligation Bonds for $315,000 
would be used in 1972 instead of latter 
years, 


3. Public Service Streets Project No. 4— 
Aurelius Road Extension, Mt. Hope to 
1-496. This Board recommends that the 
project schedule be moved to 1972 to 
show a higher proiority and ensure 
money is available if the litigation is 
final during the next two years. Project 
costs are $630,000 GOB and $170,000 
from Act 51 funds. 


4, Public Service Streets Projects—Fund- 
ed under General Obligation Bonds. 
The Board recommends these projects 
be moved to higher priority due to in- 
creasing inflation and reduce the need 
for additional funds from the General 
Revenue or Act 51 account. 


5, Publie Service Streets Project No. 47— 
Realignment of Cavanaugh Road with 
Dunkel, The Planning Board recom- 
mends transferring this project to 1972 
in order to provide immediate and effici- 
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ent access from I-496 to Aurelius Road 
and the area west. The Forest View 
community is rapidly growing and the 
Board believes this could be the impetus 
for more rapid development. Project 
eosts are estimated at $100,000 from 
Act 51 Funds. 


6. Parks and Recreation Project No. 74— 
Michigan Ski Hill, The Board recom- 
mends postponement of this project to 
the latter years of the program in lieu 
of more urgent park projects in the 
inner city. It is believed that the hill 
benefits more people by being utilized 
for sledding. The park costs would 
affect $13,000 requested for first year 
General Revenue funding, 1970-71. 


7. Fire Department Project No. 15—125 
foot snorkel ladder truck. The Plan- 
ning Board recommends a supporting 
position be made to the City Council in 
State of Michigan financial involvement 
for fire protection. It is strongly urged 
that this apparatus be financed entire- 
ly from State funds, Project cost is 
$150,000. 


In accordance with section 7,.20b of the 
Charter for the City of Lansing, the Board 
has reviewed projected revenues and ex- 
penditures for the next six years. It is the 
conclusion of the Board that there will be 
insufficient funds from the present tax 
sources to finance general fund capital im- 
provements. The Board believes that these 
general fund projects are essential if Lan- 
sing is going to continue to improve living 
quality and updating of facilities in the 
inner city as well as provide sufficient funds 
for encouraging new growth at the City’s 
fringe. 


The entire program represents $50 million 
public expenditure over the ensuing six 
years. Of this amount over $15 million 
General Fund revenues will be needed. The 
1970-71 budget will require $2.1 million 
from General Revenue funds. After con- 
sidering debt service and revenues ear- 
marked for Capital Improvements (55% of 
the income tax of $1.9 million) it is im- 
practical to rely on funding the 1970-71 
CIP from this source. 


Lansing has the ability to raise over $75 
million in the next six years. The alterna- 
tives for obtaining this amount are increas- 
ing the property tax to maximum limits 
which would yield $34 million and issuing 
additional General Obligation Bonds. 


The Planning Board believes that Lan- 
sing citizens are being excessively taxed 
by all levels of government. It is, also, 
believed that the new 50% valuation and 
10.88 tax rate on property assessments 
must prove its revenue producing ability 
before increased property taxes are im- 
posed. The creation of a Municipal Build- 
ing Authority will enable many capital im- 
provements to be undertaken that ordinar- 
ily would not be funded, The income tax 
is in its first full year of returns but esti- 
mates show a potential increase in revenues 
over projected amounts. Therefore, the 
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Board advises against increasing tax sources 
at this time. 


Therefore, the Planning Board recom- 
mends to the City Council that greater use 
of bonding as a source of revenue be 
utilized for financing capital improvements.

3. The proposed change would be contrary 
to the established Jand use pattern 
(with the exception of the two churches) 
which is predominately single family 
residential.

4. A change of zoning as proposed could 
foster uncontrolled development in the 
immediate vicinity creating a mixed and 
undesirable land use relationship, which 
may adversely affect property values.

The Board is in no way attempting to 
cause a question regarding the validity of 
the Forest View Master Plan or break 
faith with the Citizens group who were 
instrumental in formulating said plan. 


Any change of zoning should be in con- 
formance with an overall development plan. 
One that takes into consideration existing 
and potential land use development, public 
utilities, physical features, and facilities 
available. 


The site under consideration is located 
within the area known as the Forest View 
Community. This area has been under 
study by the Planning Staff with Citizens 
participation for the past three years. A 
proposed development plan has been form- 
ulated and found to be acceptable by both 
the Planning Board and the Forest View 
Citizens. 


The proposal now under consideration is 
contrary to the recommended plan in that 
it exceeds the recommended density by .9 
dwelling units per acre, (The Forest View 
Plan indicates 5 dwelling units per acre 
for the subject property. The proposed 
development plan indicates 5.9 dwelling 
units per acre). It was also the intent 
of the Forest View Community that the 
subject property would be developed with 
single family homes. However the pro- 
posed plan was presented for their review, 
and found to be acceptable with the ex- 
ception of the density, which they agreed 
to not more than 5 dwelling units per acre. 


In reference to the site plan submitted 
the staff cannot find any major objections, 
and would recommend that all necessary 
requirements by the different agencies be 
included as part of the overall approval. 


Since the developer has taken advantage 
of the existing topography and unbuildable 
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land for open space within this site, the 
Board cannot find where the placement of 
buildings and public streets will seriously 
affect the adjacent properties. 


The added density over what is recom- 
mended in the Forest View is recommended 
in the Forest View Plan is well handled 
within the project, and does not reflect over- 
crowding. 


The Board does not believe, that the pro- 
posed development would be completely out 
of character with the general intent of 
the Forest View Master Plan, and would 
actually tend to discourage justification 
for increased densities on future develop- 
Ment proposals in the area which are com- 
pletely out of character with the plan. 


The land under consideration is un- 
platted, Therefore it will be necessary for 
the developer to proceed with platting of 
the land prior to development, which will 
reflect the necessary public streets and 
easements as recommended by the various 
agencies. 


Numerous people in the audience ex- 
pressed concern over the petition. 


Motion carried by six (6) yeas and one 
(1) abstention.

Gentlemen: 


The Charter Review Committee has met 
on numerous occasions to discuss the 
Charter of the City of Lansing and possible 
changes in the charter, 


We have considered many things includ- 
ing changes in the form of City Govern- 
ment. Early in our discussions, we tenta- 
tively agreed that the best vehicle for im- 
provement was to offer amendments to the 
present charter that would make immedi- 
ately the government more workable and 
efficient. 


Accordingly, we have sent to the Council 
recommendations on the change in the time 
of holding municipal elections, the elimin- 
ation of all charter provisions relating to 
the board of supervisors, for streamlining 
the Department of Finance for better ad- 
ministrative procedures, and to allow non- 
resident taxpayers to serve on boards. 


We present herewith a proposal to have 
the charter amended so that the function 
of the various boards, with the exception 
of the Board of Water and Light and such 
other boards as may be given other duties 
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by statute, be policy making only. The 
administrative heads of all departments 
having a policy making board shall be 
appointed by the mayor and confirmed by 
the council, with the administrative heads 
empowered to employ needed personnel. 


We believe that the prime purpose of 
the People in adopting the present charter 
was to secure policy making by the citizens 
although the area of service of Lansing 
citizens on the boards was couched in terms 
of administration. Our citizens have been 
of inestimable service to the city when 
acting as board members. There contribu- 
tion to the needs of the city in defining 
important basic policy of the departments 
should be maintained and preserved. 


We also present a proposal to eliminate 
the mayor’s cabinet as set up in the char- 
ter. The provisions for the cabinet we have 
found to be unwieldy, Certainly, the mayor 
ean get needed advice from department 
heads and others having special knowledge 
without this provision. 


We have considered the possibility of 
charter change for the Department of Law, 
which would give stability to the staff of 
the City Attorney, but concluded that a 
charter change was unnecessary to accom- 
plish this purpose. We do, however, sug- 
gest that further studies of the needs of 
the City Attorney and his staff be made and 
that administrative or legislative steps be 
taken to strengthen his department through 
continuity of staff. 


We have considered the feasibility of 
creating by charter amendment a new 
Department of Community Development by 
charter which would encompass Housing, 
Human Relations, Model Cities, Urban De- 
velopment, and Building, many of which 
have come into existence since the charter 
was adopted. It is our belief and recom- 
mendation that such a department should 
be created by ordinance and not by charter, 
as such creation would have the advantage 
of flexibility in this area where change is 
a fact of life. 


We recommend that when the district 
court system replaces the municipal court 
system, the charter provisions relating to 
municipal courts be removed from the 
charter. 


We recommend that a new charter review 
be undertaken within the not too distant 
future and that serious consideration be 
given to complete revision of the charter. 


With this, we believe, the work for which 
the committee was created, has ended.

You have asked for an opinion as to 
whether it is necessary that action recom- 
mended by a committee report which has 
been approved by the Council, must also 
be approved by Council in a resolution. 


A distinction must be made between com- 
mittee reports and ordinances, including 
rezonings, and committee reports on other 
matters. The procedure for adoption of 
ordinances, as outlined and set forth in 
City Council Rule No. 19, must be adhered 
to. This means that a committee report 
has to appear on the agenda in conjunction 
with the appropriate resolution. However, 
a reading of the Council Rules does not 
establish whether a committee report on 
other matters must be followed by a resolu- 
tion approving the action recommended 
by the particular report. 


It is my opinion that any action recom- 
mended through a committee report can be 
taken by the Council merely by the adoption 
of that report immediately upon its sub- 
mission to the Council according to the 
general rules of procedure. In order to 
achieve the action recommended by a com- 
mittee report, a later resolution is not 
necessary. According to Mason’s Manual 
on Legislative Procedure, when a_ report 
of a committee is agreed to by the Council, 
the recommendation of the committee be- 
comes the action of the legislative body. 
Further, if any special motions are neces- 
sary to carry out the purpose of the report, 
the motions should be made immediately 
after the reading and adoption of the 
report. 


According to Mason’s Manual, when a 
report makes a statement of policy which 
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the governing body wishes to approve, the 
proper motion is to “‘adopt” or “‘approve”’ 
the report which has the effect of endorsing 
the statement or expressing approval by 
the legislative body. The Council may also 
wish to take no action on a committee 
report, in which case the Council should 
neither accept, adopt or approve the re- 
port, but merely note that the report was 
received as such. Further, the presiding 
officer may, upon consideration of a report 
or a recommendation made by a committee, 
put the question on adoption of the report 
before the Council without any motion to 
that effect coming from the Council floor. 
The adoption of the committee report by 
the Council accomplishes the action called 
for by that report, and if the action called 
for by the committee report is identical to 
that which would be proposed in the form 
of a resolution, then the adoption of the 
committe report by the Council is sufficient 
and a subsequent resolution is not necessary. 


In the interest of conserving time, it is 
hereby recommended that committee reports 
on ordinances, including rezonings, be mere- 
ly received by the Council. As previously 
mentioned, the receiving of a committee 
report does not have the effect of concur- 
ring in or adopting that report. Discussion, 
motions, ete. may then be had by the Coun- 
cil at the time of the actual reading of 
the resolution and before the vote is taken.

The property abuts the I-96 Expressway 
on the north, and is blocked from the view 
of motorists traveling south on Cedar Street 
by the I-96 overpass. Regardless of the 
location of said sign it will be blocked from 
view by the overpass unless it is of suffici- 
ent height to be seen above the overpass. 


The portion of Cedar Street involved is 
a developing area, and there is an oppor- 
tunity for the Council to prevent the evolu- 
tion of a similar situation to that which 
exists in the 3000 block of South Cedar 
Street, In this area there is still an option 
available to encourage well planned orderly 
development. If City Council wishes to 
encourage such orderly development it 
should adopt and adhere to a policy of pro- 
viding adequate setbacks to prevent identi- 
fication signs from becoming an over 
obnoxious, distracting influence on motor- 
ists.

The driver of a vehicle overtaking or 
meeting any school bus which has stopped 
and is displaying two (2) alternately 
flashing red lights located at the same 
level shall bring the vehicle to a full stop 
at least ten (10) feet from the school bus 
and shall not proceed until the school bus 
resumes motion or the visual signals are 
no longer actuated. The driver of the 
school bus, before resuming motion, shall 
deactivate flashing lights and permit stopped 
traffic to proceed and shall when resuming 
motion proceed in such a manner as to 
allow congested traffic to disperse by keep- 
ing the bus as near to the right side of 
the road as can be done with safety. 
Passengers crossing the road upon being 
discharged from a school bus shall cross 
in front of the stopped school bus. At an 
intersection where traffic is controlled by 
an officer or a traffic stop-and-go signal 
a vehicle need not be brought to a full 
stop before passing a stopped school bus, 
but may proceed past the school bus at a 
speed not greater than ten (10) miles an 
hour and with due caution for the safety 
of passengers being received or discharged 
from the school bus. 


Sec. 31-89.4. Posted Signs Giving Notice 
or Ordinance, Signs giving notice of this 
ordinance shall be posted upon or at the 
entrance to the area or part thereof affect- 
ed as may be most appropriate and shall 
be sufficiently legible as to be seen by an 
ordinarily observant person. 


Sec. 31-89.5. Divided Highways, Vehicles 
on Opposite Section from School Bus. The 
driver of a vehicle upon any highway 
which has been divided into two (2) road- 
ways by leaving an intervening space, or 
by a physical barrier, or clearly indicated 
dividing sections so constructed as to 
impede vehicular traffic, need not stop upon 
meeting a school bus which has stopped 
across the dividing space, barrier, or 
section. 


Sec. 31-89.6. Flashing Red Lights on 
Either End of Stopped School Buses. Every 
school bus shall, in addition to any other 
equipment and distinctive marking re- 
quired by law, be equipped with signal 
lamps mounted as high and widely spaced 
laterally as practicable which shall he 
capable of displaying to the front two (2) 
alternately flashing red lights located at the 
same level and to the rear two (2) alternate- 
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ly flashing red lights located at the same 
level, Said lights shall have sufficient in- 
tensity to be visible from a distance of at 
least five hundred (500) feet in normal 
sunlight and shall be actuated by the driver 
of said school bus whenever but only when- 
ever such vehicle is stopped or is about to 
stop for the purpose of receiving or dis- 
charging school children. 


Sec. 81-89.7. Front End Mirrors for 
Drivers’ View of Road in Front.

It shal] be located on 
either the left or right side of the bus in 
such a manner that the seated driver may 
observe through its use the road from the 
front bumper forward to the point where 
direct observation is possible. 


Sec. 31-89.8 School Bus Stopping at 
Schools, A school bus that has stopped at 
a school to pick up or discharge passengers 
at that school shall not actuate their ash- 
ing red lights. Also stopping of a school 
bus at a school to pick up or discharge 
passengers shall be excepted from Sec. 
31-89.9.

Due 
to complaints of motorists who received 
tickets for ‘‘speeding,” an investigation 
of the area was made and the ordinance was 
checked, It was found that the ordinance 
had never been changed to correspond with 
the annexation of the area east of Aurelius. 
The ordinance read “Jolly Road—35 MPH 
from East city limits (Aurelius at that 
time) to West city limits.” Some alert 
policeman discovered this and tickets were 
issued for going over 35 MPH between 
Collins Road and Aurelius Road. Westbound 
traffic on Jolly coming from east of Collins 
saw a sign, on Jolly just west of Collins, 
“SPEED LIMIT 50” and traffic using 
Dunckel to Jolly saw a sign on Dunckel, 
“SPEED LIMIT 45.” There was no speed 
limit sign for westbound traffic until after 
crossing the railroad tracks west of Aure- 
lius which was posted at 85 MPH. East- 
bound, due to construction in the shoulder 
areas on the south side of Jolly, the last 
speed limit sign was south of Washington 
Road—35 MPH. Next speed limit sign 
eastbound was east of Collins—50 MPH. 


To remedy this situation we informed 
the police officials that Jolly was not prop- 
erly posted and they agreed to stop en- 
forcement until signs were erected. We 
had no choice but to sign Jolly to and 
from the new east city limits—Collins Road 
—85 MPH.- This, of course, is an unre- 
asonable speed limit for this area. To 
remedy this condition and get reasonable 
speed limits, the Board recommends for 
City Council’s consideration the following 
speed limits: 
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Jolly Road—50 MPH between Collins and 
Dunckel 


Jolly Road—45 MPH between Dunckel and

Attached please find a suggested amend- 
ment to Section 7.18.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and Council Members: 


In early June, 1969, I advised you that 
a free survey of the City’s data processing 
operation and future needs would be under- 
taken by the IBM Corporation. The survey 
was to be undertaken to determine the 
feasability of discontinuing the joint oper- 
ation in data processing with Lansing Com- 
munity College. 
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Attached is a copy of that survey. The 
survey involved a cost in the amount of 
$4,334. with an additional $138 expended 
for materials. Man hours expended on the 
study totaled 242 hours and included 82 
hours for interviews; 55 hours for analysis 
and review; 50 hours for documentation ; 
oe tee remaining 55 hours for clerical 
work. 


Presently the City of Lansing is in con- 
tract with Lansing Community College on 
an approximate 50% sharing cost of that 
institution’s data processing system. The 
City has budgeted $170,000. for the fiscal 
year 1969-70 and estimated the cost will 
increase for fiscal year 1970-71 to $190,000. 


Should Lansing choose to establish its 
own center, IBM estimates a personnel cost 
of $76,000, with additional rental of $3,000. 
monthly based on the expense of the City 
of Saginaw. This would not include the 
cost of storage of the personnel and equip- 
ment. However, IBM visualizes that the 
City would expand the use of data process- 
ing to include Real Property; Budget Ac- 
counting ; Police Problems; that Personnel 
System; and Voting registration. 


I recommend that close attention be given 
to this matter with the Finance Director 
very involved in any decision. 


As a side comment, I wish to point out 
that the City of Saginaw, with over 400 
computer programs, utilizes data processing 
in the following areas; Complete payroll 
procedures, including sick leave, vacation, 
and personnel records; all utility billing 
and receivable procedures; property-tax 
accounting and billing, including treasur- 
er’s functions; complete special assessment 
accounting and billing; city income-tax 
auditing, refunds, estimate billing, receiv- 
ables and employer withholding functions ; 
all city license processing; voter election 
records: court parking violation records, 
including second notices; motor vehicle 
license registrations; and over 50 police 
programs, ranging from daily officer activ- 
ity reports to annual statistics.

Please be advised that in accordance with 
State Law this office has closed the 1969 
Tax Roils. The Rolls have been balanced 
and return has been made to the Eaton 
County Treasurer. The employees of this 
office are presently preparing the Return 
roll to be submitted to the Ingham County 
Treasurer. 


The combined July and December 1969 
real and personal property taxes ordered 
collected by the office of the City Assessor 
amounted to $31,701,421.00 of the total 
$22,890,027.00 was assessed against real 
estate for school, county, community col- 
lege and city purposes. Of this total $928,- 
825.00 remains delinquent, for a collection 
of 95.95%. These figures represent a de- 
linquency increase of $237,480.00 or 34.86% 
on real property taxes over the same period 
a@ year ago. 


Of the total $8,811,394.00 July and Decem- 
ber Personal Property taxes spread on the 
1969 Rolls for the aforementioned purposes, 
$152,445.00 remained uncollected at the time 
of closing, for a collection of 98.27%. 
These figures represent a Personal Property 
delinquency increase of $107,606.00 or 240% 
over the same period a year ago.

I attach a copy of Lansing Fire Fighters 
Union Local 421 demands for bargaining as 
presented to this office under date of 
March 12, 1970. The Local’s inital requests 
include an average 29% increase in salaries 
which would cost the City approximately 
$646,744.00 during the coming fiscal year. 
In addition to salary increases Local 421 
has requested ten other working conditions 
and employee benefits enrichments which 
bring the grand total cost estimate up to 
$1,244,630.00. 


Since it now appears very certain that 
the black clouds of economic slowdown and 
indeed, a definite business recession are no 
longer matters of speculation, it is im- 
possible, as a practical matter, for the City 
to view Local 421’s listed demands as being 
compatible with the normal collective bar- 
gaining process. For example the Lan- 
sing area unemployment rate has already 
reached a level of 4.5% of the work force. 


While Firefighters and all other City 
employees are entitled to collective bar- 
gaining which can result in reasonable 
equity, the Union demands at hand are so 
grossly inflated and unrealistic as to repre- 
sent a very real threat to the economic 
stability of the City and to the possibiliy 
of its taxpayers being able to finance the 
increased costs. 


Your Negotiating Committee wishes to 
bargain in a sane and sensible manner with 
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representatives of the City’s employees 
and, for this reason, requests an early meet- 
ing with the Mayor and City Council in 
executive session in order to evaluate the 
City’s position.

In approximately October 1969, repre- 
sentatives of the Lansing Housing Commis- 
sion, the Urban Redevelopment Board, the 
City Council and my office commenced 
meetings to receive proposals from one 
dozen developers for the construction of a 
modern, senior citizen, low rental public 
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housing complex to be constructed in the 
area bounded by Semour and Ionia Streets 
and Capitol Avenue. Selected to handle 
the project is the Housing Development 
Company which is a Cleveland based firm 
consisting of a team of specialized com- 
panies. Housing Development Company 
has in the past, and still does, operate in 
the field of public housing. 


Proposed for construction is an eight 
story arrangement to provide 101 total units 
consisting of 58 efficiency apartments, 42 
one-bedroom and 1 two-bedroom apart- 
ments. In addition to the high rise struc- 
ture the building will have a one-story 
wing for community programs leading to 
a terrace for outdoor activities. The eight 
story building will be placed on the site to 
optimize the following conditions: 


1. Permits access to entry and parking 
from Seymour, the only 2-way street; 


2. A landscaped area on Capitol Avenue, 
a main street of downtown Lansing, will 
provide an attractive view and no 
traffic impediments ; 


8. Permit a community wing with an 
opening into a landscaped area and 
away from parking and service entry ; 


4, The drive offers an opportunity to drop 
off passengers at the building and then 
permits parking without a return to 
the public street; 


5. The main office is readily available to 
those desiring to pay rent without going 
through the tower entrance. 


In regard to this project, I am pleased 
to advise that the White House through 
Congressman Charles E. Chamberlain has 
advised, as of this date, that the United 
States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has granted a loan in the 
amount of $1,671,779.

In accordance with the provisions of 
Section 8.2 of the City Charter, I submit 
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my first annual recommended budget for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1970. De- 
tailed estimated and supporting schedules 
covering recommended expenditures and 
anticipated revenues are attached to and 
are part of the basic fiscal document. 


Recognizing that overspending at all 
levels of government is one of the con- 
tributing Factors of inflation, my recom- 
mended budget for the next fiscal year re- 
flects a drastic reduction of $2,030,810 in 
departmental requests. In addition to the 
elmination of specific departmental requests 
for non-vital equipments, new _ positions 
and programs, I have firmly insisted upon 
a policy of reducing conference and travel 
expenses from the existing level of $38,- 
975 down to $9,600 for fiscal 1970-71. 


The recommended budget provides $15,- 
649,327 for General City Operations and 
includes those technical and general ad- 
ministrative services essential to the con- 
tinued progressive growth of our dynamic 
city. It includes the necessary funds to 
operate the now legally established District 
Court System and Micro-film and Data Pro- 
cessing Key Punch divisions. While ten 
new positions have been established, one 
half of these are for only 54% months and 
represents a marked departure from the 
average of forty new jobs ordinarily added 
annually over the past ten years. 


It must be fully realized that there are 
certain inescapable fixed expenditures for 
general administrative employees, police- 
men and firemen benefits provided over 
past years, which now total $2,036,000. 
These cover hospitalization, life insurance, 
social security and pension costs. The City’s 
fixed retirement fund contributions alone 
amount to $1,264,000. Of this toal, $864,- 
000 must be contributed to the Policemen 
and Firemen Retirement Systems, and 
$400,000 to the Employee Retirement Sys- 
tem, Too, an additional fixed cost this 
year is a $64,450 increase in expenses for 
four scheduled elections. 


Contingencies for overall wage increases 
have been of necessity held to a bare mini- 
mum of $402,100. Provision is, also, made 
for Model Cities, if, and when, the Federal 
Government expresses total commitment. 


I am recommending Capital Improvements 
in the amount of $800,900. It is mean- 
ingful to emphasize that essential Capital 
Expenditures do include: Gier Park — 
$35,000; Potter Park facility rehabilitita- 
tion—-$9,000; acquisition of Edmore and 
West Side Neighborhood Park sites —$16,- 
400; four regional ‘‘mini-parks”—$40,000 ; 
Michigan Ski Hill improvements—$13,000 ; 
and necessary sewer inspection equipment. 


In the interest of public health and safe- 
ty, $45,000 is recommended for a Master 
Sewer Plan; $250,000 for the City’s share 
of storm sewers; and $160,000 for sewer 
purposes in Jolly Road between Waverly 
and Pleasant Grove Roads, 
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One of my paramount concerns has al- 
ways been the interest of safety for our 
children. To this end, I am recommending 
that $126,000 be appropriated for the con- 
tinuation of the overpasses (sky walks) 
construction program started last year. 


Accordingly, our 1970-71 tax rate per 
one thousand dollars of assessed valuation 
for General Fund Operating Budget re- 
quirements has been set at $8.07. 


In line with good accounting practices 
and requirements of State law in effect 
for the past several years, debt service costs 
formerly chargeable and mixed into the 
General Fund have now been segregated 
into a Debt Retirement Fund. Included is 
$1,300,100 for the City’s share of debt 
retirement of General Obligation Bonds 
for the next fiscal year, and another 
$202,055 for the Civic Center debt. This 
established debt necessitates an additional 
levy of $2,35 per one thousand dollars of 
assessed valuation to be deposited in a 
segregated trust account to be used speci- 
fically for the debt service retirement. 


In summary, I recommend the following 
fiscally responsible budget for 1970-71.

Regarding property taxation; uniformity, 
assessments, classes, Section 3 states that

uniform general ad valorem taxation of 
real and tangible personal property not

exempt by law. The legislature shall pro- 
vide for the determination of true cash 
value of such property; the proportion of 
true cash value at which such property shall 
be uniformally assessed, which shall not, 
after January 1, 1966, exceed 50 percent; 
and for a system of equalization of assess- 
ments. The legislature may provide for 
alternative means of taxation of designated 
real and personal property in lieu of gen- 
eral ad valorem taxation. 


Every tax other than the general ad 
valorem property tax shall be uniform upon 
the class or classes on which it operates.” 


In 1970, the City of Lansing will be 
complying with the provisions of the State 
Constitution and Michigan law, by alter- 
ing it’s assessment level to 50% from 40%. 
For purposes of illustration, the City As- 
sessor recently forwarded to local taxpayers 
an example of a typical $15,000 property, 
based on the 1969 tax rate of $70.45 (40%) 
adjusted downard to a new rate (50%) 
of $56.36 per one thousand dollars of as- 
sessed valuation. That property assessed 
at the new 50% basis and the former 40% 
called for taxes of $422.70 for school, 
county, community college and City pur- 
poses. 


The so-called “upward 7% blanket ad- 
justment’”’ in assessments used by the City 
in the past are cancelled. Assuming that 
all governmental units, as mentioned above, 
now keep their tax levels, as adjusted under 
the 50% schedule, and that the recom- 
mended budget is approved, the 1970 tax 
rate total will be decreased from the illu- 
strated $56.36 to $53.55 or by another 
$2.81. 


As I stated in my first Annual Message, 
“Much has been said about the City’s prop- 
erty tax rate. The conversation results 
from the 24 per cent increase in December, 
1969, taxes for school and county purposes. 
It must be understood that most of this 
increase (4.85 mills) was approved by the 
voters at the polls on June 9, 1969. The 
City of Lansing is required by State law 
to collect all property taxes for use by the 
City, Community College, Ingham County 
and the school system, and to account for 
and distribute such revenues.” 


The distribution of tax dollars for the 
entire 1969 tax year (both Summer and 
Winter taxes) is as follows: Lansing 
Public Schools—63%; City of Lansing— 
19%; Ingham County — 12%; Ingham 
Intermediate School District — 4%; and, 
Lansing Community College—2%. The 
fact is that our City now has at $10.42 per 
thousand, its lowest tax rate im 34 years. 
A recent study of the rate progression from 
1986 to date clearly shows that the tax 
rate in that year was $13.80. From this 
figure it rose to $18.70 in 1951 and to an 
all time high of $19.95 in 1967. 


I am recommending what I beileve is a 
realistic budget that reflects responsibility 
coupled with realism which will enable us 
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to creditably discharge our community ob- 
ligations.

At approximately 2:30 a.m. on January 
1, 1970, an automobile owned by Robert T. 
Rollis, Jr., and his wife, was involved in 
an accident which resulted in damage to 
that vehicle and in excess of $2,300 in dam- 
age to 3 other parked vehicles. As a result 
of this accident, a crime was committed 
and because of a technicality it has been 
impossible for an arrest to be made by 
the Lansing Police Department. Let me 
reiterate—a crime has been committed. 


One week after this unfortunate acci- 
dent, I requested and received a report from 
the Lansing Police Department. I re- 
quested the report after the accident was 
brought to my attention by a citizen, [ 
did so because the vehicle involved did, in 
fact, belong to a Commissioner of the Police 
Board. Too, I did decide, as the chief peace 
officer of the City, to pursue the matter 
further. 


On February 9, 1970, under the authority 
granted to me by the City Charter, I 
temporarily suspended Police Commission- 
er Robert T. Rollis, Jr. until a more detailed 
investigation could be completed, and until 
one or more recommendations could be 
made to the City Council. 


Last Monday, I forwarded to each of 
you a copy of my communication to Police 
Commissioner Rollis requesting his resigna- 
tion for what I considered actions “‘un- 
becoming a Police Commissioner.” Too, 
you received, for personal study before my 
final recommendations were made, copies 
of various police reports pertaining to the 
accident. 


The reports from the Lansing Police De- 
partment, which are before me and you, 
contain the following information: 


A vehicle owned by Police Commissioner 
Robert T. Rollis, Jr. was involved in the 
accident, There were approximately 10-15 
yards of black skid marks directly to the 
rear of Mr. Rollis’ vehicle following the ac- 
cident, the skid marks crossing two lanes 
of traffic and ending in the third lane 
where the collision took place. The speed 
limit on Capitol Avenue is 25 mph. 
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Mr. Richard Abood, who was on _ the 
scene when Police Officers Barger and Wahl 
arrived, but not questioned, advised Police 
Commissioner Rollis not to disclose who 
was driving the vehicle, nor to give any 
information except that he was the owner 
of the vehicle. When Police Commissioner 
Rollis was asked if he intended to make 
any statement whatsoever, he shook his 
head indicating “no.” 


Both officers observed Police Commis- 
sioner Rollis stagger and sway slightly as 
he exited the police vehicle and approach- 
ed his own. Both officers also noticed the 
smell of alcoholic beverages on Commission- 
er Rollis’ breath, his slow reactions, and 
his strong effort to keep his mouth closed 
as much as possible. During the time Com- 
missioner Rollis was seated in the police 
vehicle, he broke out in a sweat—the front 
windows of the patrol vehicle were down 
and the temperature in the car was cold. 
Both officers made the remark to each 
other that if Commissioner Rollis would 
have been uncooperative in any way, he 
would have been arrested for public in- 
toxication. Both officers also made the de- 
cision that if Commissioner Rollis got into 
his car and drove it away, he could and 
would be arrested for driving under the 
influence of liquor, since it was the un- 
official opinion of each officer that Mr. 
Rollis was under the influence of an 
intoxicating beverage. The fact that he 
appeared to be intoxicated was brought up 
by a few of the bystanders. As Commis- 
sioner Rollis approached his car, Mr. Abood 
stopped him. A brief conversation took 
place, after which Mr. Abood got in Com- 
missioner Rollis’ car and drove it away, 
and Mr. Rellis walked away, southbound on 
Capitol Avenue. 


The two officers had spent approximately 
20 minutes searching for a witness who 
could put Commissioner Rollis behind the 
wheel of the vehicle. No witness could be 
located at that time, and no mention of 
Mrs. Rollis being at the scene was made. 
Later investigation, however, reveals that 
Mrs. Rollis was there. In the Supplemental 
Report of Investigation, Commissioner 
Rollis is credited with saying, on January 
5, 1970, that when che accident happened 
just he and his wife were in the car. 
Pursuant to my request of February 11, 
additional persons were interviewed. 


On February 138, 1970, Louis F. Adado 
was contacted. He stated that he had sold 
tickets to the party attended to Mr. Rollis, 
and Mrs. Adado and himself sat at the same 
table with Mr. and Mrs. Rollis. After the 
party, while stopped at Capitol Avenue 
and Allegan Street, he heard a crash, but 
did not see the accident. When asked what 
his observation of the accident scene was, 
Mr. Adado stated that a vehicle owned by 
Robert Rollis had collided with a Volks- 
wagen and two Oldsmobiles. Mr. Rollis was 
standing outside his car—the driver’s door 
was open. Mrs. Rollis was seated in the 
front seat somewhere between the center of 
the seat and the right door. Asked how 
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many people were at the scene when he 
arrived, Mr. Adado stated probably six 
or eight, and he knew only three of them: 
Tom Rollis, his wife and Dick Abood. 


Mr. Adado stated that at the scene of 
the accident he was asked by the officers 
about the accident. He told hem he only 
heard the crash. When the officers released 
Commissioner Rollis from the scene, he 
took both Mr. and Mrs. Rollis home—The 
Rollis’ vehicle was driven away by Mr. 
Richard Abood. 


From the aforementioned, and other parts 
of the Police Department reports, several 
things are evident: a) an accident in- 
volving a vehicle owned by Police Com- 
missioner Rollis did take place; b) Police 
Commissioner Rollis was on the scene and 
did, on the advice of an attorney, refuse 
to answer questions concerning the acci- 
dent; c) Police Commissioner Rollis did at 
a later date offer that he was in the 
striking vehicle; and d) the Police Officers 
did not receive full and immediate coopera- 
tion in attempting to make an arrest. 


A crime has been committed. 


Section 620 of the Criminal Code requires 
the driver of a vehicle, which collides with 
an unattended or parked vericle, to notify 
the owner of the struck vehicle of the name 
and address of the driver and owner of the 
vehicle doing the striking. If the owner 
of the struck vehicle cannot be located 
he must report the same information to 
the nearest police officer. 


Section 622 requires the driver of a 
vehicle, involved in a collision in which the 
property damage is $200.00 or more, to re- 
port such accident to the nearest police 
officer. The officer is then required to fill 
the accident report out in full, This means 
that the name of the driver has to be 
furnished to the officer. To date this has 
not been done. 


Much has been said that Police Commis- 
sioner Robert Thomas Rollis, Jr. has ‘not 
been found guilty of anything in a court 
of law.’’ Little, unfortunately, has been 
said that a crime has been committed and 
that Police Commissioner Rollis has refused 
to assist the Police Department in making 
an arrest and in placing this matter before 
the courts. 


On February 56, 1970, I requested Police 
Commissioner Rollis to appear in my office 
to discuss the matter. I met with refusal 
despite the fact that the Police Commis- 
sioners are responsible to the Mayor, ac- 
cording to the City Charter, 


As an ordinary citizen, legally an in- 
dividual can stand on his so-called “rights.” 
However, Mr. Rollis, at the time of the 
accident, was no ordinary citizen. Mr. Rollis 
was a Police Commissioner and had taken 
an Oath of Office to uphold the laws of 
our land. As a Police Commissioner, he 
served on one of the most important City 
boards with full power (GENERAL ORDER 
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—Organization and Administration of the 
Lansing Police Department, p.1, Item IIA) 
“to promote, demote, remove, or suspend its 
personnel for reasons of discipline, in- 
capacity, or for the good of the service,”’ 

No, a Police Commissioner is not just 
an ordinary citizen. He holds the badge 
of office, is responsible for the conduct of 
the administration of this City’s chief law 
enforcement office and must be exemplary 
in his behavior,’ He cannot afford to over- 
look a crime, for he who does, encourages 
the commission of another. 


As the chief peace officer of this City, 
I submit that the conduct of Mr. Rollis is 
unbecoming a Police Commissioner. I rec- 
ommend: First—That the temporary sus- 
pension of Mr. Robert Thomas Rollis, Jr. 
not be lifted; Second—That he be dis- 
charged as a member of the Board of 
Police Commissioners; and Third — That 
the City Council concur in these recom- 
mendations, 


We have before us a grave moral issue, 
not a legal one. It pertains to character 
and behavior from the point of view of 
right and wrong; of obligation to duty. 
If the moral and physical fiber of mankind 
is not a city concern, the question is, 
“WHAT IS?”

SUBJECT: Extension of Neighborhood 
Youth Corps Program 


Gentlemen: 


We have been participating in a Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps out-of-school pro- 
gram, (Agreement No. R4-8224-24). This 
program is run by the Capital Area Econo- 
mic Opportunity Office and provides 22 
hours of work per week paid by the 0.E.0. 
and up to 8 additional hours per week by 
the City. The City also furnishes an in- 
kind contribution by providing supervision 
for these positions within various city de- 
partments. 


The program was extended by O.E.O. 
from October 15, 1969 through January 31, 
1970. I have received confirmation from 
Mr. Robert Williams of C.A.E.0.C. that 
the program has again been extended from 
February 1, 1970 through July 19, 1970. 
The principal change has been an increase 
from $1.40 to $1.45 per hour. There were 
no other changes affecting the City’s par- 
ticipation. 


There are two decisions to be made by 
Council at this time: 
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1. To continue participation in the pro- 
gram during the term of the extension. 


2. To provide additional funds to the pro- 
gram account (Lansing Conservation 
Youth Corps) from which the additional 
wages are paid. 


While the program was designed to place 
15 youth with city departments, the num- 
bers of enrollees vary. On the last payroll 
we had six enrollees working with Plan- 
ning, Model Cities, and Radio Lab. This 
work is being performed satisfactorily. 


Since October 15, 1969, we have paid 
$779.80 from Account No. 300315. On the 
basis of our experience, I estimate that an 
additional $1,300.00 will be needed to re- 
Place these funds charged to Lansing 
Youth Corps and to cover the program 
through July 19, 1970. This takes into 
account the increase in rate to $1.45 hr. 


Without this additional appropriation 
into Account No. 300815 our own Lansing 
Youth Corps Program may be short of 
funds. 


It is my recommendation that the City 
continue to participate in the program as 
extended through July 19, 1970, and that 
the Council appropriate funds to cover the 
additional cash costs of the program.

Mr. Heldmeyer failed to comply with these 
terms and conditions, therefore, he has been 
notified that he is in default of the contract 
and that the City of Lansing is retaining 
his deposit as liquidated damages. 
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Mr. Heldmeyer failed to comply with 
Section 5, Paragraph (e) of that contract 
which states that “the redeveloper shall 
submit to the City of Lansing evidence of 
equity capital and any commitment neces- 
sary for mortgage financing.”

Dear Council Members: 


An intricate system of railroad tracks, 
once necessary to serve the industrial, busi- 
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ness and passenger needs of the corporate 
area of Lansing, is now creating bottle- 
necks which are resulting in numerous and 
costly traffic tie-ups and causing business 
and industry to lose thousands of dollars 
annually. 


Numerous complaints on this problem 
are received by my office daily. Typical of 
these is a letter recently received from one 
of our citizens living in the Northwest 
section of the City who states; “Because 
of weather conditions, we left for work 
early and arrived at the corner of North 
Logan and North Grand River at approxi- 
mately 7:55 a.m. We waited until almost 
8:45 a.m. for the Penn Central Railroad 
to clear the tracks. First the Railroad ran 
a West bound train and then they ran an 
East bound one. The attitude of the Rail- 
road appears to be one of complete in- 
difference and a total disregard for the 
original premise upon which the Michigan 
railroad system was constructed—‘“‘one of 
public service to all, not to just a selected 
few.” 


Upon delving further into this matter, I 
find that in 1921 a comprehensive planning 
report called, “The Lansing Plan” recom- 
mended that certain railroad tracks in this 
City be abandoned and others re-routed in 
order to eliminate future bottlenecks and 
expedite surface traffic flow. 


Again in 1965, the same general idea was 
proposed that would have eliminated the 
need for the construction of two overpasses 
on the new I-496 crosstown connector. This 
action, had it been adopted, would have 
saved the taxpayers, at that time, approx- 
imately 1.5 million dollars. Too, it would 
have been possible to secure a considerable 
amount of federal aid to help finance what 
was estimated to be 2.4 to 2.6 million dol- 
lars in railroad relocation costs. I person- 
ally feel that it is unfortunate that a 
decision on this matter of major impact 
could not have been made in time for the 
taxpayers of this City to enjoy these sav- 
ings. 


My office has, in studying this matter over 
the past six to eight months, uncovered a 
series of maps, charts, and cost estimates 
which have been accumulated that clearly 
indicate that if this concept of railroad 
track abandonment and re-routing was 
adopted, a daily reduction from 74 to 6 
grade crossings would be eliminated in the 
general central business district, area. 
Crossings at E. Michigan Avenue and the 
Penn Central tracks would drop from 87 
to 2; at the Kalamazoo crossing and the 
C & O tracks from 21 to 0; from the Penn 
Central crossing at Kalamazoo from 16 to 2; 
with only two remaining at Shiawassee 
and the Penn Central track crossing. 


Further, additional drastic reductions of 
crossings at North Street—Penn Central 
and C & O crossings from the present total 
of 37 to 0 at the Penn Central intersec- 
tions, and only two at the C & O crossing. 
At the now badly congested intersections 
of North Logan and the Penn Central Belt 
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Line 16 grade crossings would be eliminated, 
reducting the daily total to 0. Still further 
reductions in traffic congestion could be ac- 
complished at the outer Belt Line at 
Willow Street, where the total number of 
daily crossings could be reduced from 16 to 
1. 


In further analyzing the current situa- 
tion, I find that the Penn Central Railroad 
handles the switching of all railroad traffic 
headed North through Lansing. Figures 
obtained from their office here in Lansing, 
show that in an average 24 hour day, 
approximately 200 cars are handled both 
into and out of the General Motors plants. 
This amounts to approximately 1400 cars 
per week and about 6,000 freight cars per 
month. However, not all of these cars 
originate in the South, some originate from 
the Northwest and Northeast area. Those 
cars coming from the South on the Penn 
Central tracks make no less than seven 
grade crossings and no more than Thirteen 
once they have crossed the Grand Trunk 
Western Railroad. 


These same statistics also hold true for 
the C & O Railroad. The cars which come 
into Lansing on the Grand Trunk Western 
heading North through Lansing, make no 
more than a total of fifteen grade crossings 
and no less than nine. However, not all of 
these cars are destined for the General 
Motors plants. 


While there are numerous advantages 
to be realized from this plan of operation, 
some of the major ones are: 


1. Improved safety and welfare of the 
citizens of this community. 


2. A tremendously decreased total number 
of traffic tie-ups. 


3. Elimination of needless cost in time to 
individuals, business, industry, education 
and government. 


4, Expedite the flow of automobile traffic 
in and throughout Lansing. 


In addition, tremendous savings in time 
and manpower would accrue to the various 
railroads involved, i.e., less trackage to 
maintain; better scheduling; improved 
service to the industrial plants in the area 
through better scheduling ; and cost reduc- 
tions in having other lines handle cars. 


It must be recognized, as previously 
noted, transit problems are considered to be 
the fruits of progress, prosperity and per- 
sonal freedom. However, our City streets 
and highways must be kept uncongested. 


Private passenger vehicles must be allow- 
ed to freely move about with as few en- 
cumbrances as possible and the needs of our 
industrial and business complexes must be 
adequately and expeditiously serviced by 
modern railroad systems. We are all aware 
that adequate railroad service is a neces- 
sity. However, railroads, like any other 
transportation system, must meet the 
changing times, 
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I am therefore, recommending that a 
committee be established to reopen this 
subject, make an in-depth study of the 
matter, and prepare a report for action 
similar to the one that was recently de- 
veloped by the Mayor’s Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Study Committee. I am request- 
ing your approval of this approach in sin- 
cere hopes that final results can improve 
the situation for betterment of all affected.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
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THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES,

16-17 OF SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 16-17 of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan be amended so that such section 
shall read as follows: 


Section 16-17. Service charges; defini- 
tions, year, responsibility for containers. 


(a) Residential collections are defined 
as those in which at least one collection 
is made each week except the period from 
July fifteenth to October fifteenth when 
collections shall be more than once each 
week, if, in the judgment of the garbage 
collector, the volume of such garbage in- 
creases sufficiently to warrant such further 
collections. 


(b) Commercial collections are those 
defined as two or more collections per week, 


(c) Cost. The cost of the collection and 
disposal of the garbage of the city, except 
for can service as hereinafter provided, 
shall be paid from the general city funds. 


(d) Service year. The garbage service 
year shall be from May 1 through April 30. 


{e) Fees. The city shall provide the 
garbage cans or containers required by this 
article and the City Treasurer shall collect 
in advance from the users of cans a service 
charge to help pay the cost and mainten- 
ance of the same as follows: 


RESIDENTIAL COLLECTIONS 


For residential collections: Fifteen dol- 
lars ($15.00) per can for period ending 
any garbage service year. If payment is 
not made on or before May 15, the price 
shall be sixteen dollars ($16.00) per can.

the provisions of this subsection are met if 
the individual meking application for a 
license to sell alcoholic liquor within the 
City files with the City Clerk, documents 
indicating that the written consent of at 
least sixty per cent of the property owners, 
according to the total frontage on any 
public street within a radius of 300 feet 
of the site of the proposed place of busi- 
ness, have given their consent to the sale 
of alcoholic liquor at the proposed place 
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of business, I asume that the City Clerk 
would review these documents and indicate 
to the City Council that the required 
written consent of sixty percent of the 
property owners had been duly filed with 
her office. 


It is my opinion further that any survey 
which has not been duly filed with the 
City Clerk, as required by this particular 
subsection, is not binding upon the City 
and does not suffice to satisfy the require- 
ments of this sub-section.

The 
Model Cities Task Force on Environment 
and Design have reviewed this request and 
do not believe the change would be in the 
best interest of the community, indicating 
further that the change would contribute 
to an undesirable mixed land use develop- 
ment. 


The Board has reviewed the request and 
reports as follows: 


1. The site was initially rezoned to pro- 
vide off street parking for the property 
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to the east, which was used for a drug 
store because of the limited land area 
of these properties. Consolidation would 
have been desirable for future develop- 
ment, 


2. The change would promote further inter- 
mixture of unrelated uses, and could 
actually deter development or redevelop- 
ment of adjacent properties in accord- 
ance with existing regulations. 


3. The Board does not believe the site size 
is adequate to accommodate the pro- 
posed development and provide for ade- 
quate setbacks and off street parking. 
This would be a very critical area if a 
more intense use were made of the site. 


4, The change could increase traffic con- 
gestion along Saginaw Street. This 
would be especially true if the site 
were developed and used by a high 
traffic generator such as a drive in 
eating establishment, small grocery store 
or uses similar in nature.

Office development, professional business, 
along with business services, are related 
primarily to non-residential uses. The con- 
centration of major office facilities within 
the urban renewal project area represents a 
functional relationship to commercial activi- 
ties and other office facilities in the north 
end of the CBD. Improved environmental 
and parking facilities within the area 
strengthen its potential and development 
will be realized if the potential is pro- 
moted. Several smaller areas are indicated 
north of the capitol complex and west and 
south of the CBD. These areas reflect 
existing and/or logical development po- 
tentials. At the present time, a number 
of uncoordinated office uses are occurring 
within the residential areas of the Central 
City. While this provides an economic bene- 
fit to the owner of such properties it is 
creating a liability to the City as a whole.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
April 7, 1970 recommended to City Council 
that the petition by Boron Qil Company 
to rezone property at the northeast corner 
of Washington and Oakland Avenues from 
D-1 professional office district to F com- 
mercial district be denied. 


The site under consideration lies within 
an area generally designated for commer- 
cial uses on the 1960 Master Plan. A 
recent revision of this plan specifically de- 
signates the land to the south of the sub- 
ject parcel for professional office use, and 
the Board believes that this area should 
also develop into professional office uses. 
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The site under consideration is relative- 
ly small for a service station. A more rea- 
sonable size would be approximately 125 
feet deep. This would allow adequate space 
for landscape, screening and setbacks to 
protect adjacent property owners. More- 
over, the site would be too small for most 
intensive uses and would certainly be un- 
desirable for single family residential de- 
velopment since it abuts a major street 
and state highway. 


The central business district is void of 
this type of facility at present and this 
location would be easily accessible from all 
Parts of the downtown area. Nevertheless, 
the extremely high traffic volumes on Oak- 
land Avenue, while creating a market po- 
tential for service stations, also would 
create a potential hazard due to the direct 
access necessary for this type of facility. 


This general area is presently developing 
into office uses. Large older homes have 
been renovated and converted to office use 
and some new office structures have been 
constructed. The character of this area 
has thus far been preserved and improved. 
A service station would not be in keeping 
with this character and could set a prece- 
dent for strip commercial development 
along Washington or Oakland Avenues. 


Presently there is a great deal of land 
in the central city which is already within 
zoning districts which would accommodate 
gasoline service stations. Furthermore, the 
Lansing Redevelopment Board is presently 
advertising for proposals to construct a 
parking ramp containing this type of 
facility very near the center of the central 
business district. Several oil companies 
have shown an interest but no firm commit- 
ment has yet been made. 


Approximately 25 persons appeared at 
the public hearing in objection to this 
petition. 


This recommendation was by unanimous 
vote.

Gentlemen: 


With reference to the question which has 
arisen in connection with the request for 
a lot split of Lot 59 of the Maple Grove 
Farms Subdivision No. 2, in the 2900 block 
of Midwood Street, in the City of Lansing, 
my investigation of the matter indicates 
several factors. 


Maple Grove Farms Subdivision No. 2 is 
not covered by what would be called a 
blanket subdivision restriction. Any restric- 
tions present are carried on the deeds for 
each individual lot and would be recorded 
only as each deed was recorded. The Ing- 
ham County Register of Deeds was able to 
provide me with a copy of the deed to Lot 
68 in this same subdivision, which I have 
attached. This does contain certain restric- 
tions as to the use of the property, although 
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nothing is mentioned with respect to further 
division of the lots. It would probably be 
reasonable to surmise that the other lots 
in the subdivision would include similar 
restrictions, but this would only be my 
opinion. 


In order to accurately determine the exact 
restrictions applicable to Lot 59 the abstract 
of this property would have to be posted to 
date and examined. The cost of having an 
abstract prepared would be approximately 
$150.00, at $8.00 per entry. A title search, 
yielding the same information would cost 
about the same amount, 


My opinion as to this particular lot split 
is that the split was properly authorized 
by the Planning Department. The nature 
of the restrictions placed on Lot 63, and the 
fact that the Assessor’s Plat Map indicates 
superficially, at least, that several of these 
lots have been divided, indicate to me that 
there should be no problem with this lot 
being split. 


As to future petitions of this nature, I 
would suggest that the individual or party 
requesting the split be required, at the time 
of the request, to sign a certificate of some 
sort attesting to the fact that there are no 
subdivision resrictions prohibiting the fur- 
ther subdivision of the lot. The burden 
and expense of examining the abstract for 
any recorded restrictions would thus be 
placed upon the property owner requesting 
the lot split, the Planning Department 
would thus be able to make its recommen- 
dation after considering all factors potenti- 
ally involved.

On Monday, April 6, 1970, complaints 
were filed with the City Council by resi- 
dents of Kaynorth Street regarding odors 
being discharged from the H. Salt (fish 
take-out) establishment on S, Cedar, Other 
complaints centered on parking and traffic 
problems resulting from that establishment. 


According to Steve Zelski, Building De- 
partment, the problem appears to be in the 
use of the large outdoor incinerator, which 
is used primarily for the disposal of ship- 
ping cartons even though they have been 
saturated with brine and juices from raw 
fish. The Building Department has recom- 
mended and ordered the discontinuation of 
this incinerator in favor of a daily rub- 
bish pick-up. This latter service was 
started on April 21. Too, the management 
is now making changes in the hood ex- 
haust system and though this may not be 
full-proof, it is hoped that this will help 
to resolve some of the problem. The dis- 
charge from the cooking is not harmful 
to properties or interior wall finishes but 
it has been a nuisance as far as odor is 
concerned. 


There is no doubt that the parking prob- 
lem is a nuisance to the neighborhood. The 
Lansing Police Department has been ad- 
vised and we are in hopes that this prob- 
lem can be eliminated. 

Presently, the Planning Department is 
researching fence requirements. Mr. Guern- 
sey should have a report available to us 
shortly.

A special program be designed to serve 
the Model Cities Neighborhood. 


7. Consideration and serious study be 
given to consolidating school bus opera- 
tions with the mass transit system. 


8. A small bus operation be provided in 
the central city and once this service 
is in operation, parking be discontinued 
on Washington Avenue. 


However, in connection with the above 
recommendation number eight (8), the 
Board does not recommend the elimination 
of parking on Washington Avenue until 
the pedestrian mall is established. At that 
time possibly a mini bus service could be 
established, 


These small buses should circulate people 
throughout the downtown area. This ser- 
vice should be provided at no cost to 
passengers—costs to be borne by joint 
cooperation of merchants in the downtown 
area and the City of Lansing.

of the Department of Public Safety. 


Chief Husby also asked for an opinion 
as to whether the Lansing police officers 
are in fact entitled to the same benefits, 
when performing their duties outside the 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing, as 
they receive while working inside the City 
of Lansing. 


In the same letter I advised the Police 
Chief that the officers are entitled to the 
same benefits since, according to the above 
quoted statutes, the duties of a Lansing 
police officer are to be performed and ex- 
ercised, not only in the city limits, but also 
outside the corporate limits. 


By this letter I am recommending to you 
that the Lansing City Council adopt a 
resolution to the effect that the officers shall 
receive and are enitled to the same bene- 
fits, while performing their duties outside 
the corporate limits of the city, as they 
receive and are entitled to while performing 
their official duties inside the City of 
Lansing.

Subject to your approval the grant ap- 
plication accompanying this letter will be 
submitted to the Office of Highway Safety 
Planning, Department of State Police, State 
of Michigan. 


After review by that office, it will go to 
the U. §S. Department of Transportation, 
Federal Highway Administration, National 
Highway Safety Bureau for further review 
and subsequent funding. The application 
is for revision and continuation of last 
years’ grant which has been operated since 
July 1, 1969. This grant is being used to 
increase our Pedestrian Traffic Safety Pro- 
gram under the direction of Lieutenant 
Patrick E. Long. 


The revision of last years’ grant applica- 
tion will make possible the purchase of a 
“Safety-Mobile’ bus, associated audio- 
visual aid equipment, and office equipment, 
which will serve as a valuable addition to 
the department for use in educating and 
training children, young people, and adults 
in the observance of proper pedestrian 
safety concepts. With the additions brought 
into the Police Department by last years’ 
grant and the continuation during the com- 
ing fiscal year, Lieutenant Long’s School 
Safety Program has also been measurably 
increased by the addition of four safety 
officers to the previous staff of two. A 
highly accelerated visitation of pedestrian 
officers to grade schools has been made pos- 
sible, Also as a result of activities funded 
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by the grant, police officers have been able 
to make similar visitations into junior 
high schools and high schools within the 
City. 

The project is financed on a 50% federal, 
50% local basis. The non-federal share of 
funds will be well within the funding bud- 
geted for the next fiscal year. The City’s

RE: Drag Strips and Mini Bike Trails 
Gentlemen: 


You have asked for an opinion as to the 
potential liability of the city if a drag 
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strip is established and maintained by the 
city. A related problem concerns the estab- . 
lishment of mini bike trails in parks, 


Although, it has been held that the main=— 
tenance of a drag strip is not an ultra - 
hazardous activity, which would subject the 
city to absolute liability, it is still a fact 
that drag racing is inherently dangerous 
and the potential of liability appears to - 
be great. The city would be exposing itself 
to @ new area of potential liability. 


As you know, municipal corporations en- 
joy the doctrine of governmental immunity, ¢ 
as long as they are involved in governmental 
functions. The immunity, however, does - 
not apply if the action in question is in 
the nature of a proprietary function. A ° 
very good argument can be made that the 
maintenance of a drag strip and mini bike 
trails are non-governmental functions and, 
therefore, proprietary functions to which 
the governmental immunity does not apply. - 
Liability could then arise from negligence 
in the construction and maintenance of ~ 
the drag strip. It should be remembered 
that drag racing is inherently dangerous - 
and, therefore, a high standard of care is - 
imposed and required by law, in order to 
escape the conclusion that negligence is 
involved. A court may very well determine - 
that a high standard of care is only met: 
if the city employs officers to police the: 
area, puts a high fence and barricade. 
around the drag strip, for the safety of 
the spectators, ete. It could also be de- 
termined that the maintenance of a drag 
strip or mini bike trail is an attractive 
nuisance, This in essence would mean that 
the city is liable in case a young child 
wanders onto the drag strip or the mini 
bike trail and is involved in an accident.

Therefore, it is my opinion, from a legal 
point of view, that the city’s exposure to 
potential liability would be greatly increased , 
and I recommend that the city not proceed 
with the establishment of mini bike trails 
and/or drag racing strips.

As you are aware the Air Pollution Board, 
since its inception, has been charged with 
the responsibility for enforcing the Lansing 
Air Pollution Control Ordinance. 


In recent years significant progress has 
been made in obtaining compliance from 
the industrial and commercial segments 
of Lansing. Most recently, Centrifuse, Inc., 
for example, has invested over $600,000 in 
the installation of pollution control equip- 
ment. Sizable expenditures have also been 
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incurred by John Bean and W. R. Grace 
in coming into compliance. 


On the basis of our experience, we as a 
Board—after serious investigation and study 
—have come to the conclusion that our 
efforts to improve the quality of air in 
Lansing are largely dependent upon de- 
veloping an alternative to the present 
method of handling residential solid waste 
disposal. We have had available to us 
the study conducted by the Public Service 
Board, consultation with the City-County 
Health Department and complaints register- 
ed with the Board. All of these point to 
the need to close a gap in our existing legal 
authority, namely, prohibiting open burn- 
ing in residential areas. 


Enclosed you will find a summary of rec- 
ommendations prepared by a sub-committee 
of the Board in cooperation with the Public 
Service Department outlining a possible 
course of action to deal with this situation. 
We respectfully urge your consideration 
of this request for action which, in our 
opinion, will make an effective contribution 
to current efforts to maintain and improve 
the quality of life in Lansing.

Because of the blighting influence of 
nearby noxious uses such as the corregated 
sheet metal warehouse and outdoor equip- 
ment storage west of the subject parcel, 
the Planning Board does not believe that it 
should encourage further residential de- 
velopment by creating another lot.

In this particular case this philosophy 
would apply quit well, The land in ques- 
tion is of adequate size to accommodate the 
proposed use, with open space between the 
existing development. The screening re- 
quirements along the commercial district 
can be enforced to add further protection.

For some time the Fire Board has been 
aware of a potentially serious lack of com- 
munication capability between the position 
at the top of the department’s several 
truck-mounted aerial ladders and the con- 
trol position at the base of those ladders, 


Because of a high noise level, usually 
present during firefighting operations, com- 
munications between these two positions 
has been limited to hand and arm signals. 
In the course of fighting several recent 
fires, the vulnerable position of the man 
at the top of the ladder has been very evi- 
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dent. Intervisibility is often seriously re- 
stricted by smoke and on many occasions, 
the man at the top of the ladder is com- 
pletely obscured from the view of his part- 
ner at the base of the ladder and from com- 
mand officers supervising the activity. 
During these periods of obscurement, the 
man at the top of the ladder is unable to 
relay instructions or information to his 
partner at the base of the ladder or even 
more critical, is unable to ask for as- 
sistance or for removal, should those 
actions be required. 


The seriousness of this problem has been 
recognized by other departments and a 
two-way intercommunications system has 
been developed and marketed by a firm in 
Seattle, Washington (see attachment). 


Because of the many types of fire equip- 
ment in use across the country, no uni- 
versal installation is available and _con- 
siderable ‘‘cut and fit” is required. From 
existing monies, the Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment managed to secure the components 
for one installation. Working with Sea- 
grave factory representatives (all Lansing 
aerial ladder trucks are built by Seagrave) 
our Chief of Apparatus Virgil Gurecki 
made the necessary adaptation and com- 
pleted the installation of an intercom sys- 
tem on the department’s ladder truck No. 1. 
Tests have been highly successful and offi- 
cers and men are enthusiastic about the 
installation and the added safety margin 
it will provide. 


In the interest of providing maximum 
safety for the individual fire-fighters, the 
Board considers it essential that installa- 
tions be made on the remaining five ladder 
trucks without delay. Experience in the 
first installation establishes that the five 
remaining installations can be accomplished 
by the department’s garage personnel at a 
total material cost of $400 per unit or 
$2,000 for all five installations. Chief 
Gurecki estimates the first unit can be 
installed and in service within 75 days with 
additional installations being completed at 
15-day intervals. 


The Fire Board considers this action to 
be of an emergency nature and requests 
Council consideration.

To enforce the performance 
of this provision the seller and such as- 
signees, as well as the Local Authority, 
shall have the right to proceed against the 
Government by action at law or suit in 
equity. 


(2) The Local Authority agrees to oper- 
ate the Project in accordance with guide- 
lines for the Homeownership Program for 
Low-Income Families as prescribed by the 
Government. The Local Authority shall 
enter into an agreement with the occupant 
of each dwelling in the Project which 
agreement shall be in the form of Home- 
buyers Ownership Agreement as approved 
by the Government for the Homeownership 
Program for Low-Income Families and pro- 
vides for the ultimate ownership of the 
dwelling by each occupant who has _ per- 
formed all of the obligations and conditions 
precedent imposed upon him by such agree- 
ment: Provided That, upon conveyance of 
any such unit and payment and retirement 
of the amount of the Local Authroity’s 
outstanding obligations attributable to such 
unit the annual contributions otherwise 
payable in respect to the Project shall be 
reduced by the amount thereof allocable 
to such unit, Failure of the Local Author-

Development Cost shall include the cost of 
acquisition of the Project and interest on 
that portion of borrowed monies allocable 
to the Project for only such period as may 
be specifically approved by the Government. 


(6) Subject to reduction as provided in 
Sec. 415 and in the Homebuyers Ownership 
Agreement the amount of annual contribu- 
tions payable on each Annual Contribution 
Date with respect to the Project shall not 
exceed an amount, as determined by the 
Government, which if applied annually at 
the interest rate (adjusted to the nearest 
one-eighth of one percent) charged the 
Local Authority during the next preceding 
Fiscal Year would fully amortize the 
amount of the Minimum Development Cost 
of the Project on the first day of the month 
following the twenty-fifth Annual Contri- 
bution Date. 


(7). Within 60 days after the end of each 
Fiscal Year and for the period of twenty- 
five years following the twenty-fifth An- 
nual Contribution Date in respect to the 
Project the Local Authority shall pay to 
the Government all Residual Receipts of 
the Project for such Fiscal Year, provided 
that the aggregate amount of such pay-

(8) No part of the funds on deposit in 
the Debt Service Fund or the Advance 
Amortization Fund with respect to any 
other Project under this Contract, or the 
funds available for deposit in such Funds 
for such other Projects, shall be applied to 
the retirement of Notes or Bonds issued 
for this Project, nor shall any such funds 
on deposit or available for deposit from 
this Project be used with respect to any 
ee Project or Projects under this Con- 
tract.

However, there are not sufficient 
funds to do the total metropolitan housing 
analysis. 


Discussions have been underway with the 
various political and planning bodies within 
the Lansing metropolitan region with the 
direct purpose of achieving a unified, co- 
ordinated and jointly funded approach. The 
direct result of a jointly accomplished mar- 
ket analysis will be to provide the private 
market with adequate knowledge and pro- 
jections needed upon which can be based 
private development decisions. 


To obtain necessary funding, provide for 
joint coordination of the regional housing 
study, the Planning Board recommends that 
an application for Federal 701 funds be ap- 
plied for, and further that contacts with 
Lansing’s private development market rep- 
resentatives be made to further strengthen 
a unified approach and to obtain joint par- 
ticipation in funding.

SUBJECT: Purchase of Oldsmobiles— 
1969-70 


During the Summer and Fall of 1969 the 
Standardization and Specifications Commit- 
tee prepared seven specifications for auto- 
mobiles to be purchased by the City of 
Lansing during the 1970 model year. 


The committee felt that standardization 
of automobiles would be beneficial to the 
City for a number of reasons, namely: 


j. Lower inventory of parts, tires, wheels, 
etc., would be needed to be kept on hand, 


2. Availability of parts whenever needed 
because of major parts warehouse is 
near Lansing. 


8. Engineering expertise available at fac- 
tory if any special problems arose with 
the automobiles. 


4. Mechanics would become experts on the 
automobiles purchased. 


5. That by instituting a policy of system- 
atically replacing all automobiles on a 
yearly or lower mileage basis, would 
lower the actual net cost to the City 
for automobiles. 
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Furthermore, the committee felt that con- 
sideration should be given to a local manu- 
facturer. They are our largest real estate 
taxpayer and are among our largest City 
Income Tax payer. The City of Lansing 
received its proportionate share of the en- 
tire profit of General Motors. No other 
automobile manufacturer has a plant in 
Lansing. Cooperation in the past with the 
Oldsmobile Division of G.M, has been of 
material and financial benefit to the City. 
The City has had the use of from one to 
seven automobiles at a time without any 
cost, except tires and gas, over the years. 


Many times parts are made available by 
Oldsmobile at little or no cost to the City, 
especially during model changeover. It 
would be almost impossible to accurately 
estimate the savings to the City over the 
years. This is especially true when a model 
is updated during a model year. The com- 
mittee felt that no other dealer or manu- 
facturer would or could give us this kind of 
consideration. 


Two years ago the City changed its policy 
of trading in automobiles and now sell the 
old automobiles at auction. It is very ap- 
parent after three sales that Oldsmobile 
commands a premium price at auction. 
Lansing is basically an Oldsmobile city. 
People are willing and anxious to own Olds, 
therefore, we are assured a ready market 
for all our trade-ins. 


In our study on standardization we found 
that this was a general practice under simi- 
lar circumstances, namely, when only one 
manufacturer was located within a city. 
Dearborn buys Fords, Pontiac uses Ponti- 
acs, Flint uses Buicks, and Kenosha, Wis- 
consin uses American Motor products, Each 
of these cities has found it advantageous to 
buy a locally manufactured product. We 
agree! Also, we understand that many pub- 
lie authorities have standardized, and these 
agencies are usually charged with the re- 
sponsibility of operating as economically as 
possible. 


Numerous other instances can be stated 
that will justify the recommendation to 
Council. 


The Committee on Standardization and 
Specifications unanimously recommended to 
Council that we standardize the purchase of 
automobiles and the Council concurred on 
October 6, 1969. 


On November 6, 1969 bids were opened 
on the seven specifications as outlined 
above. We received three bids from local 
dealers, Story Oldsmobile, Starnaman Olds- 
mobile and University Oldsmobile, Each of 
these bids were very close. I was acting 
as Purchasing Agent at this time and after 
a comparison of the price bid on individual 
automobiles on November 6 and the price 
paid for 69 models, I rejected all bids and 
readvertised for bids on the same specifica- 
tions to be opened on November 20, 1969. 


We had expected an increase in 1970 over 
1969 prices of approximately $100 to $150. 
However, on Spec. #1, patrol cars, the in- 
crease was from $2,485.50 to $2,958.37, or 
$472.87, On Spec. #2, the increase was 
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$420.85. This was more than the increase 
we thought was justified so we rejected the 
bids in the best interest of the City and 
solicited other bids. On this second bid, 
we opened the bidding to all regional Olds- 
mobile dealers and we received ten bids, 


These bids were opened November 20, 
1969. It was interesting to note that the 
low bidder on November 6, 1969 reduced his 
second bid on Spec. #1 by $386.00 or just 
$86.87 more than we paid for this same 
ear in 1969. Even with this decrease of 
$386.00 the successful bidder was $419.25 
lower than the first bid. It is very apparent 
that we saved $419.25 per vehicle by rebid- 
ding or a total of $5,450.25 on this one 
purchase alone. 


All other specifications were similar ex- 
cept that on Spec. #7, the difference he- 
tween the one bidders first and second bid 
was $1,441.00. In fact, the difference be- 
tween the 1969-1970 model years was 
$600.55. 


The successful low bidder was $1,477.80 
lower than the first low bid received. Thus, 
the City saved this amount by rebidding. 


The actual savings to the City on the pur- 
chase of 51 vehicles by rejecting the first 
bid and rebidding was in excess of 
$24,500.00 


On December 6, 1969 we held an auction 
and sold the cars that were being replaced 
by this initial order in November. At this 
ae we scheduled another auction in May 
of 1970. 


We purchased vehicles at the bid price of 
November 20, 1969 until April 22, 1970. 


During the preparation for the auction 
to be held May 9, 1970, we reviewed our 
needs for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 
1970. We were aware of the fact that the 
delivery of 1971 model cars may be delayed 
by a strike in the Fall, and that the wage 
settlement would probably increase the 
price of 1971 models over 1970 more than 
the normal amount. Also, many of our de- 
partmental vehicles were in need of repair 
or would require considerable maintenance 
if they were kept much longer. In fact, we 
replaced one car in March for this very 
reason. 


With the above information we approach- 
ed the various departmental heads and 
asked them to release their cars early so 
we could sell them on May 9, and we would 
order 1970 models at the price bid on No- 
vember 20, 1969. 


We did remove a number of cars from 
service and sold them on May 9, 1970. 


Since we assumed we had plenty of time 
to prepare purchase orders for these re- 
placement cars and still meet the deadline 
for ordering 1970 models, we asked the de- 
partments to prepare their requisitions and 
have them to us early in the week of May 
10. We assumed we would pay the bid 
price of November 20, 1969 for these cars. 


JUNE 22, 1970 


After we had prepared these purchase 
orders, we called the low bidder and he 
picked them up May 14. He then proceeded 
to order these vehicles. At this time he 
was informed that the bid assistance avail- 
able on the November 20, 1969 would no 
longer held for the City of Lansing. 


This was the first official indication that 
we would not have hid assistance, This put 
us in a dilemma, We felt that Oldsmobile 
should allow bid assistance and so indicated 
in a letter dated and delivered May 15, 1970. 
This letter was reviewed by local Olds- 
mobile officials and later, we understand, 
by G.M. corporate officials in Detroit. We 
were informed on Wednesday, May 20, that 
bid assistance was refused. This meant that 
the price of these automobiles would either 
have to be renegotiated or new bids solic- 
ited. We inquired of the fleet manager at 
Oldsmobile how long would it take to quote 
a price to a dealer if we asked for quotes. 
He said this information would be available 
immediately. We then asked if a quote 
could be made by 11:00 a.m. Thursday. He 
ue they could be in by 4:00 p.m. Wednes- 

ay. 


I then decided to ask for quotes form the 
three local dealers, plus one in Jackson. 
The information was hand delivered by Mr. 
McKinch, Mr. Gurecki, and Mr. McCormick 
of Oldsmobile. None of these dealers re- 
quested additional time when these papers 
were delivered or at any other time before 
the quotes were opened at 11:00 a.m. on 
Thursday, May 14, 1970. 


Three quotes were personally delivered by 
the dealers involved. One local dealer did 
not return his quote. These quotes were 
opened by myself, in the presence of the 
three local dealers or their representatives, 
Mr. Gurecki, Mr. McKinch and Mr. Robert 
Backus. 


The quotes were compiled and a letter 
written to Council recommending their ap- 
proval. The Council approved this recom- 
mendation on May 25, 1970 by a 7 to 1 vote 
and purchase orders were issued and picked 
up May 26, 1970. Final orders had to be in 
to Oldsmobile by May 29, 1970. 


It would have been impossible to comply 
with the readvertising provisions of the 
Purchasing Ordinance and still ordered 
1970 model cars to replace automobiles al- 
ready sold on May 9, 1970. 


We proceeded in what we believed was 
the only rational way open to us and what 
would be in the best interest of the City. 


We believe an emergency existed and we 
acted accordingly.

Relative to the June 9, 1970, communica- 
tion I received from the City Clerk’s office 
pertaining to the Air Pollution Control, we 
wish to forward to you these facts: 


In 1969 the Fire Prevention Bureau an- 
swered 1,265 complaints; 1200 of these 
were burning complaints, This means that 
another 1200 calls had to be made to make 
sure those found in violation complied with 
the ordinance. Therefore, a total of 2,400 
calls were made on burning complaints. 
This is an extremely expensive, time con- 
suming operation: Time that could be more 
advantageously spent on regular, necessary 
inspections and investigations. 


In 1969 the fire department responded to 
234 alarms to extinguish rubbish fires, 


Our 1969 records also reveal that nine- 
teen (19) buildings were set on fire by 
nearby rubbish burning for a loss to the 
buildings of $13,567.05. 


As you know, at the present time, there 
is an ordinance in effect (proposed by this 
office) which prohibits “open burning” in 
No. 1 Fire Limits. We are in agreement 
with the recommendation of the Air Pollu- 
tion Board, that all “open burning” should 
stop and a city wide pick-up of all rubbish 
and debris be initiated as soon as possible. 
How this can be implemented, we do not 
know and, at this time, are unable to offer 
any recommendation. We would assume a 
person using an approved indoor incinera- 
tor and garbage disposal would receive 
credit for these items and be charged only 
for the collection of non-combustible waste.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

Section 1, That Sections 31-52 and 31-56 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan be amended so that such 
sections shall read as follows: 


ADD words and/or phrases in CAPS; 
DELETE words and/or phrases in brackets. 
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Section 81-52. Method of parking, over- 
parking, proof of ownership of vehicle, 


When any vehicle shall be parked next to 
a parking meter or within any municipal 
parking lot or within any municipal park- 
ing ramp garage, the owner or operator 
of such vehicle shall park within the area 
designated by the curb or street marking 
lines or as shown upon the surface of park- 
ing lots, PARKING DECKS OF RAMP 
GARAGES or areas as indicated for par- 
allel or diagonal] parking and shall not park 
within any aisle or traffic lane. 


Upon entering ANY [such] parking 
space, WHERE THERE IS A PARKING 
METER, THE OWNER OR OPERATOR 
OF SUCH VEHICLE shall immediately de- 
posit in such meter a coin or coins of the 
United States [for the maximum] TO OB- 
TAIN legal parking [limit as shown] TIME 
as INDICATED on such meter head. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to fail 
or neglect to so deposit the proper coin, 
or coins, or to fail to park within such 
designated area. Such parking space may 
then be used by such vehicle during the 
legal parking limit provided by the ordi- 
nances of the city, and such vehicle shall be 
considered as unlawfully parked if it re- 
mains in such space beyond the legal park- 
ing limit or when such parking meter dis- 
plays a signal showing such illegal parking. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
cause any vehicle, operated by him, to be 
parked in any municipal parking lot, OR 
MUNICIPAL PARKING RAMP GARAGE, 
which lot OR RAMP GARAGE requires a 
permit for such parking, without first ob- 
taining the required permit by payment of 
the prescribed fee to the city, and without 
properly displaying this permit on the 
LEFT SIDE OF THE REAR [or front] 
WINDOW, of the vehicle so parked, WHEN 
PARKED IN THE PARKING LOTS AND 
IN THE RAMP GARAGES. It shall also be 
unlawful for any person to cause any vehi- 
ele operated by him, to be parked in any 
permit parking lot OR PARKING RAMP 
GARAGE other than the lot OR RAMP 
GARAGE DECK LEVEL for which his 
permit was issued. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
cause any vehicle operated by him to be 
unlawfully parked as set out in this sec- 
tion ; provided, however, proof of ownership 
as disclosed by the records of the secretary 
of State shall be prima facie evidence that 
such vehicle was parked by the owner or 
one of the owners thereof.

It shall be the duty of the traffic officers 
or other persons AUTHORIZED AND so 
instructed to take the parking meter num- 
ber, the state vehicle license number and to 
issue a parking violation ticket and affix a 
copy thereof to the vehicle found parked in 
violation of the provisions of this article, 
On mechanically operated MUNICIPAL 
parking lots, MUNICIPAL attendant park- 
ing lots, MUNICIPAL permit lots or MU- 
NICIPAL parking ramp garages, it shall 
be the duty of traffic officers or other per- 
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sons AUTHORIZED AND [so] instructed 
to issue a parking violation ticket in the 
manner herein described to those vehicles 
illegally parked in said lots OR PARKING 
RAMP GARAGES or who do not pay the 
fee prescribed. Complaint may also be 
made to the office of the city attorney and 
a warrant may be issued against those fail- 
ing or refusing to pay the prescribed fee.

Dear Mr. Mayor Pro-Tem and 

Council Members: 


Attached is a letter from the U. S. De- 
partment of Labor, Manpower Administra- 
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tor, as signed by Lewis F. Nicolini, Chair- 
man of the Regional CAMPS Committee 
and Regional Manpower Administrator. He 
has attached a memorandum to be adopted 
by the Council and signed by each member 
of the Council and the Mayor. 


In_a communication to Mr. David Froh, 
dated June 25, 1970, Mr. Nicolini quoted 
the following from Mr. Malcolm R. Lovel, 
Jr., Deputy Assistant Secretary for Man- 
Power and Manpower Administrator: 
“While we have no objections to the Mayor 
assigning this staff to CDA unit, we be- 
lieve this should be discretionary ; in other 
words, the Mayor should have the flexibility 
for determining the location of the Man- 
power Staff.” In keeping with this author- 
ity, as vested with my position, I requested 
that the Manpower Staff be attached to the 
Mayor’s office. Contrary to this, the deci- 
sion by Council was to put it under the 
Model Cities Agency. 


Manpower Information Service, the Bu- 
reau of National Affairs, Vol. 1, No. 18, 
dated May 20, 1970, reads as follows: 


“The planning staff positions offered to 
mayors who accept the secretariat of local 
committees in the Cooperative Area Man- 
power Planning System perhaps represent 
their best resource for taking control over 
manpower training. There are other de- 
velopments and types of assistance which 
could also abet the mayor’s efforts if they 
are aware of them and use them to their 
best advantage. 


“The CAMPS planing grants for which 
mayors may apply at least have the virtue 
of being fairly clean in their intent. This 
cannot be said for all remaining advice and 
assistance the mayors are receiving from 
the federal government. Confusion and 
often conflicting actions give the impression 
that the Administration has not yet taken 
a firm posture concerning the mayor’s role 
in manpower programs. Moreover, each 
federa] agency seems to be going to great 
lengths to protect its respective affiliated 
local agencies. The uncertainty which per- 
meates the manpower scene at the national 
level does not create a strong foundation 
for the mayor at the local level 


Jurisdiction Problems 


“Tmmediately after the Manpower Ad- 
ministration announced the availability of 
$4 million in funds for CAMPS planning 
staff for mayors, the Assistant Secretary 
of HUD for Model Cities sent a letter to 
the mayors of model cities advising them 
to place these CAMPS position in their city 
demonstration agencies (CDA). The CDA 
as the planning and coordinating agency 
for Model Cities is concerned primarily with 
a specifically defined target neighborhood 
within a single political jurisdiction, Al- 
though HUD has permitted Model Cities to 
expand their target areas, participating 
cities have not done so except for a few 
minor alterations in neighborhood bound- 
aries. The merits of placing staff concerned 
with metropolitan area manpower planning 
in an agency principally concerned with a 
single neighborhood are difficult to discern 
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—unless one wishes to promote Model Cities 
above all else.” 


Because of the above and of the quote of 
Malcolm R. Lovel, Jr. I would again re- 
quest that the Manpower Staff be assigned 
under the direct jurisdiction of the Mayor 
and not the Model Cities Agency. Certainly, 
this should be permitted by amendment to 
the originally adopted contract. With this 
should go the necessary changes for rent, 
insurance, ete,

ORDINANCE NO. 234 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING AN ARTICLE 
TO BE NUMBERED IV AND BY ADDING 
SECTIONS NUMBERED 33-27 THROUGH 
33-48, INCLUSIVE TO CHAPTER 33 OF 
SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 33 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
article to be numbered IV and by adding 
section numbered 83-27 through 33-43, in- 
clusive, to read as follows: 


ARTICLE IV. WRECKERS 
Sec. 38-27. Definitions. 


The following words when used in this 
article shall, for the purpose of this article, 
have the meaning respectively ascribed to 
them in this article, as follows: 


(1) ‘“‘Wrecker’’ means every motor ve- 
hicle designed for or engaged in the busi- 
ness of towing, transporting, conveying 
and/or removing for hire any and all kinds 
of vehicles which are unable to be and/or 
are actually not operated under their own 
power, such towing being done by means 
of lifting the towed vehicle totally or par- 
tially off the ground. 


(2) “Person” means every natural per- 
son, firm, co-partnership, association, or 
corporation and their legal successors. 


Sec, 33-28. License—required, duration, 
fee, display, transfer. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
operate or cause to be operated, for hire, 
a wrecker upon the streets of the city with- 
out first obtaining a license from the City 
Clerk. The City Clerk is hereby authorized 
to grant such license for the purpose afore- 
said. Such license is given for the duration 
of one (1) year and will expire on the last 
day of April of each year. The annual fee 
to be paid for such license shall be fifty 
dollars ($50.00) for the first wrecker and 
ten dollars ($10.00) for each additional 
wrecker owned and registered in the name 
of the first wrecker owner, After Novem- 
ber 1, the fee for the remainder of the 
licensed year will be twenty-five dollars 
($25.00) for the first wrecker and five dol- 
lars ($5.00) for each wrecker thereafter. 
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The City Clerk shall issue a sticker for 
each licensed wrecker indicating that said 
vehicle is licensed for the current year. 
Recorded on such sticker by the City Clerk 
will be the license plate number, vehicle 
number and name of the vehicle owner. 
Each sticker shall be affixed to the inner 
side of the lower right-hand corner of the 
windshield. Wrecker licenses are not trans- 
ferable from one person to another. How- 
ever, wrecker licenses may be transferred 
from one wrecker to another upon applica- 
tion to the City Clerk and the payment of 
a two dollar ($2.00) transfer fee. 


Sec, 33-29. Same—application. 


Application for wrecker licenses shall be 
made by the owner, lessee or bailee thereof, 
on forms to be furnished by the City Clerk. 
Such application shall contain the full 
name and address of the owner, lessee or 
bailee, the applicant, the location of the 
business, location of all vehicle storage lots, 
as well as the year, make, license number, 
and the vehicle number of the vehicle for 
which the license is desired. The rates to be 
charged, and any other information, which 
the City Clerk shall deem necessary and 
proper for the full protection of the licen- 
see’s interest shall also be included. The 
application shall be sworn to by the appli- 
cant. 


Sec, 33-30. Same—revocation. 


Every license issued under this article 
shall be revocable by the City Council, 
should the licensee operate its business in 
such a way as to violate the laws of the 
state, the ordinances of the city or the pro- 
visions of this arfticle. Upon receiving no- 
tice of such violations, the Chief of Police, 
or his representative, shall file a petition 
with the City Clerk specifying the viola- 
tions with which the licensee is charged, 
and requesting that the wrecker license be 
revoked. Upon receipt of said petition, the 
City Council shall set a date for hearing 
the alleged violations, and the licensee shall 
be given not less than five (5) days written 
notice of the hearing. At such hearing the 
licensee and his attorney may be present 
and may submit evidence in his defense. 
If the City Council determines that the li- 
censee is guilty of the violations charged, 
they may revoke the wrecker license. 


Sec. 33-31. Rules and regulations for in- 
spection of wreckers,. 


Prior to the issuance or renewal of any 
license, the applicant must submit each 
and every wrecker desired to be licensed to 
the authorized representative of the Chief 
of Police for a vehicle inspection. 


Sec. 33-32. Same—Vehicles found unsafe. 


If, at any time, the Chief of Police or his 
representative shall inspect the equipment, 
used by any licensee under this article, and 
deem it to be inadequate or unsafe, in ac- 
cordance with Act $00, P.A. 1949, as 
amended, he shall have the power to de- 
mand immediate correction and, if not cor- 
rected to the full satisfaction of the Chief 
of Police, or his representative, he shall 
have the power to petition the City Council 
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to deny or revoke the license of persons 
operating with such equipment, and the 
Council shall have the same power to revoke 
as in Sec. 33-30 above, 


Sec. 38-33. Insurance. 


Every person applying for a wrecker li- 
sense, pursuant to this article or engaged 
in the business of operating a wrecker, 
shall file with the City Clerk a public lia- 
bility and property damage insurance policy 
insuring such person and the City of Lan- 
sing against any liability imposed upon 
such person, and/or the City of Lansing, 
arising out of the operation of the wreckers 
on the public highways by such person, 
Such policy, so filed, shall provide for pay- 
Ment up to Twenty-five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000) in the event of injury or death 
of any one person, and for payment up to 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000) in the 
event of injury or death of more than one 
(1) person, and for payment up to Ten 
Thousand Dollars ($10,000) for property 
damage. Such policies shall bear an en- 
dorsement to the effect that the insurance 
company shall notify the City Clerk at 
least ten (10) days prior to the expiration 
of such policy, whether by way of cancella- 
tion or limitation of term. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to operate or cause 
to be operated, such wrecker within the city 
limits unless a policy of insurance, as afore- 
said, is in force at the time of such opera- 
tion, 


Sec. 33-34. Bond, 


In adition to the insurance policies, here- 
inbefore specified to be filed with the City 
Clerk and approved as a prerequisite to is- 
suance of a license, any person engaging 
in the business of operating a wrecker shall 
file with the City Clerk a bond in the penal 
sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) in- 
demnifying the City of Lansing against any 
and all violations of any ordinance, rule or 
regulation of the City of Lansing, to in- 
demnify the City of Lansing for any and 
all damage to public property of any kind 
or nature, and conditioned that said li- 
sensee will pay to the City of Lansing all 
fines or penalties which may be assessed 
against said licensee for the breach of any 
ordinance relating to the business carried 
on by such person. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate or cause to be 
operated such wrecker within the city limits 
unless a bond, as required by this section 
is in force at the time of said operation. 


Sec, 33-35. Same -—— approval by City 
Council. 


Prior to issuance or renewal of any li- 
cense, under this article, the City Council 
shall approve the license application and 
the bond required by this article. 


Sec. 33-36. Rates 


(1) Rates for towing non-commercially 
licensed vehicles. 


The licensee shall charge for towing ser- 
vices for non-commercially licensed vehicles 
on the following basis. A reasonable rate, 
not to exceed Ten dollars ($10.00) per 
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wrecker, furnished during the hours of 
8:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m.; and a reasonable 
rate not to exceed Twelve dollars ($12.00) 
per wrecker, furnished for all other hours ; 
a reasonable rate not to exceed One dollar 
($1.00) a loaded mile in excess of three 
loaded miles; a reasonable rate not to ex- 
ceed Fifteen dollars ($15.00) per hour pro- 
rated into one-quarter hour increments in 
excess of one-half hour at the scene of any 
tow. All hourly rates to be based on total 
time only at the scene of the tow. Rates to 
be reviewed by the City Council upon a 
petition by the licensee(s). 


{2) Rates for storage of non-commercial- 
ly licensed vehicles. 


The licensee shall charge for storage of 
non-commercially licensed vehicles on the 
following basis: A reasonable rate not to 
exceed Three dollars ($3.00) per day for 
vehicles stored within a building ; a reason- 
able rate not to exceed One dollar fifty 
cents ($1.50) per day for vehicles stored 
outside a building. These rates to be re- 
viewed by the City Council upon a petition 
by the licensee(s). 


Sec. 338-37. Display of towing, storage 
rates required. 


Each licensee shall display in the office 
of the licensee, in a prominent location, the 
schedule of current rates for wrecker ser- 
vice and storage of vehicles as set forth 
in Section 33-35. 


Sec. 33-38. Vehicles towed without the 
consent of the owner or without authoriza- 
tion of the Police Department. 


The licensee shall notify the Lansing Po- 
lice Department of all cars towed from pri- 
vate property at the request of the property 
owner or persons lawfully in possession or 
control of such property, when the car 
owner has no knowledge of the vehicle 
being towed. Furthermore, the licensee 
shall notify the registered owner of each 
vehicle towed, by certified mail, within 
48 hours, that he has the vehicle and the lo- 
cation where it is being held. The owner 
of the vehicle may be charged by the licen- 
see for the cost of this mailing. The licen- 
see may charge for the first forty-eight 
(48) hours of storage, but shall make no 
charge thereafter until he has a receipt of 
certification showing the certified letter has 
been sent to the registered owner of the 
motor vehicle. A period of seventy-two (72) 
hours after the licensee has sent the cer- 
tified letter, the Lansing Police Department 
may process the unclaimed vehicle under 
the Abandoned Vehicle Act. 


Sec. 33-39. Storage Lots. 


All car storage lots of licensees must con- 
form with the City of Lansing Zoning Or- 
dinance. The requirements for 2 storage 
lot for vehicles, stored for the Lansing Po- 
lice Department, are as follows: 


{1) The vehicle storage lot is to be en- 
elosed by a six-foot cyclone-type fence with 
one foot of barbed wire (minimum three 
strands) angled at the top; or other type 
fence or enclosure approved by the Chief 
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of Police. The fence shal] not be more than 
four inches from the ground. 


(2) The gate shall be of the same speci- 
fications as the fence. 


(3) The gate of the lot shall be locked 
when unattended. 


(4) The building housing the stored ve- 
hicles need not be surrounded by a fence; 
however it must be locked when unattended. 


Sec. 33-40. Conduct of owners and drivers 
generally. 


(1) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
of any wrecker to seek employment at the 
seene of an accident or at the area of a 
disabled vehicle without having been sum- 
moned to such scene by the owner of said 
disabled vehicle, its driver or his agent, 
or the Lansing Police Department. 


(2) It shall be unlawful for the driver 
or owner of a wrecker to solicit, demand, 
or receive form any person any pay, com- 
mission, or emolument whatever except the 
proper fare for transporting the disabled 
vehicle, in accordance with the schedule of 
oharees designated in Section 83-36 of this 
article, 


(3) Every driver of a wrecker shall clear 
the area of debris before leaving the scene 
of a collision where he has been called to 
two away a disabled vehicle. 


(4) Every licensee shall be responsible 
for the safekeeping of vehicles and their 
contents while stored on his premises. 


Sec. 33-41. Recording of Transportations. 


Each licensee shall record, in a book kept 
solely for such purpose, information on 
each vehicle a3 may be hauled or trans- 
ported by him or his agent. Such record- 
ing shall specify the name and address of 
the person engaging him; date, time, and 
the location of service; name, body style, 
color, license number, and vehicle number 
of the towed vehicle; the signature and ad- 
dress of the person to whom the vehicle is 
released; and the date and time of the re- 
lease of the vehicle. Such book shall be 
available for inspection at any reasonable 
time by a duly authorized representative 
of the Lansing Police Department or of the 
City Clerk. 


Sec, 33-42. Notification to the Lansing 
Police Department of Unclaimed Motor Ve- 
hicles in Storage. 


The licensee shall forward to the Lansing 
Police Department on Monday of each 
week, on a form provided by the Lansing 
Police Department, a listing of all un- 
claimed motor vehicles held in storage that 
were towed by order of the Lansing Police 
Department, and all motor vehicles held in 
storage without the knowledge of the driver, 
owner or his agent. Excluded are motor 
vehicles that are authorized to be towed 
under the Abandoned Vehicle Act, by the 
City of Lansing or the Lansing Police 
Department. 
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Sec, 83-43. Penalty. 


Every person found guilty of violating 
any of the provisions of this article shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be fined an amount 
not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
or imprisoned for a period not exceeding 
ninety days (90) or both, in the discretion 
of the Court. 


Section 2, All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are herby repealed.

ORDINANCE NO. 235 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTIONS 
2-28, SUBSECTION (7) (a), 2-32 AND 
2-33 OF SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Sections 2-28 (7) (a), 
2-32 and 2-33 of the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended 
so that such sections shall read as follows: 


Sec. 2-28. Committee on standardization 
and specification. 


_ There is hereby established in the admin- 
istrative service of the city the committee 
on standardization and specification. 


(1) COMPOSITION. The committee shall 
consist of the following six officials who 
shall serve without compensation: 
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Mayor or his executive assistant ; 
Director of finance and city controller ; 
Director of public service ; 

Chief of fire department ; 

Chief of police department ; 
Executive from private industry. 


(2) CAPACITY OF AGENT. The agent 
shall enforce the written specifications 
adopted by the committee. He shall attend 
all meetings of the committee in an_advi- 
sory capacity and shall have the authority 
to present his recommendations on any pro- 
posed standardization or specification. 


(3) COMMITTEE DUTIES. It shall be 
the duty of the committee: 


{a) Classification. To classify all the sup- 
plies used by the various branches of 
the city government, 


(b) Standardization. To adopt as standard 
the minimum number of qualities, sizes, 
and varieties of supplies consistent with 
the successful operation of the city 
government, 


(c) Specifications. To prepare and adopt 
written specifications of all standard 
supplies, 


{d) Meetings. To hold official meetings at 
least once every two months. 


(4) EFFECT OF ADOPTION. After its 
adoption, each standard specification shall, 
until revised or rescinded, apply alike in 
terms and effect to every future purchase 
and contract for the supply described in 
such specification, 


(a) Exception. The agent, with the ap- 
proval of the committee, shall have the 
authority to exempt any using agency 
of the city for use of the supply de- 
scribed in such standard specification. 


(6) LABORATORY FACILITIES. The 
committee shall have the authority to make 
use of the laboratory and engineering fa- 
cilities of the city and the technical staffs 
thereof in connection with its work of pre- 
paring and adopting standards and written 
specifications, 


(6) CONSULTATION WITH USING 
AGENCIES, The committee shall consult 
with the heads and other officials of the 
using agencies to determine their precise 
requirements and shall endeavor to pre- 
scribe those standards which meet the needs 
of the majority of such agencies. 


(7) NATURE OF _ SPECIFICATIONS. 
All specifications shall be definite and cer- 
tain and shall permit of competition. 


(a) Exception. Provided, however, that the 
provisions of this subsection shall not 
apply to noncompetitive types. Sole 
supplier and manufacturer or service 
maintenance contracts, 


(b) The use of commodities for experi- 
mental and testing on the advice of the 
standardization and specification com- 
mittee or by the request of a depart- 
ment head, and the approval of the di- 
rector of finance and purchasing agent, 


Sec, 2-32, Formal contract procedure. 


All supplies and contractural services, 
except as otherwise provided herein, when 
estimated cost thereof shall exceed five 
thousand dollars ($5,000), shall be pur- 
chased by formal, written contract, from 
the lowest responsible bidder, after due no- 
tice inviting proposals. All sales of per- 
sonal property which has become obsolete 
and unusable, when the estimated value 
shall exceed five thousand dollars ($5,000), 
shall be sold by formal written contract to 
the highest responsible bidder, after due 
notice inviting proposals, 


(1) NOTICE INVITING BIDS, 


(a) Newspaper. Notice inviting bids shall 
be published once in at least one official 
newspaper in the city and at least five 
days preceding the last day set for the 
receipt of proposals. In lieu of the 
foregoing requirement, the agent may, 
when it is deemed advisable, advertise 
in specific trade publications which will 
be most likely to reach the possible bid- 
ders on any particular purchase. 


{a-1) Scope of notice. The newspaper 
notice required herein shall include 
a general description of the articles 
to be purchased or sold, shall state 
where bid blanks and specifications 
may be secured, and the time and 
Place for opening bids. 


(b) Bidders’ list. The agent shall also so- 
licit sealed bids from all responsible 
prospective suppliers who have request- 
ed their names to be added to a “bid- 
ders’ list”? which the agent shall main- 
tain, by sending them a copy of such 
newspaper notice or such other notice 
as will acquaint them with the pro- 
posed purchase or sale. In any case, 
invitation sent to the vendors on the 
bidders’ list shall be limited to commod- 
ities that are similar in character and 
ordinarily handled by the trade group 
to which the invitations are sent. The 
agent shall solicit suppliers names and 
add such names to the “bidders’ list” 
and from time to time add or delete 
names to the “bidders’ list” in order to 
develop and maintain as complete a 
listing of bidders as is desirable con- 
sidering generally accepted purchasing 
practices. 


{c) Bulletin board. The agent shall also 
advertise all pending purchases or sales 
by a8 notice posted on the public bulle- 
tin board in the city hall. 


(2) BID DEPOSITS. When deemed nec- 
essary by the agent, bid deposits shall be 
prescribed in the public notices inviting 
bids. Unsuccessful bidders shall be entitled 
to return of surety where the Agent has 
required such. A successful bidder shall 
forfeit any surety required within ten (10) 
days after the award, 
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(3) BID OPENING PROCEDURE. 


(a) Sealed. Bids shall be submitted sealed 
to the agent and shall be identified as 
bids on the envelope. 


(b) Opening. All bids shall be opened in 
public in the counci] room by the agent 
at the time designated in the notice of 
letting and shall be reported by the 
Agent to the council at its next regular 
meeting. 


(c) Tabulation. A tabulation of all bids 
received shall be posted for public in- 
spection, 


(4) REJECTION OF BIDS, The council 
may reject any or all bids, parts of all bids, 
or all bids for any one or more supplies or 
contractural services included in the pro- 
posed contract, when the public interest 
will be served thereby. 


(a) Bidders in default to city. The agent 
shall not accept the bid of a contractor 
who is in default on the payment of 
taxes, licenses or other monies due the 
city. 


(5) AWARD OF CONTRACT. 


(a) Authority. The council shall have the 
authority to award contracts within 
the purview of this article. 


(b) Lowest responsible bidder. Contracts 
shall be awarded to the lowest respons- 
ible bidder. In determining “lowest re- 
sponsible bidder,’ in addition to price, 
the council shall consider: 


(b-1) The ability, capacity and skill of 
the bidder to perform the contract 
or provide the service required; 


(b-2) Whether the bidder can perform 
the contract or provide the service 
promptly, or within the time speci- 
fied, without delay or interferences ; 


(b-3) The character, integrity, reputation, 
judgment, experience and efficiency 
of the bidder ; 


(b-4) The quality of performance of pre- 
vious contracts or services ; 


(b-5) The previous and existing compli- 
ance by the bidder with laws and 
ordinances relating to the contract 
or service; 


(b-6) The sufficiency of the financial re- 
sources and ability of the bidder 
to perform the contract or provide 
the service; 


(b-7) The quality, availability and adapt- 
ability of the supplies, or contract- 
ual services to the particular use 
required ; 


(b-8) The ability of the bidder to provide 
future maintenance and service for 
the pe of the subject of the con- 
tract; 


(b-9) The number and scope of conditions 
attached to the bid. 
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(c) Award to other than low bidder. When 
the award is not given to the lowest 
bidder, a full and complete statement 
of the reasons for placing the order 
elsewhere shall be prepared by the 
agent and filed with the other papers 
relating to the trasaction. 


(d) Tie bids. 


(d-1) Local Vendors. If all bids received 
are for the same total amount or 
unit price, quality and service 
being equal, the contract shall be 
awarded to a local bidder. 


(d-2) Outside vendors. Where subsection 
(d-1) is not in effect, the council 
shall award the contract to one of 
the tie bidders by drawing lots in 
public, 


(e) Performance bonds. The agent shall 
have the authority to require a per- 
formance bond, before entering a con- 
tract in such amount as he shall find 
reasonably necessary to protect the best 
interests of the city. 


(6) PROHIBITION AGAINST SUBDI- 
VISION. No contract or purchase shall be 
subdivided to avoid the requirements of this 
section, (Ord. No. 57, § 1, 5-6-63) 


Sec. 2-23. Open Market Procedure. 


All purchases of supplies, and contractual 
services, and all sales of personal property 
which has become obsolete and unusable, 
of less than the estimated value of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000) shall be made in 
the open market, without newspaper adver- 
tisement and without observing the proce- 
dure prescribed by section 2-32 for the 
award of formal contracts. 


(1) MINIMUM NUMBER OF BIDS. All 
open market purchases shall, wherever pos- 
sible, be based on at least three competitive 
bids, and shall be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder in accordance with the 
standards set forth in section 2-32 above. 


(2) NOTICE OF INVITING BIDS. The 
agent shall solicit bids by (a) direct mail 
request to prospective vendors, (b) by tele- 
phone and (c) by public notice posted on 
the bulletin board of the city hall. 


(83) RECORDING. The agent shall keep 
a record of all open market orders and the 
bids submitted in competition thereon, and 
such records shall also be open to public 
inspection,

I regret to report that after lengthy and 
extensive bargaining, your City Negotiat- 
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ing Committee and the Lansing Fire 
Fighters Negotiating Committee have been 
unable to reach agreement. The City’s 
latest offer to the Firefighters represents a 
standard union contract with improved 
Medical-Hospital Insurance coverage, im- 
proved holiday provisions and improved 
longevity bonus provisions. The City’s pro- 
posal includes an average 8% wage in- 
erease for the first year of the proposed 
two year agreement. 


The Firefighters have initiated the com- 
pulsory arbitration procedure as provided 
for under the provisions of Public Act 312 
of the State of Michigan. They have ap- 
pointed their Arbitrator and I now request 
the City Council] to appoint an Arbitrator 
to represent the City of Lansing. Your 
negotiating committee wishes to go on 
record as opposing compulsory arbitration 
since the process represents the antithesis 
if not the death-knell to the collective bar- 
gaining process as provided for under the 
terms of Public Act 336 of the State of 
Michigan. The constitutionality of the 
Compulsory Arbitration Act has, as yet, 
not been tested in the Courts. 


Regardless of our opposition to third 
party, non-representative findings and pos- 
sible serious consequences to the financial 
integrity of the City, it appears that we 
must adhere to the provisions of the Act.

While a 90 day provision from the effec- 
tive date of the Act is provided I am herein 
recommending that the City Council con- 
sider approval of an immediate course of 
action to initiate the formation of an air- 
port authority for the City of Lansing and 
the other governmental units required 
— will comply with Section 2 of this 
Act, 
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Further, I am urging immediate action 
in this regard as Section 6 of the Act 
requires the airport authority board to hold 
its first organizational meeting within 90 
days of the effective day of the Act. Said 
Board membership shall consist of the Di- 
rector of the Michigan Aeronautics Com- 
mission or his designee; 3 members from 
the City of Lansing; and 2 members from 
the balance of the county involved with 
a city of over 100,000 population located 
primarily within its boundaries and; 2 
members from each other county compris- 
ing the authority. 


Regardless of Lansing investment in 
operations an authority is needed area-wide 
to insure adequate services for all and 
equal sharing of the cost in the decades 
ahead. A necessity for future industrial, 
mail service, general aviation and commer- 
cial development. It has been estimated by 
reliable authorities that every $1,000 in- 
vested in aviation facilities means a two 
million dollar return in economic benefits 
to the area. Present terminal badly over- 
crowded and designed to handle 140,000 
passengers a year is annually handling over 
250,000. Local residents who do not directly 
use airlines or general aviation are affected. 
Rising passenger and freight levels mean 
more jobs and revenue locally. 


I will be submitting to you within the 
week, my appointment recommendations to 
the Airport Authority Board.

You will recall that on July 1, 1970, 
certain Plaintiffs started a civil action in 
the United States District Court in Grand 
Rapids against the Board of Trustees of 
Michigan State University; Clifton R. 
Wharton, its President; Raymond Scodel- 
ler, the Prosecuting Attorney; and all 
Chiefs of the respective Police Departments. 


The Plaintiffs are representatives of the 
class of students and faculty who were ar- 
rested on May 19, 1970 at or near the 
Union Building of Michigan State Univer- 
sity, Their basic claim is to the effect that 
they are deprived of their constitutional 
rights by being prosecuted under an un- 
constitutional loitering ordinance and that 
there was and is continuing to be a con- 
spiracy among the Defendants to deprive 
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them of their constitutional rights by bad 
faith law enforcement. They are asking 
the Federal Court for an Injunctive Order 
restraining the enforcement agencies from 
going ahead with prosecutions in this 
matter. 


On July 2nd, the Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice was served with a Summons and Com- 
plaint, accompanied by an Order to Show 
Cause which came up for hearing on July 
21, 1970 before the Federal District Court 
in Grand Rapids. 

It was argued on behalf of the Chief of 
Police, that the City of Lansing’s only in- 
volvement in the events of May 18th and 
May 19th was that of a supporting role. 
It was argued that the City of Lansing 
sent only twenty-two (22) men on to the 
campus of M.S.U. on the request of the 
Department of Public Safety of the Uni- 
versity. No arests were made by the Lan- 
sing Officers and these Officers were at all 
times under the command of M.S.U.’s De- 
partment of Public Safety. 


On July 22nd, the Court entered an Order 
based on the above facts and dismissed the 
case against Derold Husby, Chief of Police.

2. Planting, fences and walls in front 
yard: 


No fence, wall or hedge shall rise over 
two (2) feet six (6) inches in height on any 
required front yard. No fence, wall or 
hedge planting shall interfere with visibil- 
ity from a driveway or intersection, The 
enforcing officer is hereby empowered to 
cause all such obstructions to be removed 
in the interest of the public safety. 


8. Fences on lots of record shall not contain 
barbed wire, electric current or charge 
of electricity. 


4, Fences which enclose public or institu- 
tional parks, playgrounds, or public 
landscaped areas, situated within an 
area developed with recorded lots shall 
not exceed eight (8) feet in height, 
measured from the surface of the 
ground, and shall not obstruct vision to 
an extent greater than twenty-five (25) 
percent of the total area.

Gentlemen: 
Our application for an open space grant 


to acquire land and develop five mini-parks 
in various parts of the Model Cities area 
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and in NW Lansing, is under review by 
the Chicago Office of HUD. The contract 
is not yet ready for signing. 


Since the application was submitted Mini- 
park site P-3 (Cady-Johnson) has been 
questioned by several Councilmen. It is 
the smallest site of the five, and would 
displace two residential units. The impact 
on the neighborhood has been questioned, 
as well as the need for pedestrian pass- 
through park or play-lot in this area, 


A short time ago, Walter Sowles, Direc- 
tor of City Demonstration Agency, Model 
Cities Program for Lansing, called me with 
regard to a part of their program. 


1. One of their proposals involves a Day 
Care facility in the north part of the 
city. The program provides staff, but 
the facility was to be provided locally, 
The Mt. Zion Missionary Baptist Church 
on 1317 Ballard Street, Lansing, had 
made a facility available. Inspection by 
State of Michigan authorities revealed 
that the interior portions of the facility 
would be adequate with some small re- 
modeling. However, they did not have 
sufficient outdoor play space. 


2. Mr. Sowles told me that the house and 
lot immediately to the north was for 
sale and would provide the necessary 
open space. He suggested an open space 
application for next year’s budget. We 
have investigated and find that the lot 
mentioned (1403 Ballard) is available 
and appraised by the City Assessor at 
$8,036.00. (Also the next two houses 
are also for sale.) 


8. It was my thought that perhaps this 
property could be acquired and developed 
under our present application (MICH: 
OSA-1385 (DL)(PIC) in place of the 
questionable P-3 described above. (a) 
The Assessor’s appraisal is only slightly 
higher and the difference in acquisition 
price could probably be absorbed by 
economies or changes somewhere with- 
out changing the overall requirements of 
the present application, (b) The Church 
as an abutting neighbor is in favor of 
the mini-park. (c) It could be expanded 
later to the north, (d) It could also be 
used at times by the Cristo Rey Com- 
munity Center across the street to the 
east. Their program is also limited by 
lack of playground space for youth. (e) 
Del Reynolds visited the neighborhood 
on his field inspection of the project 
sites and commented that the area would 
qualify as B-1 Priority (Areas provid- 
ing needed open space opportunity in 
Low-Income Neighborhood). (f) Some 
Councilmen are interested in this sub- 
stitution. 


At this point, therefore, we are asking 
for Council authority to proceed with the 
substitution of P-6 (Ballard) for P-3 (Cady- 
Johnson). 


In my conversation with HUD staff I 
have been advised to proceed as quickly as 
possible if we wish to substitute. Del Reyn- 
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olds will be in Lansing on August 5, and 
will be able to make the field inspection of 
the new area. With Council permission, we 
will proceed to complete the necessary de- 
tail involved in application, and submit it 
for approval of the change to the Park 
Board, Planning Board, Model Cities Board, 
Tri-County Planning Commission and State 
Office of Planing Coordination. 


If this work can be started quickly it 
will not delay the progress of the contract 
or the acquisition and development of the 
project.

Intensive 
use of this site would introduce addi- 
tional traffic and activity into the area 
and possibly discourage general im- 
provements to the adjacent properties 
in accord with the existing zoning. 


A re-evaluation by the Board of the later 
request has revealed no change in condi- 
tions in the area which would warrant a 
reversal of the earlier decision. 


Each of the existing residences in rated 
as “fair” in the Community Renewal Study 
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of the area, with code enforcement and 
minor rehabilitation recommended. Such an 
approach, if implemented, would tend to 
improve and stabilize the existing residen- 
tial neighborhood. In addition, each of 
these dwellings is oriented toward a resi- 
dential street and do not constitute an in- 
convenience or traffic hazard relative to 
Kalamazoo St, 


It should also be noted that these resi- 
dences are well situated in relation to con- 
veniences, They are located on a bus route 
and are within walking distance of shop- 
ping facilities.

3750 square feet. Section 36-44 (5) of the 
Zoning Ordinance requires a minimum of 
4000 square feet per family, 
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The insinuation of a parking lot which 
would have intensive night use into what 
is now residential land use would also have 
a serious disruptive effect on the adjacent 
properties. Night lighting of the lot would 
be an additional nuisance, It would further 
set a precedent for other commercial uses 
along Saginaw Street to pentrate a rela- 
tively stable residential area already under 
pressure due to its location between a major 
one-way pair of arterial streets.

On a previous occasion you approved a 
number of sites for mini pas. The mini- 
park concept originated as a result of Model 
Cities planning. In your original approval 
action, you approved a site subsequently 
known as P-3 (Cady-Johnson). 


The Model Cities First Year Action Plan 
calls for an expenditure of some $40,000 in 
establishnig a Day Care Center on the 
North Side. It was intended that this Day 
Care Center would be contracted with the 
Family Service Bureau. The Family Ser- 
vice Bureau has started some negotiations 
with the Mt. Zion Baptist Church for the 
possible use of their facilities for the Day 
Care Center. It is my understanding that 
Mt. Zion Baptist Church can be brought 
into compliance for State licensing with the 
exception of a play ground area. 


If the mini park previously scheduled 
for the P-8 site were to be moved to the 
lots adjacent to Mt. Zion Church, the mini 
park could be serving several purposes. 


(1) Playground for the Mt. Zion children, 
(2) Playground for the Day Care Center, 


(3) Playground for the children at Cristo 
Rey Center across the street, 


(4) Playground for the area and neighbor- 
hood, 


(6) Might possibly be used as the start of 
a buffer strip between what could be- 
come industrial zoning and residential 
zoning.

During the recent past, some complaints 
have been filed, and some discussion has 
centered around the use of mini-bikes on 
City streets, sidewalks and in City parks. 
Mini-bikes, as such, are not referred to in 
the State Vehicle Code. 


By definition, according to the State Ve- 
hicle Code, a motor vehicle is: 


“257.33 Motor vehicle, (M.S.A. 9.1833) 


Sec. 83. ‘Motor vehicle’ means every ve- 
hicle which is self-propelled and every ve- 
hicle which is propelled by electric power 
obtained from overhead trolley wires, but 
not operated upon rails.” 


By definition, a mini-bike is classified 
as a motor vehicle, 


To meet the requirements of the State 
Vehicle Code, a motor vehicle must be 
equipped with the following items of equip- 
ment. 

“(M.LS.A. 9.2402) Section 702 

Head lamps: Every motor driven cycle is 
required to be equipped and illumination is 
based on speed traveled.” 

““(M.S.A. 9.2386) Section 686 


Rear lamps: Requires tail lights and stop 
lights. 


(M.S.A, 9.2406) Section 706 


Horn: Requires a device to give an aud- 
ible signal—distance determined by speed, 
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(M.S.A. 9.2408[1]) Section 708a 


Windshield: Provides for windshield or 
goggles—determined by speed. 


(M.S.A. 9.2407) Section 707 


Muffler: Requires motor vehicles to have 
mufflers. 


(M.S.A. 9.2405) Section 705a 


Brake: Requires at least one wheel brake 
to be applied by hand or foot. 


(M.S.A. 9.2383) Section 683 


This act provides for a misdemeanor for 
any person to knowingly permit or to be 
driven a motor vehicle without the forego- 
ing equipment; further, it gives the police 
officer authorization to stop and inspect 
same, 


(M.S.A. 9.2001) Section 301a 


Drivers License: This act prohibits any 
person from operating a motor vehicle on 
a public way without an operators license 
as authorized by the Secretary of State. 


(M.S.A. 9.2003) 


Drivers License Age: This act prohibits 
issuance of a license to a person under 16 
years of age; however, the State may issue 
a restricted license to a person who is at 
least 14 years of age. 


(M.S.A. 9.2012[1]) 


Restricted License: Provides for a 16 
year old to have a license to operate a 
motor driven cycle providing he or she has 
completed a drivers education course.” 


There are other statutes the owner of a 
mini-bike would be required to fulfill if he 
or she could meet the requirements of the 
statutes mentioned; insurance coverage, 
helmets, etc. 


Further, if the mini-bike is owned by an 
adult and the adult permits an unlicensed 
rider to operate same upon a public way, 
or if the mini-bike did not have a license 
attached, the owner could be given a traffic 
summons for permitting same. 


I am sure there are other requirements 
under the statute that I have not men- 
tioned. I believe it is safe to say that the 
legislature is not in sympathy with the 
mini-bike, or legislation would be corrected. 


Therefore, mini-bikes cannot be legally 
operated ANYWHERE except on one’s own 
property. 


In early May, several members of the 
City Council questioned the possibility of 
establishing a drag strip for mini-bikes and 
the possibility of establishnig mini-bike 
trails in City Parks. On May 21, 1970, City 
Attorney Oskar M. Hornbach, forwarded 
to you a communication, which concluded 
as follows: 
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“Therefore, it is my opinion, from a legal 
point of view, that the City’s exposure to 
potential liability would be greatly in- 
creased and I recommend that the City not 
proceed with the establishment of mini-bike 
trails and/or drag racing strips.’”’ 


Because of the aforementioned, I recom- 
mend that you incorporate these findings 
into a resolution, which should be distrib- 
uted to all outlets which sell mini-bikes for 
the purpose of discouraging the sale of 
these power driven vehicles. Too, I recom- 
mend that copies of the resolution be for- 
warded to all Lansing area churches with a 
request that the information be contained 
in Sunday bulletins and, further, that copies 
be forwarded for posting on bulletin boards 
to local high schools and industries. This, 
I am sure, will help parents understand 
why mini-bikes should not be purchased and 
the fact that if purchased they can only be 
driven on one’s own personal property. 
Certainly, this approach will go a long way 
to make the job of the already overworked 
Police Department much easier.

The Traffic Board recommends that one 
block of Roosevelt Avenue be designated 
one-way as shown below: 


Roosevelt, northbound from Williow to 
Cross. 


Reason: Roosevelt ends at Willow about 
75 feet west of the west end of an “S” 
curve and up grade that makes it extreme- 
ly hazardous to enter Willow from Roose- 
velt. This recommendation is made strictly 
in the interest of safety. Hedges and bushes 
have been trimmed and, even if a couple 
of trees were removed, the hazard would 
still exist. 


It is fortunate that the adjacent street 
pattern is such that two streets—Lansing 
and Knollwood—are parallel with and on 
each side of Roosevelt and are much safer 
to use to get onto Willow.

A disorderly person shall be any person 
who shall do any act or engage in any 
practice hereinafter enumerated and any 
person who shall aid and abet another to 
do any such act or engage in any such 
practice: 


(10) (a) Knowingly sell, lend, give away, 
distribute, show, or transmute, or offer 
either to sell, lend, give away, distribute, 
show or transmute or have in his posses- 
sion with intent either to sell, lend, give 
away, distribute, show or transmute, or ad- 
vertise in any manner, or who otherwise 
knowingly offers for either loan, gift, sale 
or distribution, any obscene, lewd, lascivi- 
ous, filthy or indecent, sadistic or masochis- 
tic book, magazine, pamphlet, newspaper, 
story paper, writing, paper, phonograph 
record, picture, drawing, photograph, mo- 
tion picture film, figure, image, wire or 
tape recording or any written, printed or 
recorded matter of an indecent character 
which may or may not require mechanical 
or other means to be transmuted into audi- 
tory, visual or sensory representations of 
such character. 


For the purpose of this section, posses- 
sion of 6 or more identical copies, or 6 or 
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more articles of any obscene, lewd, lasci- 
vious, filthy or indecent book, magazine, 
pamphlet, newspaper, story paper, writing, 
paper, phonograph record, picture drawing, 
photograph, slide, motion picture film, 
figure, image, wire or tape recording, or 
any written, printed or recorded matter of 
an indecent character, shall be prima facie 
evidence of possession with intent to sell, 
lend, give away, distribute, show, or trans- 
mute the thing. 


(b) The test to be applied in cases under 
subsection (a) above shall not be whether 
sexual desires or sexually improper thoughts 
would be aroused in those comprising a par- 
ticular segment of the community, the 
young, the immature or the highly prudish, 
or would leave another segment, the sci- 
entific or highly educated or the so-called 
worldly wise and sophisticated, indifferent 
and unmoved, But such test shall be the 
effect of the book, picture or other subject 
to complaint considered as a whole, not 
upon any particular class, but upon ail 
those whom it is likely to reach, that is, 
its impact upon the average person in the 
community, The book, picture or other sub- 
ject of complaint must be judged as a 
whole in its entire context, not by consider- 
ing detached or separate portions only, 
and by the standards of common conscience 
of the community of the contemporary 
period of the violation charged.

In a communication to you dated July 
27, 1970, I summarized the reasons for 
and the legislation which brought about the 
establishment of a security force to work 
in and out of the Capitol Complex of the 
State of Michigan. I advised that the City 
of Lansing working in conjunction with 
numerous organizations, including State 
employees, urge this action in a commu- 
nication to Governor William Milliken and 
members of the Michigan Legislature. The 
response was that the State Legislature 
made an appropriation of approximately 
$600,000 to the Department of State Police 
to provide the security program for the 
overall Capitol Complex, 


Sometime in September, the security 
force of 5 State Police Corporals, 15 
troopers and 87 civilian guards will begin 
the new operation. To the taxpayer of 
Lansing, this will mean an annual saving 
of approximately $60,000, as expended by 
the Lansing Police Department. To the 
residents of this City, the State employees 
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and the many visitors which come to our 
City for various reasons, this will eliminate 
fears and undoubtedly the mugging and 
thefts that have brought these about. Be- 
eause of the constructive action taken by 
Governor William Milliken and the mem- 
bers of the Michigan Legislature, I am 
requesting that you adopt a resolution of 
appreciation and gratitude, which should 
be forwarded to the appropriate persons, 
who so ably responded to a major need.

On Tuesday, August 25, 1970, City Clerk 
Theo Fulton, Deputy Chief Lawrence Mur- 
phy and I attended a late afternoon—early 
evening meeting in Pontiac upon the re- 
quest of Governor William Milliken. The 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss rock 
festivals and drug abuse with a goal of 
preventing the reoccurrence of the Goose 
Lake problem. The final result of the meet- 
ing was the presentation of a Model Ordi- 
nance to license, regulate and control, in 
the interest of the public health, safety and 
welfare, outdoor gatherings of persons in 
excess of 5,000 in number. 


Section 2a defines Outdoor Assembly as 
any event “attended by more than 5,000 at- 
tendants, all or any part of which includes 
a theatrical exhibition, public show, dis- 
play, entertainment, amusement or other 
exhibition, including, but not limited to 
musical] festivals, rock festivals, peace fes- 
tivals or similar gatherings, BUT DOES 
NOT MEAN: 


1. an event which is conducted or spon- 
sored by a governmental unit or agency 
on publicly owned land or property; or 


2. an event which is conducted or spon- 
sored by any entity qualifying for tax 
exempt status under Section 501(c) (3) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, 
being 26 U.S.C. §501(¢)(8), as incor- 
porated by reference in Section 201 of 
the Michigan Income Tax Act of 1967, 
Act 281 of the Public Acts of 1967, 
being Section 206.201 of the Compiled 
Laws of 1948; or 


3. an event held entirely within the con- 
fines of a permanently enclosed and 
covered structure.”

The Model Ordinance requires that each 
application for an event to be attended 
by more than 5,000 persons shall be ac- 
companied by a detailed explanation, “in- 
eluding drawings and diagrams where ap- 
plicable, of the prospective licensee’s plans 
to provide for the following: 


a. Police and fire protection. 
b. Food and water supply and facilities. 
c. Health and sanitation facilities. 


d. Medica] facilities and services includ- 
ing emergency vehicles and equip- 
ment, 


Vehicle access and parking facilities. 
f. Camping and trailer facilities. 
g. Illumination facilities. 
h. Communications facilities. 
i. Noise control and abatement. 


ji. Facilities for clean up and waste dis- 
posal, 


k. Insurance and bonding arangements. 


In adition, the application shall be ac- 
companied by a map or maps of the overall 
site of the proposed assembly. 


I personally have attended several ‘“Bat- 
tle of the Bands’’ sessions and I am not 
adverse to rock music. The Model Ordi- 
nance will not prohibit performances such 
as these and will not deprive the several 
thousand youngsters who attended these ses- 
sions in our City from such entertainment ; 
nor will it prohibit activities such as those 
performed by the Boy Scout and Girl Scout 
organizations or other gatherings that the 
people of our community are accustomed 
to holding in a respectable manner. In 
short, the Model Ordinance will not pro- 
hibit any of the events which have taken 
place in this City in the past. It does not 
take away the right of public assembly. 
It does, however, take a giant step toward 
preventing, as mentioned earlier, the re- 
occurrence of such events as the Goose 
Lake festival. 


The guidelines for the Model Ordinance 
as suggested by Governor William Milliken 
were laid out by his legal Aides, Attorney 
General Frank Kelley, members of the 
Michigan Municipal League and the Michi- 
gan Townships Association, I am attach- 
ing a copy of this proposed Model Ordi- 
nance for your very serious consideration.

The driver or owner of any public taxi- 
cab licensed as aforesaid, may demand and 
receive for carrying passengers the follow- 
ing prices and no more: 


(a) For the first one-fifth of a mile, [fifty] 
SIXTY cents, and for each additional 
one-fifth of a mile, ten cents, 


(b) The above charges shall be for one per- 
son; for each additional passenger car- 
ried, a charge not exceeding twenty-five 
cents for the entire trip may be made; 
provided, no charge shall be made for 
earrying children under the age of 
twelve years when accompanied by a 
paying passenger; provided further, 
while standing, at the direction of a 
passenger or because of traffic delay, 
such driver or gwner may charge ten 
eents for each [two] ONE minute for 
such waiting time. 


Each paying passenger shall be entitled 
to have carried by such conveyance, without 
charge, any hand baggage not exceeding 
fifty pounds in weight and for each piece 
of baggage weighing over fifty pounds, 
en cents may be charged and col- 
ected. 


Any person as driver or owner of a taxi- 
cab violating any provision of this section 
upon conviction thereof, shall be punished 
as in this chapter provided. 


Section 1. That subsection (1) of Sec- 
tion 30-5 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan be amended so 
that such subsection shall read as follows: 


Sec, 30-5. Driver’s license—Required, ap- 
plication, qualifications of driver, fee badge, 
expiration date. 


No person, whether owner or employee, 
shall drive a public taxicab within the city 
without having first obtained a license as 
a public driver from the city clerk. 


(1) Application, contents, approval; fee. 
Application for a city public driver’s license 
shall be made upon blank supplied by the 
office of the city clerk, shall have attached 
thereto three sets of full fingerprints, and 
such applicant must state thereon that he 
is a citizen of the United States, a resident 
of the state, [twenty-one] EIGHTEEN 
years of age and upwards, of good moral 
character, of sound physique, being without 
defective sight or hearing and with full 
use of both arms and hands and both legs 
and feet, able to operate a motor vehicle 
safely, able to read, write, and speak the 
English language, and not addicted to the 
use of intoxicating liquor or to drugs, 
which application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to before a notary public and filed 
with the city clerk. Upon approval of such 
application by the chief of police and the 
city council, and the payment to the city 
clerk of one dollar, a city public driver’s 
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license shall be granted to such applicant 
by the city clerk.

The Staff is 
of the opinion that the intersection of two 
major streets is not a desirable location for 
service stations, The many curb cuts con- 
sidered necessary by oil companies multiply 
the number of points of traffic conflict at 
such intersections and the clutter of signs, 
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banners, and displays is distracting to the 
motorist. 


Nevertheless, the service station presently 
existing on the parcel under consideration 
is obviously in need of improvements 
and additional screening to buffer adjoin- 
ing properties. The dilemma therefore is 
whether to deny the petition and leave the 
facility non-conforming and unimproved, 
or to grant the rezoning and allow improve- 
ments and request additional screening. 


The Staff believes that improvements and 
sereening of this property would soften the 
adverse impact of this use on the residen- 
tial neighborhood to the east, and could 
substantially reduce the distractions to 
motorists. 


The Planning Board further requests that 
dense evergreen plantings, no less than 6 
feet in height placed on 5 foot centers be 
provided along the north and east property 
lines except for a 20 foot set back on 
Pennsylvania Avenue and Jolly Road.

Although the petitioner has 
significantly reduced the size of the parcel 
petitioned for, the character of the area 
remains basically the same and the other 
reasons for denial of the petition still apply. 


During the evaluation and processing of 
the first petition, sixty-one land owning 
residents of the immediate vicinity and 
fifty-eight parishioners of the church lo- 
eated across Oakland, signed a petition 
opposing the proposed rezoning. 


A service station at this location would 
be out of character with adjoining resi- 
dences and would adversely effect them 
through and increase in noise and activity. 


Furthermore, this rezoning would in 
effect be creating four residential lots which 
would be far below the minimum size re- 
quirements specified in the Lansing Zoning 
Ordinance. 


The aesthetics of service stations leave 
much to be desired. Signs, parked cars, 
stacks of oil cans, and tire displays, not 
to mention the necessary large paved sur- 
faces would constitute visual blight when 
contrasted with the pleasing architecture 
of the church directly to the south, 


Letters of opposition to such a change 
in zoning were submitted by the Westmin- 
ster Presbyterian Church, St. Lawrence 
Hospital, and the West Side Neighborhood 
Association. 


In conclusion the Board believes that the 
strenuous opposition voiced by the citizens 
of Lansing, coupled with the blighting in- 
fluence of such a use in an otherwise sta- 
ble residential neighborhood, and the mar- 
ring of the otherwise pleasant vista pro- 
vided the Oakland Avenue motorist consti- 
tute overwhelming evidence that a service 
station would not be in compatible use 
at this location. 


Thirty-nine (89) people were present in 
the audience in opposition to this petition. 


A petition consisting of 121 names was 
presented in opposition to the rezoning.

Enrolled House Bill No. 4220, providing 
for the creation of an Airport Authority 
Board to operate the Capital City Airport, 
was signed by Governor William Milliken 
on Thursday, July 16, 1970. This Bill also 
provides for the transfer of employees to 
the employment of the Authority, the trans- 
fering of State-owned lands, powers, privi- 
leges, right of retention, act of repeal and 
for a referendum. 


Section 6 of the Act requires the Airport 
Authority Board to hold its first organiza- 
tional meeting within 90 days of the effec- 
tive date of the Act. Said Board member- 
ship is to consist of the following: 3 mem- 
bers from the City of Lansing; 2 members 
from Ingham County, other than the City 
of Lansing; 2 members each from any 
other county comprising the Authority; and 
the Director of the Michigan Aeronautics 
Commission or his designee. 


The Authority approach towards the Cap- 
ital City Airport is new to our Greater 
Lansing Area but not to the Nation as a 
whole. The national trend has for several 
years been towards multi-governmenal con- 
rol and operation of airports. The basic 
reason is the need and progress through 
cooperation. National statistics show a con- 
tinuing sharp rise in aviation activity. In 
1958, for example, only 39% of inter-city 
travel on public conveyances was by air- 
lines. By early 1969, this had risen to over 
72%. In the same span of years, the num- 
ber of passengers flying on scheduled air- 
lines tripled and the amount of freight 
rose four time. Our own Capital City Air- 
port is no exception. Excluding Detroit, 
it is the busiest ariport in the State and 
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handles over a quarter of a million pas- 
sengers annually and 2,500,000 pounds of 
freight. Recent projections indicate that 
448,000 airline passengers can be expected 
to use the Capital City Airport by 1975 and 
578,000 by 1980. This in no way includes 
the thousands of non-airline passengers 
who presently use the terminal facilities. 


Loca] residents who do not directly use 
airlines or general aviation are and will 
be affected. Rising passenger and freight 
levels will mean more jobs and revenue 
locally. Businesses and industries require 
adequate aviation facilities to efficiently 
carry out their operations. I have been 
advised, for example, that one of our major 
industries has been able in the past to keep 
its production lines operating because emer- 
gency parts could be readily flown in, there- 
by preventing unemployment for a substan- 
tial number of employees. It becomes more 
obvious that a modern facility, and satel- 
lite airports, are more and more necessary 
for future industrial expansion, commercial 
development, mail service and general avia- 
tion. Questioned at times are the dollar 
outlays required for aviation activity.. How- 
ever, it has been estimated by reliable 
authorities that every $1,000 invested -in 
aviation facilities means a $2 million re- 
turn in economic benefits to the area 
involved. 


Lansing, and the rest of the Greater 
Lansing Area, are now at the crossroads 
of economic progress, or the lack of it. 
The importance of our activity will be di- 
rectly related to our facilities. The re- 
sponsibility of the Airport Authority Board, 
of which this City is to be a part, cannot 
be overstated because it will play a tre- 
mendous part in the future of all of us. 
To meet the requirements, which I feel are 
necessary to Lansing’s representation on 
this Board, I have searched very sincerely. 
As a result, I am forwarding the following 
recommendations to you for consideration 
for appointment to this important Airport 
Authority Board: 


-—-ROBERT H. MOONEY, JR., for a four 
year term ending October 14, 1974; 


—WILLIAM L. MacKAY, for a three 
year term ending October 14, 1973; and 


—SAM W. OBRECHT, for a two year 
term ending October 14, 1972. 


ROBERT H. MOONEY, JR., 39 years of 
age, is the Director of Manufacturnig En- 
gineering for Oldsmobile Division of Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation. Prior to that ap- 
pointment in early 1969, Mr. Mooney held 
the position of Methods Engineering and 
Plant Layout since 1960, He is a native of 
Saginaw and joined Oldsmobile as a Junior 
Methods Engineer in 1952 following his 
graduation, with honors, from Notre Dame. 
He holds a Bachelor’s Degree in Mechanical 
Engineering and has served as a Senior 
Methods Engineer and as Supervisor of 
Methods Engineering. 


Long active in civic affairs, Mr. Mooney 
is a member of the Board of the Greater 
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Lansing Urban League and a former mem- 
ber of the Board of the Greater Lansing 
Chamber of Commerce. 


He and his wife Marilyn, and their eleven 
children, make their home at 2329 Cumber- 
land Road. 


WILLIAM L. MACKAY, 44 years of age 
is a member of the law firm of Newman 
and Mackay.

His admiration 
for the United States Marine Corps has not 
diminished over the years for he has served 
as the Commandant of the Capitol Detach- 
ment of the Marine Corps League in Lan- 
sing and as Judge Advocate of the League. 


In 1950, Mr. Mackay was graduated from 
Hope College with a degree in Economics 
and in 1954 was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan School of Law. In 
1955, he was appointed as an Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney for Ingham County 
and left the office as Chief Assistant Prose- 
eutor in 1957 to enter private practice. 
Mr. Mackay, also, served as an Assistant 
City Attorney of Lansing for approximately 
3% years during the tenure of Mayor Ralph 
Crego. He is a member of the Ingham 
County Bar Association, the State Bar of 
Michigan and the American Bar Associa- 
tion. He is also a member of the Ingham 
County Conservation League, the Lansing 
Rod and Gun Club and Amateur Trap 
Shooting Association of the United States.

On April 25, 1969, a communication was 
forwarded to the Board of Public Service 
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(see copy attached) which refers to the pub- 
lic health hazard and nuisances existing as 
a result of deficient drainage involving a 
parcel of land comprising several acres, 
within the area generally described as 
North of Glasgow, West of Deerfield, North 
and south of the East end of Cooley Drive, 
Nortb of the end of Skye Road in the City 
of Lansing. On May 19, 1969, the City 
Council adopted a resolution pertaining to 
the problem. 


This office is now in receipt of a com- 
plaint from two of the property owners, a 
Mrs. Marjorie Krueger, 619 N. Pine and 
Theodore and Anna Prawdzik, 3131 W. Mt. 
Hope. The complaints advise of the follow- 
ing: 


Previous to the City Council ordering in 
of this project, they were advised, after 
only a one day notice, by a representative 
of the Public Service Department that the 
cost of the necessary sewer would amount 
to $2,800 and this cost was to be shared by 
six property owners. At this time, they 
expressed their approval of the project. 


On August 25, 1969, Mrs. Krueger states 
she received a direct billing for $3,759.11. 
Mrs. Prawdzik received a bill for $1,926.41. 


Both parties expressed objection to the 
cost and on October 8, 1969, Mrs. Krueger 
forwarded a communication (see attached) 
to the City Council. Because of nonpay- 
ment in the following period the total 
amounts were placed on the July 1, 1970, 
tax statements. 


In researching this problem, several 
things have come to light: 


One—The project originally estimated at 
$2,800 did in fact come to $10,145.49 and 
was billed to four property owners ; 


Two—The Public Service Department 
admits the mistake resulted from a typo- 
graphical error or a failure in addition and 
that the original estimate should have ap- 
proximated $10,000. 


When sewers are ordered in for health 
and other reasons by the City Council, no 
provision is usually made for a special as- 
sessment roll and this procedure results 
in an individual being billed in total in- 
stead of having an opportunity of paying 
for the project over a 3, 56, or 10 year 
period as is normally provided under the 
City’s ordinance. As a result of this prob- 
lem and other regular special assessments, 
Mrs. Krueger, alone, found herself billed 
on July 1, for a total of $4,630.71. Cer- 
tainly, this amount of money is most diffi- 
cult for the average person to pay in one 
billing. 


Because of the foregoing, I would recom- 
mend that the Council look into the tre- 
mendously large difference between the es- 
timated cost of the sewer of $2,800 and the 
actual and billed cost of $10,145.49, to de- 
termine if a policy decision is necessary to 
downgrade the bills to the complainants 
involved, inasmuch as the City apparently 
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made a very serious error in its original 
calculations. I would also recommend that 
the presently used system involving or- 
dered in sewers be altered where individual, 
resident homeowners are involved to per- 
mit billing on the extended basis instead of 
a billing of the total due at one time.

THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING SECTIONS 
NUMBERED 36.89.1 TO 36.89.18, INCLU- 
SIVE, TO ARTICLE VIII, DEVELOP- 
MENT PLAN FOR DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECT KNOWN AS URBAN RENEW- 
AL PROJECT NO. 2. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding sections to be num- 
bered 36.89.1 to 36.89.18, inclusive of Ar- 
ticle VIII, approving the Development Proj- 
ect (Urban Renewal Plan) and the Feasi- 
bility of Relocation for Project No. 2, 
Mich, R-144, to read as follows: 


Sec. 36.89.1 Under the provisions of Title 
I of the Housing Act of 1949, as amended, 
the Secretary of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment is authorized to provide financial 
assistance to Local Public Agencies for 
undertaking and carrying out urban re- 
newal projects. 


See. 36.89.2 It is provided in such Act 
that contracts for financial aid thereunder 
shall require that the Development Plan, 
hereinafter referred to as Urban Renewal 
Plan, for the respective project area be 
approved by the governing body of the lo- 
eality in which the project is situated and 
that such approval include findings by the 
governing body that: (1) the financial aid 
to be provided in the contract is necessary 
to enable the project to be undertaken in 
accordance with the Urban Renewal Plan; 
(2) the Urban Renewal Plan will afford 
maximum opportunity, consistent with the 
sound needs of the locality as a whole, for 
the rehabilitation or redevelopment of the 
urban renewal area by private enterprise ; 
(8) the Urban Renewal Plan conforms to 
a general plan for the development of the 
locality as a whole; and (4) the Urban Re- 
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newal Plan gives due consideration to the 
provision of adequate park and recreational 
areas and facilities, as may be desirable 
for neighborhood improvement, with special 
consideration for the health, safety, and 
welfare of children residing in the general 
vicinity of the site covered by the Plan. 


Sec. 36.89.38 The City of Lansing (herein 
called the ‘Local Public Agency’) has 
entered into a planning contract for finan- 
cial assistance under such Act with the 
United States of America, acting by and 
through the Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, pursuant to which 
Federal funds were provided for. 


Sec. 36.89.4 It is desirable and in the 
public interest that the City of Lansing 
(herein called the “Local Public Agency’’) 
undertake and carry out the urban renewal 
proect (herein called the “project’’) identi- 
fied as: 


“Beginning at the intersection of the 
north right-of-way line of Saginaw Street 
and the west right-of-way line of Wash- 
ington Avenue; thence south along the 
west right-of-way line of Washington 
Avenue to the north right-of-way line 
of Genesee Street; thence east along said 
north right-of-way line extended to the 
east right-of-way line of Washington 
Avenue; thence south along said east 
right-of-way line to the north right-of- 
way line of Shiawassee Street; thence 
east along said north right-of-way line 
to the west bank of the Grand River; 
thence southerly along said west bank 
to a point 140 feet more or less north 
of the north right-of-way line of Michi- 
gan Avenue; thence east to the intersec- 
tion of the east right-of-way line of the 
New York Central Railroad and the north 
right-of-way line of the alley first north 
of Michigan Avenue; thence northerly 
along said railroad right-of-way line to 
a line 23.5 feet south of and parallel to 
the south lot line of lot 6, Block 245; 
thence east along said line to the east 
right-of-way line of Depot Street ; thence 
north along said east right-of-way line 
to a line 74.25 feet south of and parallel 
to the south right-of-way line of Ottawa 
Street; thence east along said line ex- 
tended to the east right-of-way line of 
Cedar Street; thence north along said 
east right-of-way line to the north right- 
of-way line of Saginaw Street; thence 
west along said north right-of-way line to 
point of beginning,” 


in the City of Lansing, County of Ingham, 
State of Michigan, (herein called the ‘Lo- 
cality”), 


Sec. 36.89.5 The Loca] Public Agency has 
applied for aditional financial assistance 
under such Act and purposes to enter into 
an additional contract or contracts under 
the Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment for the undertaking of, and for 
making available additional financial as- 
sistance for the Project. 


Sec. 36.89.6 The Local Public Agency 
has made detailed siudies of the location, 
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physical condition of structures, land use, 
environmental influences, and social, cul- 
tural and economic conditions of the Proj- 
ect area and has determined that the area 
is a blighted area and that it is detrimental 
and a menace to the safety, health, and wel- 
fare of the inhabitants and users thereof 
and of the Locality at large, because of 
the blight as evidenced by the presence of 
physical and environmental factors and de- 
ficiencies. The City of Lansing, through 
its Redevelopment Department and Build- 
ing Department, have caused physical in- 
spections to be made of each structure 
within the proposed Urban Renewal Project 
Area and said physical inspections showed 
58 of 80 structures to be deficient. 


The following criteria was used in clas- 
sifying buildings with deficiencies in the 
area: 


Major building components were exam- 
ined to determine their respective condi- 
tion and quality. Any building compo- 
nent which exhibited deterioration re- 
quiring repair over above normal re- 
pairs was considered as a deficient build- 
ing component. One or more deficient 
building component(s) constitutes a 
structure with deficiencies. 


Major building components are: 
Roof structure and covering. 
Wall structure and covering. 
Foundation. 

Ceiling and floor covering. 


Also the said physical inspection showed 
47 of 58 structures to be substandard. 
The following criteria was used to estab- 
lish substandardness within the area: 


(1) TWO major structural components 
with serious deficiencies or failures. 


(2) ONE major structural and ONE me- 
chanical component with serious fail- 
ures or deficiencies. 


(3) ONE Major structural and TWO mi- 
nor structural components with ser- 
ious deficiencies or failures. 


A major structural defect is deteriora- 
tion or weakening in a major structural 
element of the building. Major structur- 
al elements are the foundation, roof, 
walls, floors and ceilings. Examples of 
major structural defects within the area 
are: 


Roofs—sags and shows evidence of ex- 
cessive truss deflection; worn, rotted or 
missing material over a large area of the 
roof ; 


Walls—EXTERIOR—cracked, bowed or 
out of plumb; exhibiting excessive weak- 
ening and settlement; holes, worn, rotted 
and missing material over large areas. 


.Foundations—cracked, sagging, bowed 
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and out of plumb; holes, worn, rotted and 
missing material over a large area of 
the foundation walls; lack of proper 
foundations. 


A minor structural defect is major de- 
terioration or weakenig in a minor struc- 
tural element, or minor deterioration or 
minor structural elements are windows 
anak doors, porches and steps, chimney or 
ue. 


Examples of minor structural defects 
within the area are: 


Roofs—less critical sags or weakening 
of the roof structures; holes, worn, 
rotted and missing materia] over small 
areas, 


Walls—Exterior—less critical weakening 
of the wall structures; holes, cracks, 
worn, rotted and missing material of 
small areas. 


Windows and Doors—loose, worn, or 
rotted frames and sills; frames and sills 
out of plumb or separated from walls. 


Porches and Steps, Cornices, Eaves, Par- 
apet Walls—lose, worn, rotted or miss- 
ing members; porches and steps saging, 
out of plumb and pulling away from the 
building; unsafe porches and steps re- 
quiring complete replacement. 


Taxable values have been found to be on 
the decline within the project area. 


Vacancies of buildings were above nor- 
mal and low average rentals persist. 


There exists a conglomerate and incom- 
patible mixture of land uses such as resi- 
dential, industrial, and commercial. 


That parking and traffic circulation in 
the area are further day-to-day problems 
to the occupants and the community. 


Presently the area adacent to the Grand 
River is nonpassable with brush and 
debris and often substandard buildings 
and is a breeding place for rats and 
aesthetically is an eyesore to the com- 
munity. 


The City Council further finds that the 
proposed Development Plan for said area 
will, through acquisition, demolition, clear- 
ance and resale to private and public de- 
velopers protect the health, safety, morals 
and general welfare of the municipality ; 
and preserve existing values of other prop- 
erty within or adjacent to such areas and 
shall preserve the taxable value of the 
property within such areas and will im- 
prove the character of the project area, the 
surrounding area and the entire commu- 
nity. The members of this Governing Body 
have been fully appraised by the Local 
Public Agency and are aware of these facts 
and conditions. 


Sec. 36.89.7 There has been prepared and 
referred to the City Council of the Locality 
(herein called the “Governing Body”) for 
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review and approval of Development Plan, 
also known as the Urban Renewal Plan, 
for the Project area, dated April 21, 1969, 
and consists of 18 pages and 4 exhibits. 


Sec. 36,89.8 The Project area, which is 
predominantly non-residential in character, 
is to be redeveloped for predominantly non- 
epeidential uses under the Urban Renewal 

an. 


Sec. 36.89.9 The Urban Renewal Plan, 
also known as the Development Plan, has 
been approved by the Governing Body of 
the Local Public Agency, as evidenced by 
the copies of said Body’s duly certified 
Resolution regarding findings of fact and 
determinations of blight, feasible methods 
of relocating families and individuals and 
sufficiency of the Development Plan to re- 
habilitate the blighted area, adopted by the 
City of Lansing on April 8. 1969, and, also 
attached thereto, Ordinance No. 188, adopt- 
ed April 21, 1969, adopting the Develop- 
ment Plan (Urban Renewal Plan), for 
Urban Renewal Project No. 2. 


Sec, 36.89.10 A General Plan has been 
prepared and is recognized and used as a 
guide for the general development of the 
Locality as a whole. 


Sec. 36.89.11 The Lansing Planning 
Board, which is the duly designated and act- 
ing official planning body for the Locality, 
has submitted to the Governing Body its 
report and recommendations respecting the 
Urban Renewal Plan (Development Plan) 
for the Project area and has certified that 
the Urban Renewal Plan (Development 
Plan) conforms to the general plan for the 
Locality as a whole, and the Governing 
Body has duly considered the report, rec- 
ommendations and certification of the plan- 
ning body, 


Sec. 36.89.12 The Urban Renewal Plan 
(Development Plan) for the Project area 
prescribed certain land uses for the Project 
area and will require, among other things, 
changes in zoning, the vacatnig and re- 
moval of streets, alleys, and other public 
ways, the establishment of new street pat- 
terns, the location and relocation of sewer 
and water mains and other public facili- 
ties, and other public action. 


Sec. 36.89.18 The Local Public Agency 
has prepared and submitted a program for 
the relocation of individuals and families 
that may be displaced as a result of carry- 
ing out the Project in accordance with the 
Urban Renewal Plan. 


Sec. 36.89.14 There have also been pre- 
sented to the Governing Body information 
and data respecting the relocation program 
which has been prepared by the Local 
Public Agency as a result of studies, sur- 
veys, and inspections in the Project area 
and the assembling and analysis of the 
data and information obtained from such 
studies, surveys, and inspections. 


Sec. 36.89.15 The members of the Gov- 
erning Body have general knowledge of the 
conditions prevailing in the Project srea 
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and of the availability of proper housing 
in the Locality for the relocation of indi- 
viduals and families that may be displaced 
from the Project area, and, in the light 
of such knowledge of local housing condi- 
tions, have carefully considered and re- 
viewed such proposals for relocation. 


Sec. 36.89.16 It is necessary that the 
Governing Body take appropriate official 
action respecting the relocation program 
and the Urban Renewal Plan for the Proj- 
ect, in conformity with the contract(s) for 
financial assistance between the Local Pub- 
lic Agency and the United States of Ameri- 
ca, acting by and through the Secretary 
of Housing and Urban Development. 


Sec. 36.89.17 The Governing Body is cog- 
nizant of the conditions that are imposed in 
the undertaking and carrying out of urban 
renewal projects with Federal financial as- 
sistance under Title I, including those pro- 
hibiting discrimination because of race, 
color, creed, or national origin. 


Sec, 36.89.18 NOW THEREFORE, BE IT 
FURTHER ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING: 


(a) That it is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the Project is a blighted area 
and qualifies as an eligible Project area 
under Act 344, Public Acts of 1945, as 
amended. 


(b) That the Urban Renewal Plan (De- 
velopment Plan) for the Project, having 
been duly reviewed and considered, is here- 
by aproved, and the City Clerk of the City 
of Lansing be and is hereby directed to 
file said copy of the Urban Renewal Plan 
(Development Plan) with the minutes of 
this meeting. 


(c) That it is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the objectives of the Urban Re- 
newal Plan cannot be achieved through re- 
habilitation of the Project area. 


(d) That it is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the Urban Renewal Plan for the 
Project area conforms to the general plan 
of the Locality. 


(e) That it is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the financial aid provided and 
to be provided pursuant to the contract(s) 
for Federal financial assistance pertain- 
ing to the Project is necessary to enable 
the Project to be undertaken in accordance 
with the Urban Renewal] Plan for the Proj- 
ect Area, 


(f) That the redevelopment of the Urban 
Renewal Area for predominantly nonresi- 
dential uses is necessary for the proper de- 
velopment of the community. 


(g) That is is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the Urban Renewal Plan for 
the Urban Renewal Area will afford max- 
imum opportunity, consistent with the 
sound needs of the Locality as a whole, 
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for the urban renewal of the Area by pri- 
vate enterprise. 

(h) That it is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the Urban Renewal Plan for 
the Urban Renewal Area gives due con- 
sideration to the provision of adequate 
park and recreational areas and facilities, 
as may be desirable for neighborhood im- 
provement, with special consideration for 
the health, safety, and welfare of children 
residing in the general vicinity of the site 
covered by the Plan. 


(i) That it is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the program for the proper re- 
location of individuals and families dis- 
placed in carrying out the Project in de- 
eent, safe, and sanitary dwellings in con- 
formity with aceptable standards is feasible 
and can be reasonably and timely effected 
to permit the proper prosecution and com- 
pletion of the Project; and that such 
dwellings or dwelling units available or 
to be made available to such displaced in- 
dividuals and families are at least equal 
in number to the number of displaced in- 
dividuals and families, are not generally 
less desirable in regard to public utilities 
and public and commercial facilities than 
the dwellings of the displaced individuals 
and families in the Project area, are avail- 
able at rents or prices within the financial 
means of the displaced individuals and fam- 
ilies, and are reasonably accessible to their 
place of employment. 


(j) That, in order to implement and fa- 
cilitate the effectuation of the Urban Re- 
newal Plan (Development Plan) hereby ap- 
proved it is found and determined that cer- 
tain official action must be taken by this 
Body with reference, among other things, 
to changes in zoning, the vacating and 
removal of streets, alleys, and other public 
ways, the establishment of new street pat- 
terns, the location and relocation of sewer 
and water mains and other public facili- 
ties, and other public action, and accord- 
ingly, this Body hereby (1) pledges its co- 
operation in helping to carry out the Urban 
Renewal Plan; (2) requests the various 
officials departments, boards, and agencies 
of the Locality having administrative re- 
sponsibilities in the premises likewise to 
cooperate to such end and to exercise their 
respective functions and powers in a man- 
ner consistent with the Urban Renewal 
Plan; and (3) stands ready to consider and 
take appropriate action upon proposals and 
Measures designed to effectuate the Urban 
Renewal Plan. 


(k) That additional financial assistance 
under the provision of Title I of the Hous- 
ing Act of 1949, as amended, is necessary 
to enable the land in the Project area to 
be renewed in accordance with the Urban 
Renewal Plan for the Project area and, 
accordingly, the filing by the Local Public 
Agency of an application or applications 
for such financial assistance under Title I 
is hereby approved. 


Section 2—All ordinances. or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed, 
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By Councilman Adado— 


Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansnig: 


That Councilman Brenke be excused from 
the session. 


Carried. 


Councilman Adado congratulated the

sale to intoxicated persons; false represen- 
tations by minors; frequenting of estab- 
lishments by minors. 


No _ person, either directly or indirectly, 
by himself, clerk, agent, servant, or em- 
ployee, shall at any time, sell, furnish, give 
or deliver any alcoholic liquor, beer, or 
wine to any person unless such person shall 
have attained the age of twenty-one years ; 
nor shall any person, either directly or in- 
directly, by himself, clerk, agent, servant, 
or employees, at any time sell, furnish, give 
or deliver any alcoholic liquor to any per- 
son who is under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing beverages, Further, any person under 
the age of twenty-one years purchasing or 
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offering to purchase beer or wine, or any 
alcoholic beverage, who represents himself 
falsely to be over the age of twenty-one 
or who makes false statements or gives 
false information regarding his age to any 
Police officer or person, or employee in 
charge of any place where beer and wine 
and other alcoholic beverages are sold, or 
any other person who makes false repre- 
sentations in order to procure the sale or 
furnishing of beer, wine or other alcoholic 
beverage to a person under the age of 
twenty-one shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and subject to the penalties 
provided in this Code. 


It shall be unlawful for any person under 
the age of twenty-one years to be permitted 
in any place where beer and wine or other 
beverages are sold for consumption on the 
premises, excepting only places [in which 
the principal business is preparing and 
serving meals to the public.] WHOSE 
TOTAL GROSS RECEIPTS, EXCLUDING 
THE TOTAL GROSS RECEIPTS FROM 
THE SALE OF BEER AND WINE OR 
OTHER ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES, 
EQUALS OR EXCEEDS THE TOTAL 
GROSS RECEIPTS FROM THE SALE OF 
BEER AND WINE OR OTHER ALCO- 
HOLIC BEVERAGES. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 


ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

We recommend the acceptance of the bid 
submitted by the Elmer A. Mitchell Com- 
pany for seating uses in the amount of 
$20,000.00. Although the bid submitted by 
the Michigan School Service for $18,176.00 
was low bid, we believe the explanation 
given below will more than justify the addi- 
tional cost to the City. 


Having compared the riser system bids 
from Mitchell and Mid-West, it is concluded 
that the Mitchell risers are more readily 
set-up. The following comparisons to 
evaluate. 


Attaching risers end to end with an 
angle brace and thumb screw rather than 
with a spring trunk type metal clasp. 


Attaching risers front to back with a 
welded hook on the leg to hold in place 
rather than using a pull out and twist lock- 
ing arm. 


Unfolding the legs and locking in place 
with a positive locking bar rather than a 
friction type lock. 


Furnished with a hard board surface 
rather than a speckled surface which has 
chipped in the past. 


Leg braces with extra bracing as against 
single leg units. 


Guard rails welded in section of 7 ft. or 
8 ft. rather than assembling with T fit- 
tings,, allen screws and wing nuts for the 
pipes. 


The comparison of these factors will also 
enable us to make the set-up and tear-down 
time in less man hours for the some thirty 
set-ups each year. It is estimated about 
45 minutes can be reduced from each set-up 
and tear-down, this times eight employees 
and 30 set-ups and 30 tear-downs would be 
a savings of 360 man-hours per year.

Repre- 
senting the United States Civil Aeronautics 
Board will be John W. Dregge. It is im- 
perative that the City of Lansing respond 
with an objection to this proposed cut in 
service because of the negative affect such 
a move will have on our own economy. 


As I advised in a recent communication, 
airline passenger traffic and freight ship- 
ping is steadily increasing making the Cap- 
ital City Airport the second most used 
facility in the State of Michigan. Too, 
I wish to advise that the need of this trans- 
portation facility will continue to increase 
freight-wise especially in view of the fact 
that every indication points to the future 
transportation of motor vehicles to distrib- 
utors around the Nation from our own 
community by air boxcar. The importance 
to Oldsmobile, alone, to the City of Lansing 
cannot be underestimated. That corpora- 
tion is our largest employer and it pays 
approximately 20% of our City tax and 
that of Community College, Ingham Coun- 
ty and the School District. 


Research of the position United Airlines 
is presently in discloses that the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board is hindering the ability of 
that airline to make profit from its service 
to our own community, Grand Rapids, Jack- 
son, etc. I am of the opinion that a favor- 
able decision by the Federal Government in 
behalf of the United Airlines will retain the 
badly needed service so that our badly 
needed economic expansion can be assured.

In the period of 1946-1948, the State of 
Michigan through legislative request es- 
tablished a comprehensive highway, road 
and street needs sutdy. In the year 1951, 
a Good Roads package was adopted by the 
Michigan Legislature, which for the first 
time distributed highway, road and street 
funds on a basis of studied and determined 
needs, In 1954-55-56, I had an opportunity 
to assist in the coordination of the second 
needs study which involved all counties, 
cities and the Michigan State Highway De- 
partment and to serve as the secretary of 
the joint House and Senate Committee on 
Highway Needs. As you are aware, major 
legislation followed that study and it gives 
Michigan the finest highway, road and 
street distribution in the Nation. Today, 
the system originally started in Michigan 
in the late 40’s is copied by every state in 
the Union and is the basis for the filing 
of Federal funds, 


On September 29, Governor William Mil- 
liken called a Conference On Urban Trans- 
portation Needs in line with the request of 
the United States Department of Trans- 
portation. The purpose of the Conference 
was to set the foundation for other trans- 
portation needs studies so that the United 
States Congress can be informed of other 
needs besides those pertaining to highways. 
The Mayors of urban centers, including 
myself, were given assignments by Gov- 
ernor Milliken and the United States De- 
partment of Transportation. We have been 
assigned to coordinate and to submit to the 
United States Department of Transporta- 
tion through the Office of the Governor, 
the basic needs projected to 1990 for streets 
and bridges, the Captial City Airport and 
satellite airports in the tri-county area, 
bus transportation and railroad realign- 
ments and grade separations, By March 1, 
1971, an analysis of the needs within each 
transportation system to meet stated ob- 
jectives will be submitted. By June 1, 1971, 
capitol improvements programs will be sub- 
mitted with adjustments permitted at a 
later date, if necessary. 


Fortunately, for the Greater Lansing 
area, much of this information has already 
been pulled together and some of it docu- 
mented, This information will be for- 
warded on schedule for the purpose of 
giving the President of the United States 
and the Congress a fairly accurate descrip- 
tion of transportation needs. On the basis 
of this information, it is very likely that 
the United States Congress will take action 
in the year 1972 or 1978 to assist urban 
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areas in attaining some of their goals. In 
1974, a comprehensive study of needs will 
again take place along the same lines of 
the highway, road and street needs study 
accomplished in the State of Michigan. 
Starting with this date, procedures for de- 
fining needs will be more refined and de- 
tailed and will be updated every four years 
thereafter. Certainly, the effort will be 
tremendous in size but undoubtedly will 
provide the overall basis to move our rap- 
idly growing population here and elsewhere 
quickly and safely from one place to an- 
other. The move is designed to meet one 
of the critica] issues of our industrial so- 
ciety. We must significantly improve our 
system of transportation in the Seventies 
or much of the progress that technology 
has brought during the present century will 
be negated.

Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing, that the Ordinance providing 
that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan, be amended to provide for 
extending, enlarging and improving the 
existing electric utility system of the City 
of Lansing ; to provide for the issuance and 
sale of revenue bonds under the provisions 
of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, 
as amended to defray part of the cost there- 
of ; to provide for the retirement and secur- 
ity of the bonds to be issued hereunder; to 
provide for the combining of the City Utili- 
ties for Electric Light and Power, Steam 
and Steam Heat and Water Supply and 
distribution ; and to provide for other mat- 
ters relative to said system and said bonds, 
be placed on order of immediate passage. 


By Councilman Belen— 


Resolved by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing, that the Ordinance providing, 
that the Code of Ordinances, City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan, be amended to provide for 
extending, enlarging and improving the 
existing electric utility system of the City

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ORDINANCE NO. 18A 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR 
EXTENDING, ENLARGING AND _IM- 
PROVING THE EXISTING ELECTRIC 
UTILITY SYSTEM OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING: TO PROVIDE FOR THE IS- 
SUANCE AND SALE OF REVENUE 
BONDS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF 
ACT 94, PUBLIC ACTS OF MICHIGAN, 
1938, AS AMENDED TO DEFRAY PART 
OF THE COST THEREOF; TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE RETIREMENT AND SECURI- 
TY OF THE BONDS TO BE ISSUED 
HEREUNDER; TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
COMBINING OF THE CITY UTILITIES 
FOR ELECTRIC LIGHT AND POWER, 
STEAM AND STEAM HEAT AND 
WATER SUPPLY AND DISTRIBUTION: 
AND TO PROVIDE FOR OTHER MAT- 
TERS RELATIVE TO SAID SYSTEM 
AND SAID BONDS.” 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Ing- 
ham, Eaton and Clinton Counties, Michi- 
gan, hereinafter sometimes referred to as 
“City,”’ did acquire and construct a Munici- 
pal Electrict Light Plant and Power Dis- 
tribution Utility, a Steam and Steam Heat 
Utility System, and a Water Supply and 
Distribution Utility System, pursuant to 
approval of its qualified electors and the 
statutory authority then and now existing 
on the following dates and by the following 
results: Establishment of Electric Light 
Utility—June 29, 1892, 486 yes, 78 no; 
Steam and Steam Heat Utility—July 26, 
1919, 2,250 yes, 174 no; Water Supply and 
Distribution Utility—June 26, 1885, 445 
yes, 49 no; and, 


WHEREAS, said utilities have been con- 
tinuously operating for the benefit of the 
citizens and inhabitants of the City since 
the date of the above-referenced respective 
elections, with necessary extensions and 
improvements being added thereto from 
time to time; and, 


WHEREAS, Section 7.18 of the Charter 
of the City of Lansing, duly adopted by the 
electors on November 8, 1955, provides that 
the Department of City Utilities, under the 
administrative head of the Board of Water 
and Light, hereinafter referred to as 
“Board” shall have the power to acquire 
the property, both real and personal, and 
interests in property in the name of the 
City for the purposes of the Department 
of City Utilities and the Board shall have 
full, complete and entire charge of the 
City’s electric, steam and steam heat and 
water utilities, shall make all contracts 
pertaining thereto and shall organize and 
conduct the affairs of the City’s systems 
for the supply and distribution of water 
and the generation and distribution of elec- 
trie light and power and steam and steam 
heat in a manner consistent with the best 
practices therefor; and, 


WHEREAS, Section 7.18 (c) of the Char- 
ter of the City further provides that the 
Board shall have full power and authority 
to fix all rates for water, electricity and 
steam, which rates shall become effective 
thirty (30) days after the same have been 
filed with the Clerk as a public record; and, 
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WHEREAS, the Board, in its best judg- 
ment, has advised the City and this Coun- 
cil and the Council is of the opinion that 
it is necessary and advisable to operate 
the electric, steam and steam heat and 
water supply and distribution utilities sys- 
tem as a combined system on a utility basis 
as authorized by Act 94, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1933, as amended and the Char- 
ter of the City; and, 


WHEREAS, the Board has advised this 
Council and this Council is of the opinion 
that it is now necessary and essential that 
the City’s facilities for the generation of 
electric light and power be extended, en- 
larged and improved in order to provide 
adequate service by the acquisition of a 
new electric generating plant having a 
rating of 160,000 kilowatts, together with 
the necessary appurtenances and attach- 
ments, construction of a new plant build- 
ing to house the generating station with 
appropriate equipment and attachments 
thereto, including the necessary rights in 
land, in accordance with plans and specifi- 
cations prepared by Stanley Consultants, 
aes engineers, of Muscatine, Iowa; 
and, 


WHEREAS, the Board has estimated the 
total cost of the Project described herein 
to be Thirty Two Million Five Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($32,500,000) ; and, 


WHEREAS, it is deemed advisable and 
necessary to issue revenue bonds of the 
utilities in the amount of Ten Million Dol- 
lars ($10,000,000) to provide for part of 
the cost thereof under the provisions of 
Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended, which Act permits the financing 
of enlargements, extensions and improve- 
ments to existing electric utilities in public 
corporations having less than 160,000 popu- 
lation by the issuance of revenue bonds 
under its provisions, the balance of the 
cost to be paid from other funds herein 
provided for; and, 


WHEREAS, the population of the City, 
according to the latest Federal decennial 
census (1960) was 122,267; The unofficial 
Federal decennial census for 1970 was ap- 
proximately 125,000; and, 


WHEREAS, all things necessary to the 
authorization and issuance of said bonds 
under the provisions of the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Michigan and par- 
ticularly Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1933, as amended, have been done and the 
City Council of the City is now empowered 
and desires to authorize the issuance and 
sale of such bonds. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Whenever used in this Ordi- 
nance and the preamble hereto, the follow- 
ing terms shall have the following mean- 
ings unless the context thereof shall clearly 
indicate a different meaning: 


(a) “City” shall mean the City of Lansing, 
Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Counties, 
Michigan. 
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(b) “Council” shall mean the City Council 
of the City, the legislative body thereof. 


(c) “Board” shall mean the Board of Water 
and Light, the administrative head of 
the Department of City Utilities. 


(d) “Bonds” shall mean the revenue bonds 
authorized to be issued by this Ordi- 
nance under the provisions of Act 94, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended. 


(e) “Outstanding Bonds’ shall mean the 
bonds of the former Landel Metropoli- 
tan District Michigan Water Supply 
and Sewage Disposal System No. 1 
Revenue Bonds dated August 1, 1947. 


(f) “The System” or “System” shall mean 
the complete facilities of the City of 
Lansing for the supply and distribution 
of water, the generation and distribu- 
tion of electric light and power and of 
steam and steam heat, including all 
plants, works, instrumentalities and 
properties used or useful in connection 
thereof, including the extensions, en- 
largements and improvements author- 
ized to be acquired and constructed by 
the provisions of this Ordinance or any 
which may be acquired and constructed 
in the future. 


(g) ‘‘Project” shall mean the extensions, 
enlargements and improvements to the 
municipal electric light and power fa- 
cilities authorized to be acquired and 
constructed under the provisions of 
this ordinance. 


(h) “Revenues” and ‘‘Net Revenues” shall 
be understood to have the meaning de- 
fined in Section 8 of Act 94, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended. 


Section 2. It is hereby determined to be 
necessary for the public health, safety and 
welfare of the City to extend, enlarge and 
improve its existing municipal electric 
utility by acquiring and installing a new 
generatng unit with a rating of 160,000 
kilowatts, together with the necessary build- 
ing to house such generator and with the 
appropriate equipment and attachments 
and necessary appurtenances thereto, in- 
cluding the necessary rights in lands, in 
acordance with the plans and specifications 
prepared by Stanley Constultants, consult- 
ing engineers, of Muscatine, Iowa, and on 
file in the Office of the Board. 


Section 3. The utilities of the City under 
the administration and conrtol of the De- 
partment of City Utilities being the City 
utilities for the supply and distribution of 
water, the generation and distribution of 
electric light and power and of steam and 
steam heat are hereby combined as a single 
utility under the provisions of Act 94, Pub- 
lic Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended. 


Section 4. The cost of said extensions, 
improvements and enlargements to the 
existing municipal electric light and power 
facilities has been estimated by Stanley 
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Consultants, consulting engineers, to be 
Thirty Two Million Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($32,500,000) including engineering, 
legal and financing costs, supervision and 
contingencies, which estimates of cost are 
hereby approved and confirmed and the 
period of usefulness of said extensions, 
enlargements and improvements is esti- 
mated to be not less than thirty (30) years. 


Section 5. The Project cost shall be fi- 
nanced in the following manner: 


(a) Contracts in the amount of Five Mil- 
lion Five Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($5,500,000) have already been com- 
pleted and paid. 


(b) Eight Million Dollars ($8,000,000) shall 
be paid from funds on hand represented 
by U. S. government securities in the 
amount of Eight Million Nine Hundred 
Thousand Dollars ($8,900,000) par 
value to be set aside in the Project 
Fund as hereinafter provided. 


(c) Ten Million Dollars ($10,000,000) from 
issuance and sale of revenue bonds 
under the provisions of Act 94, Pub- 
lic Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended. 


(d) Nine Million Dollars ($9,000,000) shall 
be financed over a period of approxi- 
mately three (3) years commencing on 
November 1, 1970, from funds derived 
from the Revenues of the System. 


Section 6. To provide funds to pay part 
of the cost of acquiring and constructing 
the extensions, enlargements and improve- 
ments hereinbefore referred to, it is hereby 
determined that the City shall borrow the 
sum of Ten Million Dollars ($10,000,000) 
and that Revenue Bonds be issued therefor 
under the provisions of Act 94, Public Acts 
of Michigan, 1933, as amended. 


Section 7. Said Bonds shall be designated 
“CITY UTILITIES SYSTEM REVENUE 
BONDS” and shall be not general obliga- 
tions of the City but Revenue Bonds pay- 
able out of the Revenues of the System 
after provision has been made for payment 
of the expenses of operation and mainten- 
ance and shall consist of two thousand 
(2,000) bonds of the denomination of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) each, dated as 
of November 1, 1970, numbered in direct 
order of maturity serially as follows:

Said Bonds shall bear interest at a rate 
or rates not exceeding seven per cent (7%) 
per annum, payable on July 1, 1971, and 
semi-annually thereafter on January 1 and 
July 1 of each year, both principal and in- 
terest to be payable at a bank or trust com- 
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pany to be designated by the Board in ad- 
vance of sale or at such co-paying agent 
or agents as may be nominated by the pur- 
chaser and accepted by the Council at the 
recommendation of the Board, which co- 
paying agents shall be banks or trust com- 
panies not exceeding two (2) in number 
qualified under the statutes of the State 
of Michigan or the Federal Government to 
act in such capacity. The Bonds shall not 
be subject to redemption prior to maturity. 


Said Bonds may be registered as to prin- 
cipal only in the manner and with the effect 
set forth on the face thereof as hereinafter 
provided. 


Said Bonds shall be signed by the Mayor 
and countersigned by the City Clerk and 
shall have interest coupons attached bear- 
ing the facsimile signatures of said Mayor 
and City Clerk and said officials, by execu- 
tion of said Bonds, shall adopt as and for 
their own proper signatures their respec- 
tive facsimile signatures on said coupons, 
and that upon due and legal execution of 
said Bonds, the City Treasurer be and he 
is authorized and directed to deliver said 
Bonds to the purchaser thereof upon re- 
ceipt of the purchase price therefor. 


Section 8. Said Bonds and the attached 
coupons shall be payable solely from the 
Net Revenues derived from the operation 
of the System, and to secure such payment, 
there is hereby created a statutory lien 
upon the whole of the Net Revenues of 
said System, which is a first lien subject 
only to the payment of the Outstanding 
Bonds for the payment of the principal and 
interest to maturity, for which sufficient 
funds have been deposited in trust with the 
paying agent, which lien shall continue 
until the payment in full of the principal 
and interest on the bonds authorized by 
this Ordinance, 


Section 9. The holder or holders of said 
Bonds or coupons representing in the ag- 
gregate not less than twenty per cent 
(20%) of the entire issue then outstanding 
may either at law or in equity, by suit ac- 
tion, mandamus or other proceedings, pro- 
tect and enforce the statutory lien upon 
the Revenues of said System, and may, by 
suit action, mandamus or other proceedings, 
enforce and compel performance of all 
duties of the officers of the City and the 
Board, including the segragation of the 
Revenues of the System and the proper ap- 
plication thereof: Pravided, however, that 
the statutory lien upon said Revenues shall 
not be construed to compel the sale of the 
System, 


If there be default in the payment in 
principal of or interest on any of said 
Bonds, any court having jurisdiction in any 
proper action may appoint a receiver to 
administer and operate said System on be- 
half of the City and under the direction of 
said court and by and with the approval of 
said court to perform all the duties of the 
officials of said City and the Board, more 
particularly set forth herein and in Act 
94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended. 
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The holder or holders of any such Bonds 
or coupons therefrom shall have all the 
rights and remedies given by said Act 94, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended, 
for the collection and enforcement of said 
Bonds and the security therefor. 


Section 10. The operation, repair and 
management of the System, and acquiring 
and constructing of the Project shall 
remain and be under the immediate su- 
pervision and control of the Department 
of City Utilities and more specifically, 
under the Board as provided in the Charter 
of the City, but subject, however, to rights, 
powers and duties in respect thereto which 
by law are reserved to the Council. The 
Board as the administrative head of the 
Department of City Utilities shall have 
power to make such rules and regulations 
with respect to the System as such Board 
deems necessary, 


Section 11. The System shall be operated 
on the basis of an operating year commenc- 
ing on July 1 and ending on the last day 
of June, 


Section 12. The rates to be charged users 
of the City’s electric light and power, steam 
and steam heat and water supply and dis- 
tribution services shall be those presently 
in effect and on file with the City Clerk 
as required by the City Charter, which rates 
are hereby deemed sufficient to meet the 
requirements as prescribed by Section 14 
of this Ordinance. Such rates may be re- 
vised from time to time by the Board, sub- 
ject to the obligation and authority of the 
Council to increase said rates to insure that 
sufficient revenues are produced to meet the 
covenants and obligations contained in this 
Ordinance. 


The billing procedure and the enforce- 
ment of collection of delinquent accounts 
shall be the same as presently exfsts or as 
are changed from time to time by the 
Board, subject to the Council’s obligation 
to insure that said changes shall not affect 
the covenants and obligations contained in 
this Ordinance. 


In addition to other remedies provided, 
the Board shall have the right to shut off 
and discontinue the supply of water, steam 
and steam heat, and/or electric services to 
any premises for the nonpayment of the 
rates for any of such service when due. 
If such charges and rates are not paid in 
accordance with the policies of the Board, 
then service rendered to such premises for 
which charges and rates have not been so 
paid shall be discontinued. The service so 
discontinued shall be restored only upon 
compliance with the Board’s policy for res- 
toration of such service. 


Section 13. No free service shal] be fur- 
nished by said System to any person, firm 
or corporation, public or private, or to 
any public agency or instrumentality. The 
City further covenants not to create any 
lien or charge against the Revenues of the 
System except pursuant to the conditions 
and covenants set forth in this Ordinance. 
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Section 14. The rates now in effect and 
on file in the office of the City Clerk are 
estimated to be sufficient to provide for the 
payment of expenses of administration and 
operation and maintenance and to produce 
Net Revenues in each fiscal year to at 
least equal the interest upon and the prin- 
cipal of all the Bonds as and when the same 
become due and payable, and in addition, to 
provide sufficient funds for the creation of 
a reserve therefor as required by this Ordi- 
nance and to provide for such other expen- 
ditures and funds for said System as this 
Ordinance may require. Such rates shall 
be fixed and revised from time to time as 
may be necessary to produce these amounts, 
but in no eevnt will the Net Revenues in 
any fiscal year be less than one hundred 
twenty five per cent (125%) of the interest 
due January 1, and principal and interest 
due the succeeding July 1, and it is hereby 
covenanted and agreed at all times to fix 
and maintain such rates for services fur- 
nished by the System as will be sufficient 
to provide for the foregoing. 


Section 15. From and after November 1, 
1970, the Revenues of the System shall be 
set aside, as collected, and aloleated on the 
books and records of the Board to a fund 
to be designated “CITY UTILITIES SYS- 
TEM RECEIVING FUND,” (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Receiving Fund’) and 
said Revenues so allocated are pledged for 
the purpose of the following funds and shall 
be transferred from the Receiving Fund pe- 
riodically in the manner and at the times 
hereinafter specified. 


(A) OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
FUND 


Out of the Revenues in the Receiving 
Fund, there shall be first allocated on the 
books and records of the Board into a 
separate fund, designated Operation and 
Maintenance Fund, on November i, 1970, 
an amount sufficient to meet the current 
expenses of administration, operation and 
maintenance for the month of November 
of 1970, and thereafter on or before the 
end of each month a sum sufficient to pro- 
vide for the payment of the next month’s 
current expenses for the administration, 
operation and maintenance thereof as may 
be necessary to preserve the same in good 
repair and working order, 


The Board, not less than thirty (30) days 
prior to the commencement of each operat- 
ing year, shall adopt a financial plan pro- 
viding for the foregoing expenses for the 
next ensuing operating year. 


(B) BOND AND INTEREST REDEMP- 
TION FUND 


There shall next be established and main- 
tained a separate depository account desig- 
nated as the Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund which shall be used solely for the 
purpose of paying the principal of and 
interest upon the Bonds herein authorized, 
The moneys in the Bond and interest Re- 
demption Fund (including the Bond Reserve 
Account hereinafter established) shall be 
kept on deposit with a bank or trust com-

pany where the principal and interest on 
the Bonds herein authorized are currently 
payable, 


Out of the Revenues remaining in the 
Receiving Fund after provision has been 
made for operation and maintenance of the 
System, there shall next be set aside month- 
ly in the Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund, in the American Bank & Trust Com- 
pany, until such time as a depository bank 
is designated pursuant to the provisions of 
this Ordinance, a sum proportionately suffi- 
cient to provide for the payment of the 
principal of and interest upon all bonds 
payable from the Revenues of the System, 
as and when the same become due and pay- 
able. Commencing November 1, 1970, the 
amount so set aside for interest each month 
shall be not less than one-seventh (1/7) of 
the interest due on July i, 1971, and there- 
after, the amount so set aside for interest 
each month during the first six (6) months 
of each operating year, shall be not less 
than one-fifth (1/5) of the total amount 
of interest maturing on the following Jan- 
uary 1 and during the last six (6) months 
of each operating year, shall be not less 
than one-fifth (1/5) of the total amount 
of interest maturing on the following July 
1 until the amounts so set aside are equal 
to each such payment due. The amount so 
set aside for principal during each month 
during each operating year, commencing 
July 1, 1974, shall be not less than one- 
tenth (1/10) of the principal maturing on 
the following July 1 following such operat- 
ing year until the amounts so set aside are 
equal to the principal payments due respec- 
tively for each July 1 following such oper- 
ating year. If there be any deficiency in 
the amount previously required to be set 
aside, then the amount of such deficiency 
shall be added to the current requirements. 


There is hereby established in the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund a separate 
account to be known as the “Bond Reserve 
Account” into which account, on November 
1, 1970, there shall be set aside United 
States Government securities in the par 
value of One Million Dollars ($1,000,000), in 
addition thereto commencing July 1, 1973, 
there shall be set aside monthly the sum of 
Sixteen Thousand Dollars ($16,000) until 
the amount on deposit in the Bond Reserve 
Account is equal to the maximum annual 
principa] and interest requirments of the 
Bonds herein authorized and still outstand- 
ing together with any parity bonds. 


In determining the sufficiency of funds 
in the Bond Reserve Account, the value of 
the securities deposited therein shall be es- 
tablished by the current market value at 
the time of such determination or appraisal 
is made. In the event that said market 
value, together with the cash on hand in 
said fund is less than the requirements of 
the fund as herein established, cash or se- 
curities in sufficient market value shall be 
placed in said fund adequate to meet any 
current deficit. 


If, at any time, it shall be necessary to 
use moneys in the Bond Reserve Account 
for such payment, then the moneys so used 
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shall be replaced from the Revenues first 
received thereafter which are not required 
by this Ordinance to be used for operation 
and maintenance or for current principal 
and interst requirements. 


No further payments need be made into 
the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund 
after enough of the Bonds have been re- 
tired so that the amount then held in said 
Fund (including the Bond Reserve Account) 
is equal to the entire amount of principal 
and interest which will be payable at the 
time of maturity of all the Bonds then 
remaining outstanding. 


(C) PROJECT FUND 


There shall next be established and main- 
tained a separate depository account desig- 
nated as the “Project Fund,” the moneys 
on deposit therein to be used solely for 
the purpose of paying the cost of complet- 
ing the Project, and if necessary, to meet 
any deficits in requirements of the Opera- 
tion and Maintenance Fund, the Bond and 
Interest Redemption Fund, or for any 
emergency repairs for which other funds 
are not available. There shall be deposited 
into said account on November 1, 1970, 
U. S. Government securities in the par 
value of Hight Million Nine Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars ($8,900,000). In addition, 
there shall be deposited into said account, 
after providing for all requirements set 
forth above, commencing January 1, 1971, 
the sum of Three Hundred Twenty Thou- 
sand Dollars ($820,000) each month or such 
greater sum as is necessary to meet the 
contractual obligations as they become due 
for the completion of the Project, until 
such time as there has been accumulated 
from said monthly set asides (not includ- 
ing the initial deposit made on November 
1, 1970) the sum of Nine Million Dollars 
($9,000,000) or such greater or lesser sum 
which, when taken into account with said 
initial deposit shall be sufficient to com- 
plete the Project. Any moneys remaining 
in this fund upon completion of the Project 
shall be transferred to such other funds 
or accounts of the System as shall be de- 
termined to be in the best interests of the 
System by the Board or used for any other 
purpose permitted by law. 


(D) DEPRECIATION, EXTENSION 
AND IMPROVEMENT FUND 


There shall next be established and main- 
tained a separate fund designated as the 
‘Depreciation, Extension and Improvement 
Fund,” the moneys on deposit therein from 
time to time to be used for the purpose of 
making major repairs, replacements, im- 
provements, enlargements and extensions 
to the System. 


After meeting the requirements of the 
funds hereinbefore established, there shall 
be set aside each month the sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000) commencing 
December 1, 1970, or such additional sum 
as the Board shall deem necessary for the 
purpose of this fund. Any sum in excess 
of One Million Dollars ($1,000,000) and 
determined not to be needed for purposes of 
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this Fund may be transferred to such other 
funds as the Board deems in the best in- 
terest of the System. 


(E) SURPLUS FUND 


Moneys remaining in the Receiving Fund 
at the end of any operating year after 
satisfying the requirements of the above- 
described funds shall be transfered to a 
separate fund designated the “Surplus 
Fund.” Moneys from time to time on hand 
in the Surplus Fund may, at the option 
of the Board, be transferred to any other 
Funds of the System established by the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance or may be used 
for any other purpose permitted by the 
Constitution and laws of the State of 
Michigan or the Charter of the City. Pro- 
vided, however, that should there be any 
deficit in the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund, Bond and Interest Redemption Fund 
(including the Bond Reserve Account), the 
Project Fund or the Depreciation, Exten- 
sion and Improvement Fund on account of 
default in setting aside therein the amounts 
required by this Ordinance, then transfer 
shall be made from the Surplus Fund to 
such fund in the priority and order named 
and to the extent of such deficit, 


(F) CASH ON HAND 


Moneys and investments of the System 
on hand as of November 1, 1970, belonging 
to any account or funds of the System and 
not appropriated or earmarked for other 
purposes shall be used and applied on No- 
vember 1, 1970, for the following purposes 
and in the following order of priority: 


First: A sum sufficient to meet the opera- 
tion and maintenance expenses of the Sys- 
tem for the month of November, 1970, shall 
be deposited into the Operation and Main- 
tenance Fund established by this Ordinance. 


Second: U. S. Government securities in 
the par value of One Million Dollars 
($1,000,000) shall be deposited in the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund and credited 
to the Bond Reserve Account as provided 
in Section 15 (B) of this Ordinance. 


Third: Investments of the par value of 
Eight Million Nine Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars ($8,900,000) shall be deposited into the 
Project Fund as provided in Section 15 (C) 
of this Ordinance. 


Fourth: Any moneys remaining after the 
above transfers shall be deposited into the 
Receiving Fund established by Section 15 
of this Ordinance. 


Section 16, The moneys in the above 
funds, except moneys in the Bond and In- 
terest Redemption Fund and the moneys 
derived from the proceeds of sale of the 
Bond may be kept in one bank account in 
which case they shall be allocated in the 
records of the System according to the 
above funds’ requirements. 


Section 17. Moneys in the several funds 
hereinbefore established may be invested 
in a United States Government obligation.

Investment of money in the Bond and In- 
terest Redemption Fund being accumulated 
for payment of the next maturing principal 
or interest on the Bonds shall be limited 
to United State Government obligations 
bearing maturity dates prior to the date of 
the next maturing principal or interest 
for which such money has been set aside 
in accordance with Section 15. The security 
representing the investment shall be kept 
on deposit with the bank or trust company 
having the deposit of the fund or funds 
from which such purchase was made. In- 
come derived from such investments shall 
be credited to the fund from which said 
investments were made. 


Section 18. The Board shall designate a 
bank or banks for the depository of the 
proceeds of sale of said Bonds. From said 
proceeds there shall be transferred to the 
Bond and Interest Redemption Fund any 
premium and accrued interest paid to the 
City by the purchaser of said Bonds, and 
the balance of the proceeds shall be applied 
and used solely to pay the costs of the 
Project and expenses incident thereto. No 
funds shall be expended to pay the costs 
of said Project until and unless a certificate 
that said sum is due and owing has been 
filed with the Board by the Project consult- 
ing engineer. Any unexpended balance of 
the proceeds of sale remaining after com- 
pletion of the Project may, and to the ex- 
tent of fifteen per cent (15%) of the 
amount of the issue, be used for further 
improvements, enlargements and extensions 
of the System, provided that at the time 
of such expenditure such use be approved 
by the Municipal Finance Commission. Any 
remaining balance after such expenditure 
shall be paid into the Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund. 


Section 19. The City covenants and 
agrees with the successive holders of the 
Bonds and coupons that so long as any of 
the Bonds remain outstanding and unpaid 
as to either principal or interest: 


(a) The Board will maintain the System 
in good repair and working order and will 
operate the same efficiently and will faith- 
fully and punctually perform all duties with 
reference to the System required by the 
Constitution and laws of the State of 
Michigan, including the making and collect- 
ing of a sufficient rate for electric light and 
power, steam and steam heat and water 
service rendered by the System and the 
segregation and application of the Revenues 
of the System in the manner provided by 
this Ordinance. 


(b) The Board will fix and collect rates 
and charges for all electric power service, 
steam and steam heat and water supplied 
by the System in order to obtain Revenues 
fully sufficient to provide for the payment 
of the expenses of administration, operation 
and maintenance of the System, to provide 
for the payment of interest on and princi- 
pal of all obligations payable therefrom, 
including the Bonds herein authorized, as 
and when the same become due and pay- 
able, to create the Bond Reserve Account, 
to provide for the Project Fund and to pro- 
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vide for the Depreciation, Extension and 
Improvement Fund, but in no event will 
the Net Revenues in any fiscal year be less 
than one hundred twenty five per cent 
(125%) of the principal and interest due 
January 1 and the succeeding July 1. 


({c) The Board will maintain and keep 
proper books of record and account, sepa- 
rate from all] other records and accounts 
into which shall be made full and correct 
entries of all transactions relating to the 
System. No later than three (3) months 
after the close of each operating year, the 
Board shall cause to be prepared a state- 
ment in reasonable detail, sworn to by its 
chief accounting officer, showing the cash 
income and disbursement of the System 
during such operating year, the assets and 
liabilities of the System at the beginning 
and close of the fiscal year and such other 
information as necessary to enable any tax- 
payer, user of the service furnished, or any 
holder or holders of the Bonds or anyone 
acting in their behalf to be fully informed 
as to all matters pertaining to the financial 
operation of the System during such year. 
A certified copy of such statement and 
books of record and account shall at all 
reasonable times be open to inspection 
to any taxpayer, user of the service, or 
holder or holders of any Bonds or anyone 
acting in their behalf. A copy of such 
statement shall be sent to the original 
purchaser of the Bonds at the same time 
as it is filed with the Municipal Finance 
Commission. The audit required by Section 
{d) may be used in the place of the state- 
ment herein required. 


(d) The City will cause an annual audit 
of such books of record and account for 
the preceding operating year to be made 
by recognized independent certified public 
accountants and will furnish a summary of 
such audit to any Bond holder who may 
SO request and a copy of such annual audit 
shall be sent to the original purchaser of 
the Bonds, The Board may file the annual 
audit with the Municipal Finance Com- 
mission in lieu of the forms for such state- 
ment, if any, furnished by the Commission. 


(e) The Board shall maintain and carry 
for the benefits of the holders of the Bonds, 
insurance on all physical properties of the 
System of the kind and in the amounts 
normally carried by public utility com- 
panies and municipalities engaged in the 
operation of electric light and power, steam 
and steam heat and water supply and dis- 
tribution utilities. All moneys received 
from losses under any such insurance policy 
shall be applied solely to the replacement 
and restoration of the property damaged 
or destroyed and to the extent not so used 
shall be deposited into the Depreciation, 
Extension and Improvement Fund. 


{f) The City and the Board will not 
sell, lease or dispose of the System, or any 
substantial part thereof, until all of the 
Bonds have been paid in full, both as to 
principal and interest, except as the exist- 
ing equipment or any portion thereof shall 
be deemed inserviceable, inadequate, obso- 
lete, worn out, unfit to be used or no longer 
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required for use in the operation of the 
System, 


(g) The Board will cause the operation 
of the System to be carried on as eco- 
nomically as possible, will cause to be made 
to the System all repairs and replacements 
necessary to keep the same in good repair 
and working order and will not do or suffer 
to be done any act which would affect the 
System in such s way as to impair or affect 
unfavorably the security of the Bonds. The 
City and the Board covenant and agree to 
proceed with all due reasonable dispatch 
to complete the Project. The City will not 
operate any competing electric light and 
power, steam and steam heat or water 
supply and distribution utilities, and the 
City will not grant any franchise to a 
competing electric light and power, steam 
and steam heat or water supply and dis- 
tribution utility so long as any of the 
Bonds issued hereunder remain outstand- 
ing and unpaid. 


(h) In the event the moneys in the Re- 
ceiving Fund are insufficient to provide for 
the current requirements of the Operation 
and Maintenance Fund, Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund (including Bond Reserve 
Account), any moneys and/or securities in 
other funds of the System shall be trans- 
ferred first to the Operation and Mainten- 
ance Fund and second to the Bond and In- 
terest Redemption Fund (including Bond 
Reserve Account), to the extent of any defi- 
cit therein. In the event moneys in the 
Receiving Fund are sufficient to provide 
for the curent requirements of the Opera- 
tion and Maintenance Fund or the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund (including 
Bond Reserve Account) but are insufficient 
to provide the requirements of the Project 
Fund then any money and/or securities in 
any other funds of the System except the 
Operation and Maintenance Fund, Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund (including 
Bond Reserve Account) shall be transferred 
to the Project Fund. 


Section 20. The City shall have the fol- 
lowing rights and obligations pursuant to 
the provisions of Act 94, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1933, as amended, to issue addi- 
tional bonds payable from the Revenues of 
the System which shall be of equal stand- 
ing with the Bonds herein authorized. 


(a) The City hereby covenants and agrees 
that it will authorize and use its best effort 
to issue, sell and deliver additional bonds 
for the purpose of completing the Project 
in aecordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions therefor in the event the funds real- 
ized from the sale of the Bonds herein au- 
thorized and the funds deposited into the 
Project Fund pursuant to Section 15 of 
this Ordinance shall be insufficient therefor. 
The amount of said bonds shall not exceed 
the cost of the Project as determined by 
the consulting engineers, Stanley Consult- 
ants of Muscatine, Iowa, or the successor 
engineers in charge of construction, less 
the proceeds of sale of the Bonds author- 
ized by this Ordinance and any profit or 
income derived from the investment thereof 
to the date of authorization of said addi- 
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tional bonds and funds available for the 
Project from the Project Fund plus the 
income or profit derived from the invest- 
ment thereof, 


(b) For subsequent enlargements, re- 
placements, (extensions and improvements 
to the System: Provided that no such addi- 
tional bonds under (b) shall be issued un- 
less the Net Revenues of the System for 
the preceding fiscal year were at least 
equal te one hundred thirty per cent 
(180%) of the maximum annual principal 
and interest on all the bonds then out- 
standing and payable out of the Revenues 
of the System, and those proposed to be 
issued during the life of such then out- 
standing bonds. Net Revenues for this pur- 
pose shall mean the gross revenues less the 
annual cost of operation and maintenance, 
but excluding depreciation as evidenced by 
the audit. Net Revenues may be adjusted 
by any independent C.P.A. or consulting 
engineer for a change in rates in effect at 
the time of the issuance of the additional 
bonds or for the elimination of any portion 
of a demand charge paid by the System 
for purchased power which demand charge 
would be eliminated by the project being 
financed by the additional bonds. Principal 
and interest due July 1 are to be considered 
an obligation of the preceeding fiscal year. 
Additional parity bonds, to the extent au- 
thorized by law, may be issued without re- 
gard to the above restriction if they are 
issued to refund any bonds which have 
matured or will mature within three (3) 
months from the date of issuance and for 
the payment of which insufficient money is 
available in the Bond and Interest Re- 
demption Fund to the extent permitted by 
the laws of the State of Michigan. 


All parity bonds must be equal in all re- 
spects and mature on July 1 and have in- 
terest payable January 1 and July 1 of 
each year. 


Permission of the Municipal Finance 
Commission or such other state body hav- 
ing jurisdiction over issuance of municipal 
bonds to issue such additional bonds shall 
constitute a conclusive presumption of 
existence of the conditions permitting the 
issuance thereof. 


Except as herein authorized. no addition- 
al bonds having equal standing with the 
Bonds of this issuance shall be authorized 
or issued and in no event shall prior lien 
bonds be issued.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new chapter to be 
numbered 22A and sections to be numbered 
22A-1 to 22A-18, inclusive, to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 22A-1. Preamble. The Mayor and 
City Council finds and declares that the 
interests of the public health, safety and 
welfare of the citizens of the City of Lan- 
sing require the regulation, licensing and 
control of assemblages of large numbers of 
people in excess of those normally drawing 
upon the health, sanitation, fire, police, 
transportation, utility and other public ser- 
vices regularly provided in this city. 


Sec. 22A-2. Defiinitions. 


(a) “Outdoor Assembly,” hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “‘assembly’’ means any event, 
attended by more than 5,000 attendants, all 
or any part of which includes a theatrical 
exhibition, public show, display, entertain- 
ment, amusement or other exhibition, in- 
cluding, but not limited to musical festivals, 
rock festivals, or similar gatherings, but 
does not mean: 


(1) An event which is conducted or spon- 
sored by a governmental unit or agency 
on publicly owned land or property; or 


(2) An event held entirely within the con- 
fines of a permanently enclosed and 
covered structure. 


(b) “Person” means any natural person, 
partnership, corporation, association or or- 
ganization, 


(c) “Sponsor” means any person who 
organizes, promotes, conducts, or causes to 
be conducted an outdoor assembly. 


(d) “Attendant” means any person who 
obtains admission to an outdoor assembly 
by the payment of money or by the render- 
ing of services in lieu of the payment of 
money for admission. 


(e) “Licensee’” means any person to 
whom a license is issued pursuant to this 
ordinance. 


Sec, 22A-3. A person shall not sponsor, 
operate, Maintain, conduct or promote an 
outdoor assembly in the City of Lansing 
unless he shall have first made application 
for, and obtained, as hereinafter prescribed 
a license for each such assembly. 


Sec, 22A-4. Application for License. Ap- 
plication for a license to conduct an out- 
door assembly must be made in writing on 
such forms and in such manner as pre- 
scribed by the City Clerk of the City of 
Lansing and shall be made at least sixty 
(60) days prior to date of the proposed 
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assembly. Bach application shall be ac- 
companied by a nonrefundable fee of 
$100.00 and shall include at least the fol- 
lowing : 


(a) The name, age, residence and mail- 
ing address of the preson making the eappli- 
cation. (Where the person making the ap- 
Plication is a partnership, corporation or 
other association, this information shall be 
provided for all partners, officers and di- 
rectors, or members. Where the person is 
a corporation, a copy of the articles of 
incorporation shall be filed, and the names 
and addresses shall be provided of all share- 
holders having financial interest greater 
than $500.00). 


(b) A statement of the kind, character, 
and type of proposed assembly. 


(c) The address, legal description and 
proof of ownership of the site at which 
the proposed assembly is to be conducted. 
Where ownership is not vested in the pro- 
spective licensee, he shall submit an affida- 
vit from the owner indicating his consent 
to the use of the site for the proposed 
assembly. 


(d) The date or dates and hours during 
which the proposed assembly is to be con- 
ducted. 


(e) An estimate of the maximum number 
of attendants expected at the assembly for 
each day it is conducted and a detailed ex- 
planation of the evidence of admission 
which will be used and of the sequential 
numbering or other method which will be 
used for accounting purposes. 


Sec. 22A-5. Each application shall be ac- 
companied by a detailed explanation, in- 
eluding drawings and diagrams where ap- 
plicable, of the prospective licensee’s plans 
to provide for the following: 

(a) Police and fire protection. 
(b) Food and water supply and facilities. 
(c) Health and sanitation facilities. 


(d) Medical facilities and services includ- 
ing emergency vehicles and equipment, 


(e) Vehicle access and parking facilities, 
(f) Camping and trailer facilities. 

(g) Ulumination facilities. 

(h) Communications facilities. 

(i) Noise control and abatement. 


(ij) Facilities for clean-up and waste dis- 
posal. 


(k) Insurance and bonding arrangements. 

In addition, the application shall be ac- 
companied by a map or maps of the overall 
site of the proposed assembly. 


Sec. 22A-6, On receipt by the City Clerk, 
copies of the application shall be forwarded 
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to the Chief of Police of the City of Lan- 
sing and Ingham County Health Depart- 
ment, the state fire marshal, and to such 
other appropriate public officials as the City 
Clerk deems necessary. Such officers and 
officials shall review and investigate mat- 
ters relevant to the application and within 
twenty (20) days of receipt thereof shall 
report their findings and recommendations 
to the City Council. 


Sec. 22A-7. Within thirty (30) days of 
the filing of the application, the City Coun- 
cil shall issue, set conditions prerequisite 
to the issuance of, or deny, a license. The 
City Council may require that adequate 
security or insurance be provided before 
a license is issued. Where conditions are 
imposed as prerequisite to the issuance of 
a license, or where a license is denied, with- 
in five (6) days of such action, notice there- 
of must be mailed to the applicant by cer- 
tified mail, and, in the case of denial, the 
reasons therefor shall be stated in the 
notice. 


Sec. 22A-8. A license may be denied if: 


(1) The applicant fails to comply with 
any or all requirements of this ordinance, 
or with any or all conditions imposed pur- 
suant hereto, or with any other applicable 
provision of state or local law; or 


(2) The applicant has knowingly made 
false, misleading or fraudulent statement 
in the application or in any supporting doc- 
ument, 


Sec. 22A-9. A license shall specify the 
name and address of the licensee, the kind 
and location of the assembly, the maximum 
number of attendants permissible, the dura- 
tion of the license and any other conditions 
imposed pursuant to this ordinance. It shall 
be posted in a conspicuous place upon the 
premises of the assembly, and shall not be 
transferred to any other person or location. 


Sec, 224-10. In processing an application 
the City Council shall, at a minimum, re- 
quire the following: 


(a) Security Personnel. The licensee 
shall employ, at his own expense, such 
security personnel as are necessary and 
sufficient to provide for the adequate se- 
curity and protection of the maximum num- 
ber of attendants at the assembly and for 
the preservation of order and protection 
of property in and around the site of the 
assembly. No license shall be issued un- 
less the Chief of Police for the City of 
Lansing, in cooperation with the Director 
of State Police, is satisfied that such neces- 
sary and sufficient security personne] will 
be provided by the licensee for the duration 
of the assembly. 


(b) Water Facilities. The licensee shall 
provide potable water, sufficient in quan- 
tity and pressure to assure proper operation 
of all water using facilities under condi- 
tions of peak demand. Such water shall 
be supplied from a public water system, if 
available, and if not available, then from 
a@ source constructed, located, and approved 
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in accordance with Act 294, Public Acts of 
1965, and the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant thereto, and in accordance with 
any other applicable state or loca] law, or 
from a source and delivered and stored in 
a Manner approved by the Ingham County 
Health Department health officer. 


(c) Restroom Facilities. The licensee 
shall provide separate enclosed flush-type 
water closets as defined in Act 266, Public 
Acts of 1929, and the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto and in accordance 
with any other applicable state or local Jaw. 
If such flush-type facilities are not avail- 
able, the Ingham County Health Depart- 
ment health officer may permit the use of 
other facilities which are in compliance 
with Act 278, Public Acts of 1939, and the 
rules and regulations adopted pursuant 
thereto, and in accordance with any other 
applicable state or local law. 


The licensee shall provide lavatory and 
drinking water facilities constructed, in- 
stalled, and maintained in accordance with 
Act 266 of the Public Acts of 1929, and 
the rules and regulations adopted pursu- 
ant thereto, and in accordance with any 
other applicable state or local law. All 
lavatories shall be provided with hot and 
cold water and soap and paper towels. 


The number and type of facilities re- 
quired shall be determined, on the basis of 
the number of attendants, in the following 
manner: 


Facilities Male Female 
Toilets 1:300 1:200 
Urinals 1:100 

Lavatories 1:200 1:200 
Drinking Fountains 13600 

Taps or Faucets 1:500 


Where the assembly is to continue for 
more than 12 hours, the licensee shall pro- 
vide shower facilities, on the basis of the 
number of attendants, in the following 
manner: 


Facilities Male Female 


Shower Heads 1:100 1:100 


All facilities shall be installed, connected, 
and maintained free from obstructions, 
leaks and defects and shall at all times be 
in operable condition as determined by the 
Ingham County Health Department health 
officer. 


{d) Food Service. If food service is made 
available on the premises, it shall be de- 
livered only through concessions licensed 
and operated in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Act 269, Public Acts of 1968, 
and the rules and regulations adopted pur- 
suant thereto, and in accordance with any 
other applicable state or local law, 
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If the assembly is distant from food 
service establishments open to the public, 
the licensee shall make such food services 
available on the premises as will adequately 
feed the attendants. 


(e) Medical Facilities. If the assembly is 
not readily and quickly accessible to ade- 
quate existing medical facilities, the licen- 
see shall be required to provide such facili- 
ties on the premises of the assembly, The 
kind, location, staff strength, medical and 
other supplies and equipment of such facili- 
ties shall be as prescribed by the Ingham 
County Health Department health officer. 


(f) Liquid Waste Disposal. The licensee 
shall provide for liquid waste disposal in 
accordance with all rules and regulations 
pertaining thereto established by the Ing- 
ham County Health Department health offi- 
eer. If such rules and regulations are not 
available or if they are inadequate, then 
liquid waste disposal shall be in accordance 
with the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice Publication No. 526, entitled, “Manual 
of Septic Tank Practice.” If liquid waste 
retention and disposal is dependent upon 
pumpers and haulers, they shall be licensed 
in accordance with Act 243, Public Acts 
of 1951, and the rules and regulations 
adopted pursuant thereto, and in accord- 
ance with any other applicable state or 
local law, and, prior to issuance of any 
license, the licensee shall provide the Ing- 
ham County Health Department health offi- 
cer with a true copy of an executed agree- 
ment in force and effect with a licensed 
pumper or hauler, which agreement will 
assure pYroper, effective and frequent re- 
moval of liquid waste from the premises so 
as to neither create nor cause a nuisance 
or menace to the public health, 


(g) Solid Waste Disposal. The licensee 
shall provide for solid waste storage on, 
and removal from, the premises, Storage 
shall be in approved, covered, fly tight and 
rodent proof containers, provided in suffi- 
cient quantity to accommodate the number 
of attendants, Prior to issuance of any 
license, the licensee shall provide the Ing- 
ham County Health Department health offi- 
cer with a true copy of an executed agree- 
ment in force and effect with a licensed 
refuse collector, which agreement will as- 
sure proper, effective and frequent removal 
of solid waste from the premises so as to 
neither create nor cause a nuisance or 
menace to the public health. 


The licensee shall implement effective 
control measures to minimize the presence 
of rodents, flies, roaches and other vermin 
on the premises. Poisonous materials, such 
as insecticides or rodenticides shall not be 
used in any way so as to contaminate food, 
equipment, or otherwise constitute a hazard 
to the public health. Solid waste contain- 
ing food waste shall be stored so as to be 
inaccessible to vermin. The premises shall 
be kept in such condition as to prevent the 
harborage or feeding of vermin. 


(h) Public Bathing Beaches. The licen- 
see shall provide or make available or ac- 
cessible public bathing beaches only in ac- 
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cordance with Act 218, Public Acts of 1967, 
and the rules and regulations adopted pur- 
suant thereto, and in accordance with any 
fag applicable provision of state or local 
aw, 


(i) Public Swimming Pools. The licensee 
shall provide or make available public 
swimming pools only in accordance with 
Act 230, Public Acts of 1966, and the rules 
and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, 
and in accordance with any other applica- 
ble provision of state or local law. 


(j) Access and Traffic Control. The li- 
censee shall provide for ingress to and 
egress from the premises so as to insure 
the orderly flow of traffic onto and off of 
the premises. Access to the premises shall 
be from a highway or road which is a part 
of the county system of highways or which 
is a highway maintained by the State of 
Michigan. Traffic lanes and other space 
shall be provided, designated and kept open 
for access by ambulance, fire equipment, 
helicopter and other emergency vehicles. 
Prior to the issuance of a license, the Di- 
rector of the Department of State Police 
and the Director of the Department of 
State Highways must approve the licensee’s 
plan for access and traffic control. 


(k) Parking. The licensee shall provide 
a parking area sufficient to accommodate 
all motor vehicles, but in no case shall he 
provide less than one automobile space for 
every four (4) attendants. 


(1) Camping and Trailer Parking. A li- 
censee who permits attendance to remain 
on the premises between the hours of 2:00 
a.m, and 6:00 a.m, shall provide for camp- 
ing and trailer parking and facilities in 
accordance with Act 171, Public Acts of 
1970, and the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant thereto, and in accordance with 
any other applicable provision by state or 
local law. While Act 171 does not become 
effective until January 1, 1971, for pur- 
poses of this ordinance, its provisions shall 
be effective and applicable upon the adop- 
tion of said ordinance. 


(m) Iumination. The licensee shall pro- 


vide electrical illumination of all occupied’ 


areas sufficient to insure the safety and 
comfort of all attendants. The licensee’s 
lighting plan shall be approved by the 
Building Department of the City of Lan- 
sing. 


(n) Insurance. Before the issuance of a 
license, the licensee shall obtain public lia- 
bility insurance with limits of not less than 
$300,000.00 and property damage insurance 
with a limit of not less than $100,000.00, 
from a company or companies approved by 
the Commissioner of Insurance of the State 
of Michigan, which insurance shall insure 
liability for death or injury to persons or 
damage to property which may result from 
the conduct of the assembly or conduct in- 
cident thereto and which insurance shall 
remain in full force and effect in the speci- 
fied amounts for the duration of the license, 
The evidence of insurance shall include an 
endorsement to the effect that the insur- 
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ance company shall notify the City Clerk 
of the City of Lansing, in writing, at least 
ten (10) days before the expiration or can- 
eellation of said insurance. 


(o) Bonding. Before the issuance of a 
license the licensee shal] obtain, from a cor- 
porate bonding company authorized to do 
business in Michigan, a corporate surety 
bond in the amount of $100,000.00 in a 
form to be approved by the City Attorney, 
conditioned upon the licensee’s faithful 
compliance with all of the terms and pro- 
visions of this ordinance and all applicable 
Provisions of state or local law, and which 
shall indemnify the City of Lansing, its 
agents, officers, and employees and the City 
Council] against any and all loss, injury or 
damage whatever arising out of or in any 
way connected with the assembly and which 
shall indemnify the owners of property ad- 
joining the assembly site for any costs at- 
tributable to cleaning up and/or removing 
debris, trash, or other waste resultant from 
the assembly. 


(p) Fire Protection. The licensee shall, 
at his own expense, take adequate steps as 
determined by the state fire marshal, to in- 
sure fire protection. 


(a) Sound Producing Equipment. Sound 
producing equipment, including but not 
limited to, public address systems, radios, 
phonographs, musical instruments and other 
recording devices, shall not be operated on 
the premises of the assembly so as to be 
unreasonably Joud or raucous, or so as 
to be a nuisance or disturbance to the peace 
and tranquility of the citizens of the City 
of Lansing. 


(r) Fencing. The licensee shall erect a 
fence completely enclosing the site, of suf- 
ficient height and strength as will preclude 
persons in excess of the maximum permis- 
sible attendants from gaining access and 
which will have sufficient gates properly 
located so as to provide ready and safe in- 
gress and egress. 


(s) Communications. The licensee shall 
provide public telephone equipment for gen- 
era] use on the basis of at least one unit 
for each 1,000 attendants. 


(t) Miscellaneous. Prior to the issuance 
of a license, the City Council may impose 
any other condition(s) reasonably calculated 
to protect the health, safety, welfare and 
property of attendants or of citizens of 
the City of Lansing. 


Sec, 22A-11. Revocation. The City Coun- 
cil may revoke a license whenever the li- 
censee, his employees or agent fails, ne- 
glects or refuses to fully comply with any 
and all provisions and requirements set 
forth herein or with any and all! provisions, 
regulations, ordinances, statutes, or other 
laws incorporated herein by reference. 


Sec. 22A-12. Violations. It shall be un- 
lawful for a licensee, his employee or 
agent, to knowingly: 
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(a) Advertise, promote or sell tickets to 
conduct, or operate an assembly without 
first obtaining a license as herein provided. 


(b) Conduct or operate an assembly in 
such a manner as to create a public or pri- 
vate nuisance. 


(c) Conduct or permit, within the as- 
sembly, any obscene display, exhibition, 
show, play, entertainment or amusement. 


(d) Permit any person on the premises 
to cause or create a disturbance in, around, 
or near the assembly by obscene or dis- 
orderly conduct, 


(e) Permit any person to unlawfully con- 
sume, sell, or possess, intoxicating liquor 
while on the premises. 


(f) Permit any person to unlawfully use, 
sell, or possess any narcotics, narcotic 
drugs, drugs or other substances as definied 
in Act 343, Public Acts of 1952. 


Any of the above enumeraied violations 
is a separate offense, is a nuisance per se 
immediately enjoinable in the circuit courts, 
and, is punishable by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not more than 90 days or 
by a fine of not more than $100, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


It is further provided that any of the 
above violations is a sufficient basis for 
revocation of the license and for the imme- 
diate enjoining in the circuit court of the 
assembly. 


Sec. 22A-13. Severability. If any portion 
of this ordinance or the application thereof 
to any person or circumstances shall be 
found to be invalid by a court, such in- 
validity shall not affect the remaining por- 
tions or applications of this ordinance 
which can be given effect without the in- 
valid portion or application, provided such 
remaining portions are not determined by 
the court to be inoperable, and to this end 
this ordinance is declared to be severable. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed, 


Section 3. This ordinance is hereby de- 
clared to be an emergency ordinance and 
shall become effective at 12:01 a.m. on Oc- 
tober 6, 1970. The City Clerk is hereby 
directed to cause this ordinance to be pub- 
lished in full in The State Journal as soon 
as possible.

(1) No parade or procession of persons 
excepting the forces of the United—States 
Army or Navy, the military forces of this 
state or the forces of the police and fire 
departments, shall occupy, march or pro- 
ceed along any street in the city until a 
permit therefor has been obtained from the 
City Council, 


(2) An application for a parade permit 
shall be filed with the Chief of Police not 
less than thirty (30) days nor more than 
sixty (60) days before the date on which 
it is proposed to conduct the parade. 


(3) The Chief of Police shall submit the 
application for a permit, with his recom- 
mendations, to the City Council for its 
approval or disapproval. 


(4) The Revenue Bond ordinance Num- 
ber 14b, which establishes a schedule of 
rates and/or charges for the temporary 
removal or parking spaces from public use, 
shall be complied with. 


(6) The application for a parade per- 
mit shall set forth the following infor- 
mation : 


(a) The name, address and telephone num- 
ber of the person(s) seeking to conduct 
such parade; 


(b) If the parade is proposed to be con- 
ducted for, on behalf of, or by an 
organization, the name, address and 
telephone number of the headquarters 
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of the organization, and the authorized 
responsible heads of such organization ; 


(c) The name, address and telephone num- 
ber of the person(s) who will be the 
parade chairman and who will be re- 
sponsible for its conduct; 


{d) The nature or intent of the parade; 


(e) The date or dates when the parade is 
to be conducted ; 


(f) The exact route to be travelled, the 
starting point and the termination 
point. 


({g) The hours when such parade will start 
and terminate, however, all parades 
shall commence after sunrise, and shall 
terminate at or before sunset, as de- 
termined by the United States Weather 
Bureau, on the date the parade is to 
be conducted. Parades may be allowed 
at night if approved by the State High- 
way Department and City Council, 
provided that all lights and barricades 
needed will be supplied at the appli- 
ecant’s expense; 


(h) If state trunklines are to be closed, 
the approximate time needed for the- 
closing of such trunklines. Such clos- 
ing will be permitted only for a rea- 
sonable length of time; 


(i) The approximate number of persons,. 


animals and vehicles which will con- 
stitute such parade; the type of ani- 
mals, and description of the vehicles; 


(j) A statement as to whether the parade 
will oceupy all or only a portion of the 
width of the streets proposed to be 
traversed ; 


(k) The location by streets of any assem- 
bly areas for such parade; 


(1) The time at which units of the parade 
will begin to assemble at any such 
assembly area or areas; 


(m) Any additional information which the 
Chief of Police or City Council shall 
find reasonably necessary to a fair de- 
termination as to whether a permit 
should be issued, 


(6) All parades shall be under the su- 
pervision of the Lansing Police Department 
and the Traffic Engineer. 


(7) A fee, not to exceed $1,000 may be 
charged, if, in the opinion of the City 
Council, based upon recommendations of 
the Police Chief and Traffic Engineer, the 
eity will incur expenses connected with 
the proposed parade. 


(8) If the American flag is to be carried 
and displayed in the parade, it must be 
earried and displayed in accordance with 
the Federal Flag Code which is as follows: 


(a) The fiag is to be carried and displayed 
from a staff; 
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(b) The flag is to be attached to the staff 
so that the union is at the top of the 
staff at all times ; 


(c) When the flag is to be carried from the 
staff as outlined above, it must be 
carried on the marching right; 


(d) If there is a line of other flags, the 
American flag is to be carried in front 
of the center of that line. 


(e) The flag cannot be displayed on a float 
in a parade except from a staff as 
outlined above. 


(f) The flag is not to be carried flat or 
horizontally, but always free and aloft. 


(g) The flag is not to touch the ground, 
the floor, water, merchandise or a 
vehicle, 


(h) No mark, insignia, letter, word, fig- 
ure, design, picture or drawing of any 
nature shall be placed on, or attached 
to the flag; 


(i) All city, state and federal regulations 
governing the display of the flag shall 
also be observed and followed.

The meeting was called to order at 
7:40 p.m. by Chairman Houck.

HEARINGS 
No. 1813 


Mr. Wilfred Cochrane, 2311 South Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, was present to support 
his appeal to allow the addition of a 
vestibule entrance to a house which will 
extend into the required front yard 6 feet, 
5 inches, upon the premises known as 2311 
South Pennsylvania Avenue. This is con- 
trary to Section 36-44(4) of the Zoning 
Ordinance, which requires a front yard of 
21 feet, so established by 40% of the de- 
veloped frontage, 


Mr. Cochrane stated that he feels the 
addition is necessary. The space is badly 
needed for storage. The addition will go 
out no further than the front porch. 


No one spoke in opposition to this ap- 
peal. 


No vote was taken on this matter due 
to lack of a quorum. 


No. 1814 


William Fishback, an employee of the 
Board of Water and Light, was present 


to support the Board’s appeal to drill a 
municipal water well and install and oper- 
ate pumping equipment on a residential 
lot, upon the premises known as the 6600 
block of South Washington Avenue. This 
is contrary to Section 36-17 of the Zoning 
Ordinance which indicates that the oper- 
ation of a municipal water well and 
pumping equipment is not a permitted 
use in an “A-1” Family Residential Dis- 
trict. However, the Board of Appeals 
may, after public hearing, permit the erec- 
tion and use of a building or the use of 
premises for public utility purposes. 


Mr. Fishback stated that the property is 
owned by the City of Lansing. The Board 
of Water and Light has received approval 
by the Lansing City Council to use the 
lot to drill a well. 


Mr. Merle Beatty, property owner of the 
lot on the corner of South Washington and 
Edgewood, stated that he had no objection 
to the appeal, but as the property is 
right across the street from him, wanted 
“i know what the structure would look 
ike.

The application is filed under Title I of 
the “Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1968” which was passed by 
Congress with the intent of helping to pre- 
vent and reduce crime in the United States. 
The application is directly related to Sec- 
tion D-41 (“Improved Communication Sys- 
tems”) of the State Plan of 1970 as adopted 
by the Office of Criminal Justice Programs. 


Specifically, the grant would assist in the 
development of a communication system in 
the City of Lansing using frequencies in 
the ultra high frequency band that would 
eventuate in a greatly improved police com- 
munication system within the City through 
the utilization of multiple frequencies and 
repeater systems, It would also make pos- 
sible inter-communication between units of 
coperating law enforcement agencies in the 
Greater Lansing area which heretofore, 
practically speaking, has been impossible. 


The grant is financed on a 60% federal, 
40% local basis with federal funds allo- 
eated by the State Office of Criminal Jus- 
tice Programs.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances

section (c), ‘and Sections 18 and 22 of 
Article III; Section 57 and subsection (f) 
of Section 60 of Article VI; Section 63 of 
Article VII; Section 72 of Article Ix, 
Section 116 of Article XII; Section 129 of 
Article XIII and Sections 189A and 141 
of Article XV, and to repeal Article I; 
Section 15 to Article III, and Section 24 
of Article IV, and to add a new Article I, 
Section 15 to Article III, and Section 2b 
to Article IV, said amended sections and 
articles to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 25 
ARTICLE I. IN GENERAL 
Sec. 25-9. Penalties, revocation of permit. 


Any person who shall violate the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or the rules and 
regulations which may be adopted here- 
under, or who shall refuse to allow an 
inspector access to premises where plumb- 
ing is being installed or altered, or shall 
cover up work before it has been inspected 
and approved [may] SHALL have his per- 
mit revoked, AND SHALL NOT BE ELIGI- 
BLE TO RECEIVE ANY FUTURE PER- 
MITS UNTIL ALL VIOLATIONS HAVE 
BEEN CORRECTED TO THE SATISFAC- 
TION OF THE INSPECTOR OF PLUMB- 
ING, and shall also, upon conviction there- 
of, be subject to punishment as provided 
in Section 1-8 of [this] THE code OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING. Each day such viola- 
tion shall continue shall be deemed a sepa- 
rate offense. Any master plumber who 
shall employ an apprentice or helper, on 
plumbing work; representing him to be a 
journeyman, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and be subject to the above 
penalty. [Any person convicted of three 
violations of this chapter shall have his 
permit revoked.] 


APPENDIX TO CHAPTER 25 
THE CODE OF RULES 


ARTICLE I, DEFINITION OF TERMS 
Sec. 1. Terms enumerated, defined. 


For the purpose of this article certain 
terms and words are hereby defined as 
follows : 


1. Plumbing. 


(a) Plumbing is the art of installing 
in buildings, on the walls thereof, 
or adjacent thereto the pipes, fix- 
tures, and other apparatus for 
bringing in the water supply and 
removing liquid and water-carried 
wastes 


(b) The construction and connection of 
any drain or waste pipe carrying 
domestic sewage from a point with- 

-in three (8) to five (5) feet out- 
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side of the foundation walls of any 
building, residence or structure 
with the sewer service lateral at 
the curb or other disposal termi- 
nal, and the alteration of any such 
system, drain or waste pipe, and 
the connection of domestic hot 
water storage tanks, water soften- 
ers, water heaters and similar 
domestic appliances with the water 
supply or drainage system; except 
minor repairs to faucets, valves, 
pipes, appliances and removing of 
stoppages. 


Plumbing Inspector—When the words 
“Plumbing Inspector” are used, it 
means any person charged with the en- 
om tiga of the provisions of this 
ode. 


Plumbing system-—-The plumbing sys- 
tem of a building shall include the 
water supply distributing pipes, the 
fixtures and fixture traps, the soil, 
waste, and vent pipes, the building 
drain and building sewer, the storm 
water drainage system, with their de- 
vices, appurtenances, appliances and 
connections all within or adjacent to 
the building. 


Water Service Pipe—The water service 
pipe is the pipe from the water main to 
the building served. 


Water Distribution Pipes—The water 
distribution pipes are those which con- 
vey water from the service pipe to the 
plumbing fixtures, 


Plumbing Fixtures—Plumbing fixtures 
are receptacles intended to receive and/ 
or receive and discharge water, liquid, 
or water carried wastes. 


Plumbing Appliances—A plumbing ap- 
pliance is any one of a special class of 
plumbing fixtures which is designed 
and intended to perform a special func- 
tion. Its operation is dependent upon 
one or more energized components, 
such as motors, controls, heating ele- 
ments or pressure or temperature sens- 
ing elements. Such fixtures may oper- 
ate automatically through one or more 
of the following actions: a time cycle, 
a temperature range, a pressure range, 
a measured volume or weight; or the 
fixture may be manually adjusted and 
controlled by the user or operator. 
Typical examples of plumbing appli- 
ances are: laundry and dishwashing 
machines and garbage grinders for do- 
Mestic or commercial use or both; 
auxiliary water heaters, drink vending 
machines, chemical feeders for domes- 
tic water treatment, water softeners, 
water stills, sterilizers, and autoclaves. 


Plumbing Appurtenance—A plumbing 
appurtenance is a manufactured device, 
or a prefabricated assembly, or an 
on-the-job assembly of component 
parts, which is an adjunct to the basic 
piping system and plumbing fixtures. 
An appurtenance demands no_ addi- 
tional water supply, nor does it add any 
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discharge load to a fixture or the 
drainage system. It is presumed that 
it performs some useful function in the 
operation, maintenance, servicing, econ- 
omy or safety of the plumbing system. 
Typical examples are: meters, control 
valves, automatic flow controls, waste 
stoppers, clean-out facilities, water 
hammer arresters, hangers and sup- 
ports, pipe insulation, shower curtains, 
check valves, relief valves and pres- 
sure reducing valves. 


Trap—A trap is a fitting or device so 
constructed as to prevent the passage 
of air or gas through a pipe without 
materially affecting the flow of sewage 
or waste water through it. 


Trap Seal—The trap seal is the verti- 
cal distance between the crown weir 
and the dip of the trap. 


Main—The main of any system of 
horizontal, vertical, or continuous pip- 
ing is that part of such system which 
receives the wastes, vents or revents, 
from fixture outlets or traps, direct or 
through branch pipes. 


Branch—The branch of any system of 
piping is that part of the system which 
extends horizontally at a slight grade, 
with or without lateral or vertical ex- 
tensions or vertical arms, from the 
main to receive fixture outlets not 
directly connected to the main. 


Stack—Stack is a general term for any 
vertical line of soil, waste, or vent 
piping, including all necessary offsets. 


Vent Pipe—A vent pipe is any pipe 
provided to ventilate a building drain- 
age system and to prevent trap siphon- 
age and back pressure. 


Continuous Vent—A continuous vent is 
a pipe extending vertically above the 
soil or waste branch. 


Loop or Circuit Vent—A loop or cir- 
cuit vent is a pipe which vents a series 
of fixture traps on the same soil or 
waste branch and which is continued 
through the roof or reconnected into 
a vent stack above all fixture trap 
branches. 


Soil Vent—A soil vent is that part of 
a stack which extends above the highest 
installed water closet. 


Waste Vent—A waste vent is that part 
of a stack which extends above the 
highest installed fixture trap other than 
a water closet. 


Stack Vent—A stack vent is a pipe 
connecting to the side inlet of a crow 
foot fitting venting the water closet. 


Local Venting Pipe—A local ventilat- 
ing pipe is a pipe through which foul 
air is removed from a room or fixture. 


Soil Pipe—A soil pipe is any pipe 
which conveys the discharge of water- 
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closets, with or without the discharges 
from other fixtures. 


Revent—A revent or back vent pipe is 
that part of a vent pipe line which 
connects directly with an individual 
trap, underneath or back of the fixture, 
and extends either to the main or 
branch pipe. 


Building Drain—The building drain is 
that part of the lowest horizontal pip- 
ing of a sanitary drainage system 
which receives the discharge from soil 
and waste pipe inside the walls of any 
building and conveys the same to the 
building sewer. 


Storm Water Drain—The storm water 
drain is any pipe or drain which re- 
ceives the discharge or rain water from 
buildings or premises and may include 
the discharge of seepage or ground 
water and conveys the same to any 
public sewer, building sewer or water 
course, 


Building Sewer—The buildings sewer 
is that part of the horizontal piping of 
a drainage system extending from the 
building drain to its connection with 
the main sewer, sewage treatment 
tank, or leaching well, and conveying 
the drainage of but one building site. 


Conductors—Conductors or roof leaders 
are pipes which carry the storm or 
rain water from the roofs of buildings 
to the building sewer or storm water 
drains. Down spouts is a term which 
is frequently used to denote the verti- 
eal portion of conductors or roof 
leaders. 


Sub-Soil Drain—The sub-soil drain is 
that part of a drainage system which 
conveys the sub-soil, ground or seepage 
water from the foot of walls, or from 
below the cellar bottom under build- 
ings, to the building drain, storm water 
drain or building sewer. 


Waste Pipe and Special Waste—a waste 
pipe is any pipe which receives the 
discharge of any fixture, except water- 
closets, and conveys the same to the 
building drain, soil, or waste stacks. 
When such pipe does not connect di- 
rectly with a building drain or soil 
stack, it is termed a special waste. 


Sewage Treatment Tank—A sewage 
treatment tank is a water-tight recep- 
tacle so constructed as to promote the 
separation and decomposition of sew- 
age, 


Sewage is any liquid waste containing 
animal and vegetable wastes in sus- 
pension or solution; and may include 
liquids from laboratories or industrial 
institutions containing minerals in 
solution. 


Leaching Well or Cesspool—A leaching 
well or cesspool is any pit or recep- 
tacle having porous walls which per- 
mits seepage into the ground. 
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32, Size and Length—The given caliber or 
size of pipe is for a nominal internal 
diameter. Brass and copper tubing is 
measured by its outside diameter. The 
developed length of a pipe is its length 
along the center line of pipe and 
fittings. 


83. Dead End—A dead end is a branch 
leading from a soil, waste, vent, build- 
ing drain, or building sewer, which is 
terminated at a developed distance of 
two (2) feet or more by means of a 
cap, plug, or other fitting not used for 
admitting water to the pipe. 


34. Shall, Should, May—The word “shall’’ 
when used in the plumbing code is 
mandatory; ‘should’ is not manda- 
tory, but expresses the recommenda- 
tions of the Board of Plumbing ; “may” 
implies neither compulsion nor recom- 
mendation, only permission. 


ARTICLE Il. GENERAL REGULATIONS 
Sec. 8. Prohibited fittings. 


No double hub, tee or double tee branch 
shall be used on soil or waste lines. The 
drilling and tapping of building drains,

The term “branch interval’’ shall be interpreted to mean a vertical length of stack not 
less than 8 feet within which a branch or branches are connected, and the total fixture units 
on all branches connected to a stack within any 8 foot length shall not exceed the maximum 


permitted by the table in one “branch interval.” 


Exceptions: Where a sewage system is not available, the waste from a kitchen sink, bath 
tub or lavatory need not be vented, if discharged into an open, outside drain. 





ARTICLE XII. REFRIGERATION, SAFE 
AND SPECIAL WASTES 


See, 116. Acid wastes. 


All wastes and vent pipes and fittings to 

used as a carrier of acids or acid solu- 
tions may be made of vitrified salt-glazed 
sewer pipe [with bituminous joints] or any

“Sessions of the Council. 


Rule 1, Regular meetings of the Council, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Council, 
shall be held on Monday evening of each 
week at 7:30 p.m. Special meetings may be 
held as provided by Sec. 5.5 (b) and (c) of 
the City Charter.” 


The Home Rule Act, Compiled Laws 117.3 
does not address itself to the question of 
where a council session is to be held.

On January 18, 1968, Robert Barner, 
Individually and as Assignee of Twenty-four 
Employees of the City of Lansing filed suit 
in the Ingham County Circuit Court against 
the city alleging $9,400.00 in under pay- 
ment. The dispute grows out of a contract 
between the City of Lansing and the 
American Federation of State, County and 

’ Municipal Employees, AFL-CIO, dated and 
signed July 21, 1966. 


This contract contains the following pro- 
visions relevant to this case: 
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“SECTION 9. Overtime. 
A. General Provisions. 


Time and One-Hhalf. Time worked in 
excess of eight (8) hours per day or forty 
(40) hours per week, or on a holiday recog- 
nized in this Agreement (in addition to 
holiday pay therefor), shall be compensated 
for at the rate of one and one-half times 
the employee’s regular hourly rate of pay, 
exclusive of shift or premium pay. 


Double-Time. Double-time will be paid 
for all hours worked on Sunday.” 


ARTICLE XI, Miscellaneous, Section 7 
read as follows: 


“Headings in This Agreement, Effect of. 
The headings used in this Agreement nei- 
ther add to nor subtract from the mean- 
ing, but are for reference only.” 


Plaintiffs argue that the above quoted 
provisions clearly indicate than any work 
performed on a Sunday should be paid for 
at the double time rate. It is the City’s 
position that the employees are eligible for 
double pay on a Sunday only if they have 
worked for 40 hours during the week. 


On December 16, 1969, the Ingham Coun- 
ty Circuit Court entered judgment in favor 
of the city. Thereafter, a timely appeal 
was prepared to the Court of Appeals. On 
October 30, 1970, the Court of Appeals re- 
versed the Circuit Court decision in favor 
of the plaintiffs. This judgment requires 
the City of Lansing to pay $7,932.94 plus 
interest to the plaintifis unless a timely 
application for leave of appeal is filed. 


Based upon the record of this case I 
recommend to you that an application for 
leave to appeal be filed with the Supreme 
Court of the State of Michigan.

Dear Committee Members: 


After having spent the week meeting 
with members of the School Board, admini- 
strator, and teachers of our three high 
schools, I have come to the conclusion that 
one role that the City Council could play 
in assisting schools in solving an ever in- 
creasing problem in providing sedequate 
safety for students is to strengthen our 
School Ordinance in regard to non-students 
being in our school buildings. 


Attached is a copy of a proposed amend- 
ment. This proposed amendment applies to 
persons entering school buildings in the 
City and would replace Section 26A-5 of 
the City Code. 


This new amendment clarifies the present 
ordinance. It makes it clear that students 
who have been expelled or suspended are 
not considered regularly enrolled students 
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under the ordinance, The ordinance also re- 
quires that students who are present in the 
building must be students of that particu- 
lar school. This ordinance is similar to the 
State trespass law and makes proof of the 
violation less difficult by raising a presump- 
tion of violation when a person has entered 
a school building without complying with 
certain directions. These directions would 
be contained on signs near the entrances to 
school buildings. Unless such signs are 
posted at building entrances by the school 
authorities, the provision which raises a 
presumption of violation will be ineffective.

Mr. William Fishback, representing the

of Edgewood. This is contrary to Section 
86-17 of the Zoning Ordinance which does 
not permit the operation of a water well 
in an A One Family District. 


Mr. Fishback stated that there is no 
frontage involved in this appeal. The prop- 
erty is on the rear of a lot, so frontage can 
be left for development. Fifteen feet front- 
age, however, will be required for the drive. 


Mrs. Houck requested that, in the future, 
the Board of Water and Light define the 
property more exactly, so that it is easier 
to identify while studying it.

The Michigan Civil Rights Commission 
has ordered dismissed a charge of dis- 
crimination in employment filed approxi- 
mately one year ago against myself by a 
local automotive plant parts-expediter for 
what it termed “lack of evidence.” The 
charge was filed by Fred R. Porter, 816 
S. Logan Street, who claimed he was not 
employed as the City Purchasing Director 
in 1969 because of what he said was ‘‘my 
race or color.” 


The Summary of Findings of the Michi- 
gan Civil Rights Commission, shows that 
12 applicants, including Porter, were 
originally interviewed by an Oral Review 
Board who ranked them on the factors of 
knowledge, experience, personal fitness 
and education. In total rankings, Porter 
was rated seventh. 


At the time, I appointed Vaughan L. 
McKinch, a secretary-controller of a tool 
and die company, to the purchaser’s post on 
the recommendation of the Oral Review 
Board. McKinch’s appointment, as you 
remember, was the center of controversy 
for weeks. I was referred to as a “bigot,” 
among other things, because of my selec- 
tion. However, I am more confident now 
than ever that my selection was correct. 


At the time, I could have appointed any 
individual directly, according to the City 
Charter, who possessed experience in pur- 
chasing, but I chose to get the purchasing 
position out of polities by having the Oral 
Review Board screen and rate applicants. 
I did not know the applicant I appointed. 
He was selected because of his overall 
ability and qualifications. I was, and still 
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am, convinced that such policy inspires the 
public’s faith in this adminstration’s de- 
sire to achieve an honest, efficient and 
economical purchasing system. 


With this charge of discrimination now 
ordered dismissed, it is interesting to note 
that I introduce, in 1951-54, Michigan’s 
first fair employment practices legislation, 
plus other Civil Rights legislation, which 
led to the enactment of the present Civil 
Rights Commission.

The Planning Board at their meeting on 
November 17, 1970 reconsidered a request 
by John I. Johns to rezone property at 2700

After examining the long range effects 
of an adjacent retention basin and the 
Pleasant Grove Extension, the Planning 
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Board recommended that the petition be 
denied. 


The social impact of land development, 
as well as the physical aspects was taken 
into consideration in making this recom- 
mendation. The area surrounding the site 
under consideration, the Maple Grove 
Community, is presently plaqued with 
social problems, and the effects of com- 
mercial development in the area should be 
viewed with this fact in mind. 


The Maple Grove area has recently felt 
the impact of large seale housing develop- 
ment being built in the area, namely 
Coachlight Estates Subdivision. 


The Subdivision is being developed into 
homes for low and moderate income famil- 
ies. There is a growing number of families 
with social problems in the area. This 
coupled with the fact that the original 
housing stock in the area had severe qualita- 
tive deficiencies, and was occupied primar- 
ily by low income families has caused the 
area North of Miller Road to be included 
in the proposed Model Cities Boundaries. 

The proposed Pleasant Grove extension 
bisects this community and will open the 
area to further development. To set a 
precedent for commercial development 
along this major thoroughfare would be 
to subject an already marginal neigh- 
borhood to adverse residential conditions. 


We have been, and no doubt will con- 
tinue to be spending considerable resources 
to remove adverse residential conditions 
in the area. We have extended sewers into 
the area, improved streets, built a new 
high school, and are presently planning 
@ major access route to the area. In the 
future, tax dollars will no doubt be spent 
to enlarge an existing elementary school 
in close proximity to this site. 


The site under consideration lies adjacent 
to the West of the proposed Pleasant Grove 
extension. The Board is of the opinion 
that this major thoroughfare will provide 
a good barrier between commercial uses 
on the east and residential uses on the 
west. 


Furthermore, the site abuts a storm water 
retention basin which is presently under 
construction to the west. The Board does 
not believe that such a use is necessarily 
a negative influence on residential de- 
velopment. Land such as this can provide 
open space and a pleasant vista, if not 
passive recreation for abutting residences, 
if developed properly. Certainly the City 
would not construct a noxious use in a 
single family zoning district. 


There are several blighting influences 
in the Maple Grove area at present and the 
extension of Pleasant Grove Road through 
the area can hurt or help the neighborhood 
depending upon how it is treated. To open 
Pleasant Grove frontage to commercial 
use would have a detrimental effect on the 
neighborhood. If the major street is con- 
structed as a pleasant drive for the motor- 
ist as well as a thoroughfare, it will provide 
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ease of access to Maple Grove and make 
it a desirable residential neighborhood. 


The Board is of the opinion that the 
proposed rezoning would adversely affect 
the chances of ameliorating social and 
physical problems existing in the area.

Sec. 2-90. Membership ; terms; vacancies. 


A. The agency shall consist of a director 
to be appointed by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the city council, and a staff assembled 
by the director satisfying the requirements 
set forth in the Model Cities Application 
in Part V-A, page 1. The salaries are 
as set forth in Part VI of the Model Cities 
Application or as agreed by the Federal 
governing agency. 


B. The citizens advisory council, known 
as the policy board, shall be composed of 
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twenty-seven (27) members, consisting of 
the following: Ten (10) citizens appointed 
by the Mayor and confirmed by the city 
council, representing the community as 
a whole, including, but not limited to, 
individuals in the fields of health, educa- 
tion, social services, employment, business, 
industry, labor, finance and construction ; 
one (1) citizen appointed by and repre- 
senting the council; ten (10) regional 
citizens’ participation chairmen, (neigh- 
borhood chairmen) elected by, and residing 
in, their respective neighborhoods; six (6) 
eitizens who shall either reside within, or 
own property within, or own a_ business 
within the model neighborhood, and who 
shall be elected by the model neighborhood 
at large. 


C. The members of the policy board 
shall serve without compensation but may 
receive reimbursement for actual expenses 
and wages lost as allowed by the Federal 
governing agency. 


D. Each member of the policy board 
shall serve for a term of three (3) years, 
except as provided below: 


(1) At the first meeting of the policy 
board, after the adoption of this 
ordinance, those eleven (11) members 
appointed by the mayor and _ city 
council shall be divided as equally as 
possible into three classes. The seats of 
the appointees of the first class shall 
be vacated at the expiration of the 
first year, of the second class at the 
expiration of the second year, and of 
the third class at the expiration of 
the third year, so that approximately 
one third may be chosen each year. 


(2) At the first meeting of the policy board, 
after the adoption of this ordinance 
and after the terms of the present 
board members expire, those ten (10) 
members elected by their respective 
neighborhoods as neighborhood chair- 
men, shall be divided as equally as 
possible into three classes. The seats 
of the neighborhood representatives of 
the first class shall be vacated at the 
expiration of the first year, of the 
second class at the expiration of the 
second year, and of the third class 
at the expiration of the third year, so 
that approximately one third may be 
chosen each year. 


(3) At the first meeting of the policy 
board, after the adoption of this ordi- 
nance, those six members elected by 
the model neighborhood at large shall 
be divided as equally as possible into 
three classes. The seasts of the at 
large representatives of the first class 
shall be vacated at the expiration of 
the first year, of the second class at 
the expiration of the second year, and 
of the third class at the expiration 
of the third year, so that approxi- 
mately one third may be chosen each 
year. The first class shall consist of 
those two at large representatives who 
shall have received the fifth and sixth 
greatest number of votes cast in the 
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at large election. The second class 
shall consist of those two at large 
representatives who shall have received 
the third and fourth greatest number 
of votes cast in the at large election. 
The third class shall consist of those 
two at large representatives who shall 
have received the greatest and second 
greatest number of votes cast in the 
at large election. At all subsequent 
at large elections the two candidates 
receiving the greatest number of votes 
cast shall be elected, 


E. Any appointee or electee may be 
reappointed or reelected, respectively. 


F. Vacancies shall be filled in the same 
manner as outlined above, except that the 
vacancy of an at large representative shall 
be filled by the candidate who in the last 
election preceeding the vacancy shall have 
received the greatest number of votes cast 
of all the unsuccessful at large candidates, 


G. Persons filling vacancies shall serve 
for the unexpired term of the individual 
whose term they are fulfillmg and may be 
reappointed or reelected to subsequent 
terms.

(2) Where signs at each school build- 
ing entrance direct persons to any office 
or any place to obtain permission to enter 
and remain in said building, any person 
entering said building shall proceed im- 
mediately to the office or place indicated 
on such sign and obtain written permission 
to enter and remain in said building; 
failure to do so shall constitute a violation 
of this ordinance; provided, however, that 
this requirement shall not apply in the 
case of students who are presently en- 
rolled and attending said school, parents 
or guardians of such students, teachers or 
other employees, and others having lawful 
authority to enter. 
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(3) Any person who is required to obtain 
written permission in order to enter and 
remain in said school building, according 
to sub-section (2) above, shall promptly 
display the evidence of his written permis- 
sion, when requested to do so by any 
official of said school, and refusal to do so 
shall constitute a violation of this ordi- 
nance. 


(4) For the purpose of sub-section (2), 
“students who are presently enrolled and 
attending” shall not include students who 
have been expelled or suspended from the 
public, private or parochial school.

D. Develop and administer a stipend 
program which will provide up to $50 per 
week for at least 50 college students who 
reside in the Model Neighborhood. 


E. Assemble a policy making board 
representative of the Model Cities com- 
munity to be served and agencies and in- 
stitutions traditionally responsible for train- 
ing and employing persons in the field of 
mass communications. 


This Board, hereafter referred to as 
the Academy Policy Board shall have policy 
making power as it relates to the develop- 
ment and approval of curriculum, admini- 
strative procedure, admission requirements 
and all other policy decisions for the Model 
Cities Communication Skills Academy. 
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The Academy Policy Board shall also 
screen candidates and make recommenda- 
tions on the employment of the director 
although the director shall be hired by the 
Contractor. 


F. The editorial content of both com- 
munity newspapers shall be the responsibil- 
ity of the present boards of directors of 
the respective community newspaper neither 
the CDA Policy Board, the Academy Policy 
Board, nor the City Council shall have the 
responsibility for or power to in any way 
determine the editorial policy or content 
of said newspapers. 


Previous to the adoption of this contract, 
Councilman Joel I. Ferguson committed 
himself to provide this office with copies 
of the Articles of Incorporation and the 
Annual Financial Report of the Westside 
News, Inc. This was not done. I have 
since been advised by the Corporation 
Division of the Michigan Department of 
Treasury, that the Articles of Incorporation 
were filed on February 23 1970, but that 
the annual report required from such an 
organization on or before October 1, 1970, 
has not in fact been filed. The Attorney 
General has in the past ruled that charters 
of non-profit corporations which fail to 
file annual reports can become void. The 
failure of the Westside News, Inc., to file 
the State required reports casts a shadow 
on the legal status of the corporation. 


The Articles of Incorporation, mentioned 
above, lists Ernie L. K. Boone, 920 Nipp, 
Lansing, as the President of the Board of 
Directors of the Westside News, Inc. The 
location of the registered office of the 
organization is listed at the same address. 
The records of the City of Lansing show 
that Ernie L. K. Boone serves as Assistant 
Model Cities Director (classification 9-A). 
It is apparent that Mr. Boone is in a 
position of authority and decision making 
in both organizations. In his dual capacity, 
Mr. Boone as President of the Board of 
Directors of the Westside News, Inc., and 
as Assistant Model Cities Director could 
have the interest of both the contractor 
and the City Demonstration Agency be in 
conflict. 


It is my understanding that in the past 
the Westside News, Inc., has received some 
thousands of dollars of federal funds 
through the Citizens Congress for adver- 
tising purposes. This has left questions 
of whether or not this is a conflict. 


Section 14.4 of the City Charter reads as 
follows: 


“An officer, who intends to have busi- 
ness dealings with the city, either directly 
or indirectly, whereby he may derive any 
income or benefits, other than such as 
are provided as remuneration for his 
official duties, requiring the action of 
the Council or any board prior to a con- 
tract therefor being made, shall file with 
the Clerk a statement, under oath, set- 
ting forth the nature of such business 
dealings, and his interest therein. The 
statement shall be filed with the Clerk 
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not less than ten days before the date 
when action may be taken by the Council 
or any other agency of the city upon 
the matter involved. The statement shall 
be spread upon the proceedings of the 
Council and published in full therewith. 
Approval of any such business dealings 
shall require a concurring vote of at 
least six members of the Council or 
board making the contract, as the case 
may be, not including any member who 
is disqualified under Section 5.5 of this 
charter, Any business dealing made in 
violation of this section shall be void.” 


I am advised by the City Clerk, that as 
of this date, no Letter of Intent has been 
filed with her office. 


Section 7.7, sub-section (a) (4) requires 
that the preparation and reviewing of all 
ordinances, contracts, bonds and other 
written instruments shall be the respon- 
sibility of the office of the City Attorney. 
In questioning that office as to why the 
above-mentioned points were not brought 
to your attention or mine, I was advised 
that contract PN-11 was not submitted to 
that office as required by the provisions of 
the City Charter. 


For these and for other reasons, I am 
advising you that I have this date placed 
my veto over your action and until such 
time as the points in question are clarified 
or you chose to override that veto. This 
is done in accordance with Section 6.8 of 
the City Charter. Please consider this my 
notice that I have suspended the operation 
of your action regarding contract PN-11.

Subject: Data Processing Recommendation 


In line with our continuing use of data 
processing and the implementation of our 
own data processing center within the 
next two years, I have made a review of 
our progress in data processing. In my 
discussion with LCC, it was suggested that 
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it would probably be more advantageous 
to the City to have its own programming 
staff now and not wait until the equip- 
ment is here. The joint budget now in- 
eludes the funds to carry on this function, 
but the people are not now specifically 
assigned exclusively to City projects. They 
work on City projects primarily, but do 
LCC work also. 


I have asked Louis Klimecky to review 
this suggestion and also the Keypunch 
section we set up in January, 1970. A 
copy of his report is attached. 


The formation of the Keypunch opera- 
tion was a logical step in implementing 
a data processing center. Also, the one 
programmer now on the staff has assisted 
materially in preparing voter registration 
and real property taxes for the computer. 
After reviewing the above facts and dis- 
cussing this approach with the Personnel 
Director as to proper classification, I rec- 
ommend that the following positions be 
created, effective January 1, 1971:

Members of the mass media supplied me 
with a copy of the Mayor’s veto message 
on Model Cities contract PN 11. 


I assumed that you would be looking 
to me for clarifications of the questions 
raised by the Mayor and submit herewith 
my understandings and opinions. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


Westside News, Inc. came into being in 
February of 1970. When the question of 
an annual report to be submitted to the 
State of Michigan, Department of Treasury, 
first came to their attention they were 
operating on the assumption that such a 
report should be filed on or near the end 
of their first year of operation which would 
have been in February of 1971. A check 
with the Department of Treasury, Corpora- 
tion Division, tended to confirm their 
assumption for they were told that while 
corporations in existence, regardless of 
whether they had been in business one 
month or one year, must file their reports 
by October ist or lose their good standing, 
at the same time they were advised that 
no action could be taken to revoke their 
Corporation Charter for failure to file such 
a report until October 1, 1971. Under- 
standing that they had until 1971 to file, 
and because the Treasurer of the Corpora- 
tion was out of the City, no immediate 
action was taken on the annual report. 
On November 30th they received a com- 
munication dated November 27th, a copy 
of which is attached, which re-confirmed 
their previous understandings and tended 
to bring back to their attention that an 
annual report was due. Consequently, on 
December 2nd, just two days after receiv- 
ing the communication from the Treasury 
Department, the annual report, a copy of 
which is attached, was filed. 
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I think it would be interesting for the 
Mayor and Council to note that Westside 
News was not the only non-profit corpora- 
tion who had dealt with the annual report 
in a similar manner. The November 27th 
letter was mailed to some 4,000 Michigan 
non-profit corporations, 


CITIZENS CONGRESS, INC. 
ADVERTISING 


Citizens Congress, Inc., is a non-profit 
corporation funded primarily by the Office 
of Economie Opportunity. 


The Corporation was established to pro- 
vide technical assistance and information 
to citizens participating in the Model 
Cities planning process, to provide these 
citizens with training so they could more 
adequately participate in the planning pro- 
cess, and to eliminate financial barriers 
that might stand in the way of citizens 
participation. It should therefore be noted 
that while Citizens Congress, Inc., provides 
service to the City of Lansing by providing 
service to the citizens involved in the 
Model Cities program, it is a private non- 
profit corporation and is in no way a part 
of the City’s governmental structure. 


The Westside News, Inc. did contract 
with Citizens Congress, Inc., for two full 
pages of advertising in the Westside News 
that were to be used to inform the residents 
of the model neighborhood of Model Cities 
activities. This contract was for a period 
of five months or 18 weeks and was in the 
amount of $4,400.00, which was not money 
supplied by the City nor was it federal 
money supplied through the City, During 
this five months period the Westside News 
volunteer staff helped to write and edit 
the two pages of material and distributed, 
free of charge, the newspaper to all Model 
Cities residents. 


It should be obvious that these dealings 
between these two non-profit corporations 
in no way involved the City and could not 
possibly be used as a reason for a_ veto 
of the contract between the Westside News 
and the City of Lansing. 


CONFLICT OF INTEREST 


The Mayor’s veto message on page 3 
says, “The Articles of Incorporation, men- 
tioned above, lists Ernie L. K. Boone, 920 
Nipp, Lansing, as the President of the 
Board of Directors of the Westside News, 
Inc. The location of the registered office 
of the organization is listed at the same 
address. The records of the City of Lan- 
sing show that Ernie L. K. Boone serves 
as Assistant Model Cities Director (classi- 
fication 9-A). It is apparent that Mr. 
Boone is in a position of authority and 
decision making in both organizations. In 
his dual capacity, Mr. Boone as President 
of the Board of Directors of the Westside 
News, Inc., and as Assistant Model Cities 
Director could have the interest of both 
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the contractor and the City Demonstration 
Agency be in conflict.” 


The Mayor also quotes Section 14.4 of 
the City Charter as follows: 


“An officer, who intends to have business 
dealings with the City, either directly or 
indirectly, whereby he may derive any 
income or benefits, other than such as are 
provided as remuneration for his official 
duties, requiring the action of the Council 
or any board prior to a contract therefor 
being made, shall file with the Clerk a 
statement, under oath, setting forth the 
nature of such business dealings, and his 
interest therein. The statement shall be 
filed with the Clerk not less than ten days 
before the date when action may be taken 
by the Council or any other agency of the 
City upon the matter involved. The state- 
ment shall be spread upon the proceedings 
of the Council and published in full 
therewith. Approval of any such business 
deslings shall require a concurring vote of 
at least six members of the Council or 
board making the contract, as the case may 
be, not including any member who is dis- 
qualified under Section 5.5 of this charter. 
Any business dealing made in violation of 
this section shall be void.” 


One of the key words in Section 14.4 is 
the second word of the Section ‘‘Officer.” 


Section 4,1. (a) of the City Charter says: 


“The elective officers shall be the Mayor, 
the Councilmen, the Clerk, and the Munici- 
pal Judges.” 


Section 4.1. (c) of the City Charter says: 


“The appointive officers shall be those 
named in Section 7.8, and members of the 
several boards created by or under author- 
ity of this charter.” 


Section 7.8. of the City Charter says: 


“On the third Monday in April follow- 
ing each regular city election, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, the Mayor shall 
appoint such standing committees as may 
be provided by the rules of the Council. 
The City Attorney, City Controller, Execu- 
tive Assistant to the Mayor, Assessor, 
Treasurer, Director of Finance, Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, who may also be 
the Market Master, and such other admini- 
strative officers as may be authorized by 
this charter and the ordinances creating 
such offices, shall be appointed by the 
Mayor at such times as vacancies may, or 
may be about to, occur. Each such ap- 
pointment, shall, except that of the Execu- 
tive Assistant to the Mayor, be confirmed 
by the Council before it becomes effective. 
Whenever any officer who is appointed 
under the provisions of this charter, shall, 
for any cause, be unable to perform the 
duties of his office, the Mayor, with the 
conscent and confirmation of the Council, 
shall have the power to appoint a person 
to such office, who shall perform the duties 
of the office, until such inability shall 
cease.” 
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I would suggest that the Assistant~ 


Director of Model Cities, which is a third 
echelon position, does not meet the defini- 
tion of officer as set forth in Sections 4.1 
(a)—4.1. (¢) or 7.8. 


Section 7.8. does provide for “other 
administrative officers as may be authorized 
by this charter and the ordinances creat- 
ing such officers, shall be appointed by the 
Mayor .. .” 


The Model Cities Ordinance adopted by 
City Council says in part, “The agency 
shall consist of a director appointed by 
the Mayor and confirmed by the City Coun- 
cil, and a staff assembled by the director 


Section 7.3. would therefore make the 
City Demonstration Agency director an 
officer because the position is authorized 
by ordinance and appointed by the Mayor. 
All other Model Cities positions are ‘staff 
assembled by the director.”” and would not 
meet the defiinition of “OFFICER.” 


Because of the facts set forth above I 
would suggest that Section 14.4 of the 
charter does not apply to Mr. Ernie L. K. 
Boone, the Assistant Director of the City 
Demonstration Agency, who is also the 
President of ‘Westside News, Inc.”, a 
non-profit corporation. If Section 14.4. 
does not apply then the “statement under 
oath, setting forth the nature of such 
business dealings, and his interest therein.” 
required by Section 14.4 would likewise not 
be applicable and no conflict of interest 
would exist. 


Should it be determined, however, that 
Mr. Boone is an “officer” under the terms 
of the Charter, I would then suggest that 
a conflict of interest still does not exist. 
Mr. Boone as president of a non-profit 
corporation contracting with the City to 
provide a service to citizens of the City does 
not “derive any income or benefit” from 
the contract. Mr. Boone does not receive 
any “remuneration” from the Westside 
News, Inc., as either an officer or an 
employee. 


Sections 15, 16, and 17 of Part II of 
the proposed contract between the City 
and Westside News, Inc., read as follows: 


“15, Interest of Members of City Demon- 
stration Agency. No member of the govern- 
ing body of the City Demonstration Agency, 
and no other office, employee, or agent of 
the City Demonstration Agency who ex- 
ercises any functions or responsibilities 
in connection with the planning and carry- 
ing out of the Comprehensive City Demon- 
stration Program, shall have any personal 
financial interest, direct or indirect, in 
this Contract; and the Contractor shall 
take appropriate steps to assure compli- 
ance. 


“16. Interest of Other Local Public 
Officials. No member of the governing 
body of the locality in which the Model 
Neighborhood Area is situated, and no 
other public official of such locality, who 
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exercises any functions or responsibilities 
in connection with the planning and carry- 
ing out of the Comprehensive City Demon- 
stration Program shall have any personal 
financial interest, direct or indirect, in 
this Contract; and the Contractor shall 
take appropriate steps to assume compli- 
ance. 


17, Interest of Contractor and Employees. 
The Contractor covenants that he presently 
has no interest and shall not acquire any 
interest, direct or indirect, in the Model 
Neighborhood Area or any parcels therein 
or any other interest which would conflict 
in any manner or degree with the perform- 
ance of his services hereunder. The Con- 
tractor further covenants that in the per- 
formance of this Contract no person having 
any such interest shall be employed.” 


Section 105. of Part III of the proposed 
contract between the City and the Westside 
News reads as follows: 


“SEC. 105. Conflict of Interest.—(A) 
Interest of Members of City.—No officer, 
employee, or agent of the City who exercises 
any functions or responsibilities in connec- 
tion. with the planning and carrying out 
of the Program, or any other person who 
exercises any functions or responsibilities 
in connection with the Program, shall have 
any personal financial interest, direct or 
indirect, in this Contract; and the Agency 
shall take appropriate steps to assure com- 
pliance, 


Interest of Contractor and Employees.— 
The Contractor covenants that no person 
who presently exercises any functions or 
responsibilities in connection with the 
Program, has any personal financial in- 
terest, direct or indirect, in this Contract. 
The Contractor further covenants that he 
presently has no interest and shall not 
acquire any interest, direct or indirect, in 
the Model Neighborhood Area or any parcels 
therein, which would conflict in any manner 
or degree with the performance of his ser- 
vices hereunder. The Contract further 
covenants that in the performance of this 
Contract no person having any conflicting 
interest shall be employed. Any interest on 
the part of the Contractor or his employees 
must be disclosed to the Agency and the 
City. Provided, however, that this par- 
agraph shall be interpreted in such a man- 
ner so as not to unreasonably impede the 
statutory requirement that maximum op- 
portunity be provided for employment of 
and participation by residents of the 
area. 


With the signing of this contract these 
sections provide proper assurances that no 
conflict of interest exists. 


REVIEW BY ATTORNEY 


The Mayor’s veto message says, “Section 
7.7, sub-section (a) (4) requires that the 
preparation and reviewing of all ordinances, 
contracts, bonds and other written in- 
struments shal] be the responsibility of 
the office of the City Attorney. In ques- 
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tioning that office as to why the above- 
mentioned points were not brought to your 
attention or mine, I was advised that 
contract PN-11 was not submitted to that 
office as required by the provisions of 
the City Charter.” 


Section 7.7. (4) of the charter reads as 
follows: 


(4) Preparing or reviewing all ordi- 
nances, contracts, bonds, and other written 
instruments which are submitted by the 
Council or by the officers and boards in 
matters of legal nature relating to the 
affairs of the City.” 


Contrary to the Mayor’s message you 
will note that the Section says, ‘‘Preparing 
or reviewing. . .” 


Please be advised that the City Demon- 
stration Agency prepared a model contract 
to be used in all third party contracts for 
Model Cities projects and submitted this 
contract to the City Attorney, City Council, 
Mayor and Personnel Director for review 
and comment. Subsequently, this model 
has been used in all contracts approved 
by City Council and signed by the C.D.A. 
Director. 


With this communication I have clarified 
the questions raised by the Mayor and 
would therefore request that the Mayor, 
as he suggests in his veto message, rescind 
his veto on contract PN 11 so as to allow 
the implementation of this project, which 
I consider vital to the success of our Model 
Cities Program. 


Should the Mayor decide not to rescind 
his veto then I would ask City Council for 
permission to implement this project, 
which action I understand would require 
six votes of the Council.

For these and other reasons, most par- 
ticularly the terms of the contract when 
signed, there is no possibility of conflict 
of interest involving Mr. Boone. 


4. The City Atorney did have an oppor- 
tunity to review the Model Cities model 
contract to be used in all third party 
contracts. This was deemed to abide by 
the Charter requirement. Even though 
this review had taken place, the specific 
Contract PN 11 has subsequently been 
submitted to the City Attorney for re- 
view; and
